Now, pray, mark this 
well. If the CONCLAVE has 
thts opinion of the Church; and 
this opinion it must have^ or it 
has no ground of separation 
other than that of merely ^et- 
tho^ money from you ; if the 
CONCLAVE ha# this opioioD 
of the Church, what must it 
ihink of the Clergy of that 
Giurchi I ask you what the 
CONCLAVE must think of the 
Ckrgy of that Church ; and I 
askhow,then, the CONCLAVE 
can account for its so perfecily 
harmoniMJi^ with that Clergy 
upon the subject of the cau^e of 
Reform ?

i have frequently observed 
that &ny Gbverniheht must gain 
strength froip the people being 
divkied inVo dHTerent religious 
sect^; bedldibifTihat case each 
seci, by constantly aiming at 
8om6 frbsh indulgence or pro«- 
tection Ifrom the Government, 
becomes thereby much more de- 
pendent upon the Government 
than the established Church it- 
self, which stands upon settled 
law;, and which has therefore 
nothing to ask and nothing to 
lose. W h^n a sect which exists 
by toleration hks any thing to 
ask, it must come in a very hum- 
ble tone, and with an exalted 



foharacter as to politics. Hence 
the dependence and the sob- 
missiveness of the ptiestbood of 
tolerated sects. But the grand 
motive- to this si^iu^issiyjeness 
still is the money, the pennies 
are the moving principle. Take 
them away and you will see 
your Priests independenti men 
and zealous Reformersi. 

My advice to you,. therefore, 
is, to pay no more pennies. If 
your Priests be suieerer in their 
professions, they will not be 
less zealous without the pennies 
than with them. They will be 
as desirous to save ^oor souls 
then as they are now ; and if 
they be not sincere, it is niadr 
better ihat they keep Ih^jr 
pteacbii^andpri^ytiig to thein- 
selves. It never can be the 
will of God that your children 
ihoidd pinch, while you give 
your money to feed a Priest; 
and especially when there is 
scarcely a mile in 'the Idngdom 
^ithin which there is not a 
Priest and a church, neHber of 
wbieh cost you a fartliiog. If 
you have tried this Priest by the v 
Bible, and found him wanting, 
let tlmt same Bible be your 
guide ; and do not l^tdw your 
money on another Priest, to 
^afch you'as to matters which 
you so perfectly understand.. IC 
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any amongst yoil choose tb as- 
senibfe y^utis^lves to^ctteV^, to 
o6ifri^<S(ftW^Hh^tiad''^A'6YhWtcr 
liea«^<*^tft^ t^r^icr, oV ti^irs^ 
ted td^thei^ye'rs of each other ;

the king's sOrrpw at the death of 
that royal lady, hold him fortl^ as 
the most' consummate hypocrite 
that ever disgraced the hmtoaa, 
form.i But, our consolati(Mi is,, 
that . the whele of the story is a. 
lie; a complicated lie, invented 
for the purpose of iiyuiring the 
Queen, without, apparrently, 
caring one single straw abput the 
injury likely to be done to the 
king: and yet this abominable, 
book is published by the King^s 
Stationer and sold by the DuM 
of York's Booliselkr. 

Before I quit this expose de 
motifs si» to the instant virtual 
dissolution of the marriage, let. 
me advert to another part of the 
book, where the king is repre- 
s0Bted • as speaking of her Ma- 
jesty as an object of loathing. ^ 
There is another passage, which 
ha» made me laugh: *5 The, 
** Queen is growing old. We, 
".are both beyond the heg^daif of 
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*« |j^€," What! the king is not 
growing old, I suppose ! Oh> 
|io ! It is not polite to call him 
old; nor k it hyal; for the king 
'* never die9*^^ But^ the Queen, 
b^ing only a mbject^ dies like 
other folks: of course she is 
growing old; nnd, as far as I 
have observed, this is the only 
true remark respecting her, from 
the beginning to the end of the 
Letter, so audaciously insc^bed 
to the king. 

As to her Majesty having, how-? 
ever, he6n an object of loathing^ 
to be sure, large allowances are 
to be made foy ta$te^ But, who 
that ever sauf her Majesty, at 
any time .of her life, will not 
say, that this description is not 
most gross ^nd malicious abuse ? I 
saw the Queen, just twenty 
years ago last Thursday week. 
I was so placed (in the Privy 
Chamber, I think, they call it), 
at St. Janies' Palace, as to see 
all the persons going ti) the 
^ato Queen's Drawing Room; 
and, after seeing great numbers 
pass, I A^ked ^who that '* pretty^ 
gay little lady was,^^ and was 
, told,, that It was the Princess of 

Wales, I thought her the most 
beautiful of the whole; and I 
• will not attempt to describe my 
feelings with regard to him, who 
could be voluntarily separated 



from such a wife. I never saw 
her Majesty from that time, W 
I saw her coming up Shooter^s 
Hill, on the memorable sixth of 
June last, when I recognised in 
her face all that good^humour 
and all that vivacity, wKich had 
so muclr pleased me in 1801. 

As to what is beaviiful and 
what is notf there is no standard* 
All depends upon tttste ; and our 
tastes vary with our characters, 
which are as various as are the 
wild plants of the field. But, I 
know what my own taste in female 
beauty is, and I will describe it. 
A xiroman, ^\e feet two inches 
high (without her shoes) half an 
inch more br less. Plump, even 
when young, and prone to crum, 
rather than crust, as she increases 
in years. Sm^U-boned, small hand, 
and small nimble feet, and giving 
evident poofs, that the fruit of 
her love are not, for want of an 
ample natl^ral supj^y, to be ba- 
nished to a hireling breast. 
Sprightly eyes of I care not what 
colour; features that speak ; a 
voice at once feminine and firiii : 
a laugh that banishes melancholy 
from my abode.; a temper that 
sets disguise at defiance ; a tvilf, 
that, by its rippHngs, prevents 
life from becoming a stagnant 
pool ; a heart that shews its ten- 
derness, not 19 sighs and whines^ 
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but in exces^ve fondness for chil- 
dren and in active boldness ^t the 
bed-side of the yellow- fever or 
the plague ; and, if I cannpt pre- 
serve that heart, I am uniyorthy 
10 enjoy its possessor. , 

That this is my taste I have 
^iven.the best, possible proof; 
and, it is well known, that ber 
Majesty might have mtten for the 
picture. I had, on Monday, the 
opportunity of seeing her Ma- 
jesty, from a distance o( about 
four yards, for a whole ftoiir, or 
more; and, independent of her 
flt^tic^ amjl the^terestini^cfrcui)}- 
6tai)ces cof^iected with /the occa- 
sion that brought me, among* 8<^ 
many others, Ji^to her present, I 
saw in her a beautiful Womati. 
Not a doll I not an immoveable 
thing> .made of w^x» with glass 
eyes ^tuck ^n its face. But a 
living being; a beinj? with fe«t- 
tures that ftlf what is pasri^g in 
the heqrt, l^q qffectittion >bout 
her; all is goodness, real gracious- 
liessj and, 8till> aU is dignity; 
ev^ry thing to inspire jifiection 
and to rivet attachment. An^d^ 
when one reflects pn all she ha; 
^nder^one; 9n .all her jHiffefihgs, 
all her dangers^ and on her forti- 
tude and her bravery, is it possible 
Jo refrain from exerting in her 
service whatever we posisess of 



uijperverted mind can now behold 
the Queen without feeling eager 
to serve her and proud to yield 
her respect and ob^dienoe. 

And yet this Parasite has the 
audacity ib tell the Peojde, and 
under the King's nanie, too, that 
this royal lady, is an object 6f 
idathingl However, this is no 
more than a repetition of one of 
the blackguard assertions, made 
so incessantly at the West End of 
Lon^n, for many years, previ- 
ous to hef Majesty's arrival. I 
heard, years ago, of a book l^ept 
in a cer^in house^ Fhe;re people 
might go find read the evidence 
giv^n against l^er, by the penu- 
red wretches in 1^06; but, where 
they were not ^hown anv of the 
statements in her defence. There 
has be«i . a* perfect t^iem for 
calunmiating thejQneen; and,ha<i 
not " theBo0V^ beep pidblishe^ 
in ldl3^ St ' ?eems impossible 
for her to hive been ' pre- 
served. 

Having nb^ done wiUi what 
niay be caHed the brutal part of 
this pj^fonnanoe, ' I shall proceed 
to such i>f the rest as are at 9II 
worthy 6f notice. The wHter 
attempts to justify thei proceed- 
ings of ' 1^06, upon the ground 
of wumerms rumors; but, the 
worst pf it is, that the Tribunal 
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tnidd without ever hearing her in 
hex defence. 

The mam cliftrge^ lurking be- 
hind, is, that. In 1813^ the Queen 
became a politician; that she 
. made vMe domestic dismite a 
question of yac^icni^po/t^'cs; and 
that, therefcn^, she then forfeited 
aD claim to any species of iiiiiilr 
genee ; though by-jthe-by , I never 
h^id, thather Majesty ever ask- 
ed foif any indulgence. 

Tbis is, however, a curlojis 
cbai^e; and, as the reader will 
presently see, as «in&anded as 
all the rest. Tfiere is a very 
pretty passage ^hat precedes thia 
charge against the Queen, ahd in 
this passage ber alledged political 
int^eiing is ascribed t».the 
WMffsl It is fitting thai both 
King lU^Qiieen shotid know the 
reaH fatte of the case, which 1 
am very cer^n they io not, and, 
whidi 1 am also certain, that no- 
body wilK' or can, state to them^ 
except mynlf. But, first, let 
us hear what thii writer in the 
kinjls ninie says on the subject; 
for, here' is. the apology for not. 
tatting tbe Whigs into power in. 
181^, when the Prince became 
Begenf. ' '* The distingubhed

added the important conside* 
ration, th^X. the flame of free- 
dom was beginning to glimmer 
in Spain ; that the then ad- 
ihinistration were prepared to 
take advantage of every cir- 
cumstance favourable to the 
destruction of the military ty- 
rant of Europe; and when all 
these varioas considerations 
^ere upheld by the weight of 
personal character whieh was 
contained in the then eabinet ;

head of the Empire. This was 
a feeling of THE HEART; 
« it was MINE." 

Reader, bear in mind, that 
it is not the king who says ^his ; 
and, therefore, if you can sup^ 
press your contempt for the 
Writer, you may laugh at it as 
long as you please. Compare 
this wretched stuff with the lan» 
guage of the Queens when her 
Majesty puts pen to paper. How- 
ever, hel-e you have this, man's 
reasons for the king's not 
choosing his servants from 
amongst his old friendsy in 18L2v : 
And then, you are told by this 
Parasite, that the rejection of 
these old friends caused the ma-

teral and his people, in pawer; a 
reason pretty nearly as powerful, 
pefhapS) as the " fevoring of the 
" eause offr$edem mSpain.^' The 
Whig» could not, as' things then 
stood, very well take part with the 
Prmces». It, was under them that 
the Iiiqwry took place in 1806 ; 
therefi»e> they, though <mt, 
could not well meddle with a 
malterr wkidi, if it alleame out, 
made against 'them v^ much, 
as they then stood. So that^ by 
k§epinif in Fereeval and hi» men, 
h$tk partes wmM naturmlfyrt" 
main ^et as to the prineem. 
This is what i^ happen t and 
whi^ a deal, then, h<ui the affair 
of tikis Lady had to do in the 
gpwkV concerWK of this^ ooun^, 
for mtof years past 1 

B«t, it is very tme, that, at th^ 
epodi here alluded to, the affair 
of the Qu^ii did nmke a great 
iUff and was. fest^going on to mix 



itself with pditics. It in abo true, ' 
^hat that which was done at that- 
lime laid thefoundatian of att the^ 
popular support, that her Ma- 
jesty has now received ; and, it 
is ftirdier true, that the prime 
9iover in what was then done .was 
i?ot Peter Moore norEdwardElHce 
nor the heroes Brougham and 
Penman, but that it wa^ mgeefft 
which,! am sure,'will be a piece 
of news to the King, the Queen, 
the Ministry, the Whigs, and the 
People. And now I will relate the 
facts, precisely as they took place; 
and, when, reader, you have heard 
them, you will exclaim, with some 
character in Shakespeare, " how 
" poor a thing may do a noble 
" otf ce !" And you wJU recolfect

Let anj one suppose the case

The nc- 
momrt for the lai^t six years, added 
to her unaccountable sittnce of a 
preceding eight years, Would have 
made a general presumpiion of 
her guilt certain. Look at the 
^reat argument , in answer to the 
charges of the BiQ and the swear- 
ings of the Italian Witnesses. 
' What has it beenf Why, that 
heavier charges and fot/^fAer swear- 
ings were brought againsiT her in 
1806 ; and, that THEY were all 
false! This has been ^e great 
nrgument with the press, and. 
round every iire-side. But, thi»v 
argument never could have ex- 
isted, if Mr. JoHNBTONE and »iy- 
f^had not forced out the Book, 
For, be it known, that I had tided, 
in 1812, more than one other 
Member of Parliament to do thiit 
which ftfr. Cochrane Johnstone 
did, in 1813. They would not 
■Mr, Timidity ; laziness ; some- 
thii^ always defeated my project. 
l^it, Mr. Johnstone was a man of 
di^ioK, and he feared nobody 
( Let not Ae friends of the King, 
t)iearefore, Uame the Wkign for 
Ibis stir in 1S13; fcnr they, poor 
ihingsi were as imiocent as tl)e 



child unborn, not only of all act^ 
or part, in the making of the stir» 
but of all knowledge of the source 
whence the thing sprang. Tfie 
public applauded Mr. Whitbread^ 
and very justly; but, he was, 
upon thi& occasion, no more than 
a puppet, put in motion by us. 
I enjoyed exceedingly the seeing^ 
of the big talkers at work Hkcf 
bees in a tar-barrel to extricate 
themselves from the confusion, 
into which we had thrown them. 
Let not the poor Whigs be 
blamed for this signal service to 
the Queen; for babes at die 
breast were not more dear of the 
sin than they. 

As to the Queen, her Majesty 
has never known, I am very sure, 
the souite of the exertions' in her 
favour in 1813. But, we had 
other schemes which, if they had 
been adopted, would have en<^ 
abled her^ to a certainty, to hold 
her. court in 1813j and which 
would, of course, have prevented 
her from going abroad, and have 
spared her, the king^ and the 
nation all that has happened in 
eoniequence of that unwise^ and 
almost insane step, which' the ad 
vice of Canning induced her to 
take.

ness's presence was also applied 
to. These great personages had, 
doubtless, their own views ; and,

The Princess herself knew not

The truth is, 
however, that I hftd not read the 
Debate on the Liturgy question, 
when the last ilegister went to 
the press. Having read it, I 
found it to involve matter of 
great importance. That beiag 
the case, 1 thought it ^ right lo 
offer to the public my thoughts 
on it; and, for reasons which 
'may, probably, appear by-^and-by, 
I have upon this occasion, cho* 
sen to audress my observations 
to yoti.

" zabeth, from the Prayeirs of

'* vised and inexpedient.*^ 

To talk on an occasion like 
this, about the times of verbs m^y, 
tor some, appeal* pedantic ; but 
you, who aref preparing a " dir 
gesf^ for educating us, will allow, 
that a sentenco so short, and em- 
ployed on such an occasion^ and 
in the " Great Council" too, 
ought to have been correct ; and 
I am sure * you will not say that 
" excluded/^ in one part of thia 
sentence ought to have been 
followed by " to Je," in another 
part* Qf the two words, which 
characterise the measure^ one 
seems to have been wholly ifim«- 
eessarg. Surely we might, in' 
cases like this, look for correct- 
ness of language without being ^ 
deemed very unreasonable, or 
foolishly nice ! 

This motion was oppkMied bj 
an amendment in these words : 
" That this House do now 
" adjourn,^^ which was carried^ 
by 310 votes agamst 208 ; the 
majority in favo^ir of the Minis- 
ters being 101. From this it has 
been concllided, by some'pefsons, 
that the same majority would 
vote against putting the Queen'a 
name in the Liturgy ; but, though 
this maiy be the fact, this deci-v 
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sion is no proof, of it, as we 
shall by-andPtjy see. 

I impute n6^ had motives to 
the nwwctv nor, indeed, to his 
party ;. but, I am very sure, 
that this motion was "i//-arf- 
we4;" 9Xi^ that, without in- 
tending > it^ the mover and all 
those who had any thing to do 
in bringing forward such a mo- 
tion, did injury, rather than 
benefit, to the cause of the 
, Queen. 

The motion was feeble ; it 
was puerile; it had no open- 
ly avowed. jproctica/ purpose^ in 
view. A nlotion to insert the 
TMme would have, been some- 
thiwy. It would have had rea- 
son in it. It would have stood 
on clear arid solid ground, which 
was not the case with the pre- 
sent motion. A thing that is 
merely inexpedient may imply 
lio blame, or very little blame 
in the actor. A thing may- be 
just, though inexpedient A 
thing may be lawful, though 
unjust and inexpedient. The 
first thing to be considered in 
an act of a ^ penal kind is the 
legality; and, if by taking ad- 
vantage, of the letter, or of 
some omission, in the law, you 
really do , that which is not, 
right and e<)uitable, there is 
injustice ; and it is by no means 



unfrequent to hear Judges ex- 
pressing their sorrotr, that the 
law obliges them to do this or 
thati But, an act" may be 
both legal and ju,t, and yet^ 
inexpedient, ' Accorcjing to the 
rules of Public Law, a war may 
be lawful and just ; and yet, 
to enter upon such war may be 
inexpedient. If I am «tricken 
by a man of ten times my 
strength, it is legal and jttsi 
for me to returfl the blow ; but, 
it is by no means expedient, 
seeing the certainty of greater 
evil arising from my act. 

Now, in the first place, by 
declaring the omission of the 
Queen's name to have Jbeen 
ineacpedient, and nothing more, 
is it not admitted by the , 
movers, that the omission was 
neither illegal nor unjust ? Thinfe 
of this. Sir; and say, whether 
you, as her Majesty's taw-ad- 
viser, ought not to have opposed 
the, motion. Here is an act, 
which I contend was illegal and 
unjust; and. If I drop these 
charges against it, and content 
myself with the charge of iwex- 
pediency, do I not abandon the 
other tvvo charges ? Do I not con- 
fess, that those charges were un- 
founded? ' Do I not, in ^ff^c^j 
declare, that the act was }egal 

SLndjnst? And, in a case like 
M 2 
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the precjisiit; do I not do mon- 
airous injury to the cause of the 
^pjanoQ agaimt wkom the aet has 
been eosimitled ? 

The charge of ^ing whc^ i« 
iuetcpedimi is never a vBry heavy 
ehMge, cmd^ any cireumstaar 
ces. k amounts to an htn^ta** 
tion^of wemgikt: etrror ofjmtg- 
ment : or, at moat, to a want of 
sufficient wisdbjn ; «nd these do 
not imply crime. Besides, if we 
abandon our-diaiges of UU^mUi^ 
and fi^Nslice ; if we, by irapii- 
cation, aUaw 4he act to have been 
t/egal and jmt^ our heare?s^ will 
not be inclined to eensure very 
severely an- act whidi is meivly 

Therefore, if any motion had 
been to be made on the 8ubje<^ 
of the 0mu9U>nr it ought to have 
contained the charges of i/^^r<t^y 
and ivgrniict^ or, of the latter at, 
least. And, whytiid tbi»mo|pon 
ttof contain those <^arges? Mr 
Wbthsrell prorv»d Htudillegality 
't» deady as.the daylight is seen ; 
and the speech of the AttokiOby 
Gbkbiial, though very ingenieus 
^god AUe» did not shake thei^r- 
gwnen^ts of Mr. Wethbrsll. 
Andj as to the injmti^ that 
Was upon the lips of every ope, 
exo^t those of the Mini|ters and 
their friend^. All the Addrates 
ip Ae Quften; >lLthe setsf of 



Retehuifm; all the Speeches at 
meetings for Addresses ; aH the 
Petitwm xm tke wige€%4 &11 
these had spdcen either of Ite 
vi^utHee oi the Omianen, or of 
the neooMtfy of the in»ertum» 
But, out comtft the ntotimi^. at 
last, and iaHn on^of the mix* 
jMifisiteif of the omission. Really, 
sueh a motion merited no b^ter 
answer than a motioo for adjemnr 
mmU ; which n the sane aasay* 
ing: *^ Let -u$ go home: ki fit 
^ A<N^: let ut net waste eiur 
bmffe mtalkmg akmit this ihing^J^^ 
The truth is, that,.thou|^ a 
thing may be both kffal andjuttf 
and yet nei e^qmdknt, this Omis« 
sion was not a thing of diis 5ort ; 
ftnr, if it were iefal to leave out 
Uie Queen's name, and if it were 
j:H^ to de it, what eouUb possibly 
idnderit ineafpedkntf The only 
thing that could make it juet wee 
the knowledge of eomethitig in 
the eonduot ef the Qaeen thi^ 
would ca^tte the insertion of her 
name to i^ppear to be a moekery 
of religion* And, mirely, ^his 
would haive made 'the Omisflion 
eatpedienU: or, else, no measure 
in' the world ever deserved to be 
called e^^pedient. And yet tUfl^

Indeed, it is to yoti that the 
Queen owes the best description 
of arguiQent Uiat has been u$ed 
against the Ministers on this 
pubjec.t. In. th^. .first fietce you 
s(iid nqthing about the Litiu^y ; 
and* whftt did you do in the 
Prct^ol Negof^i^tion ? Why, 
you made the Liturgy th.e suj^ct 
of barter, Yqu . propo^ ; ^^- 
valents ibr it ; . and equivaleiwLs 
too, of so contemptible a nature 
as to render the whole thing 
ridtcuhys, .

ous. My opinion is, that if a 
man were no^v to hoard a thou- 
sand Soveroigrfs, and keep them 
hoarded for not a very \ottg 
time, tbey would procure him 
four times SiB much of really va- 
luable things, as }ie could m^w 
purchase with that thousand Sove- 
reigns.

A Gentleman iifiust haye} 
money for his liousehold ex- 
pencer. He must hi^va money 
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to go f6 xikfLtket. To hy' out, 
in short/ And wfiy not lay' H 
out m Gold M well a»iD papier f 
I kifow oittf nuHi that will do 
this, ;^t any rate. The B^nk 
i^all Have me ^r a customer 
<m May day ; fot never witl I 
Hand about tberr paper 6oe mo- 
ment af^er I can substitute it 
by (he King's Com witfaoui a 
loss. Never, afte^ that day (i( 
jour bill be not repealed )» will 
I pay away a pound in paper. 
I' have lilways said this. I look 
upon myself as degraded- and 
disgracec^ by being compelled' to 
cAtrry oa my affairs in money 
made by the paper makers of 
Threadneedle Street. I hold in 
abhorrence a money noit coming 
forth with the statop of my King 
upon it. I detest and loathe 
this simtdacre of Sovereignly, 
and nothing but compulsion shall 
make me give it my counte- 
nance. ^Whai I have to receive 
nsay, perhaps, come in paper; 
but back it shall go to the 
iflNmers from me. I, for my pari, 
at any rate, witt quickly turn 
their paper into Gold.

quantity of m^ft^y^ takt& 1t*afte;i 
gether, is coiisiahtlyth'tlB^hianiis, 
or, rather, in th*e 'chfeltk"ja6d 
Crunks, of men and iriaid se^TaJtti. ' 
At present, ^ these fittle '^oarls 
consist of *paper mdney'f t)ut fet 
any man in London, or in any*

"Mr. l^ARiNG lells us that he 
ia waiting lo see, whether the 
inimitable notes do me out, befare 
he propose hl^ perpetuatirig Bul- 
lion sohcfQie. Why hf should 
thus wait, I am, I must coufein, 
HdioUy at a loss to discover. It 
is impossible for me to perceive, 
why hip. scheme cap be rendered 
less .necessary or more necessary 
by the,noii-appearance, or i>y the 
af^earance, . of the inimitable 
notes. 1 roiist leave youy there- 
fore; and the public to Unravel 
this mystery ; but this I kuo^, 
tint it does appei^ somethiitg

been' unmixed falsehoods, pat 
forth for the purpose of duping 
iajicl decelvtng the- people.

falsehoods origiaate, I neitber 
know nor care. Suffice it to say, 
that they fail of their object; tl^ 
decern nobody ; for there is Bot 
now a man left in the country, 
fool -enough to put trust in any 
thing that he reads^ if it have the 
appearance of coming from any 
one appertaining to the system. 
But^ it is folly as wellas wicked- :

5; IVlth regard to <^tiie ex|iectation 
wtM is espresied in the ^^ilrcnlar 
«,bove alluded to, of the assent of the 
COhfts of ' London and Paris to ^e 
mof^ -geaeffal measures proposed for 
th^ adoptien, founded, as it is al- 
leged, iq^ oi^sting treiOies: in y«c- 
Ufieabinn of ils'own «o«sif|en«^ imd 
geed faith, tbe;British Government, 
in-withlKddiBg^sueh' assent, must pro- 
test agahMt any such interpretation 
bting put aponriiieir^tieftinquestioiv,

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t G. They have neTer uaderatood these 
^ treaties to impoie. any such obliga- 
tifiv ; and they have, on various occa- 
sions, both in Parliament, and in their 
intercourse with- the Allied Goyem- 
ments, distinctly maintained the nega- 
live of such a proposition.- That they 
have acted with all possiWe explicit- 
ness upon this subject, would at once 
appear from reference to the delibera- 
tions at Paris in 1615, preiious to the 
conclusion of the Treaty of AlH^ee, 
v.at Aix-la-Ch«pell^, in 1818, and s«b- 
seqvently in pertain discussions wbicb 
toolc place in the course of the last 
year.

* by the internal transactions of andYhor 
t State. But as they regard the as- 
sumption of such right as oti/jf to be 

' justified by the itrotigest neessslt jr, 
. and io'he limited and regulated 
' thereby, they cannot admit tjiat this 
right can receive a general and jndis- 
, criminate application to all revolu- 

• tionary movements, without reference 
- to their in&mediate bearing upon some 
,* particular State br States, or be made 

prospectively the basi« of an alHance. 



They regard its exercise as an ex-e > 
ception to general principles, o£ the 
greatest value and impoctanoe, and 
as one that only properly f^ow^ out 
of the circumstances of the spjecial 
case ; but they at^he same time con- 
sider, that exceptions of this description 
jiever can, without the utmost danger, 
be so far reduced to rule, as to foe 
incorporated into the. ordinary diplo^ 
macy of Stlites, or into the institutes 
of the law of nations.

London' on this mattier, you may de- 
clare, ean make na alteration whatever 
in the cordiality and harmony of the 
alliance on any other subject-, or abate 
their eotnmon zeal in giving the most 
ceiiplate effect to all their existing 
engagements.

WHITE OAKS. 



Several gentlemein, hearing me 
mention, last winter, that some 
American White-Onk Acorns had 
l)een received by me, applied to 
me for some. They were sown 
^t the time ; and now the seedlings 
«re to be had from IVir. Knight, 
Exotic Nursery^ King's Road, 
Chelsea; or, from Mr. John 
^CoBBETT, No. 1, Clement's Inriy 
JLondon. — This is the tree that 
Mr. BiRKBECK, in his book, calls 
■*^ the Glory of the American Fo^ 
"*• rest ;" a title which, aftbr two 
^r three other trees, certainly be- 
Jongs to this lofty, beautiful^ and 
iuseful tree. To describe all the 
aises of the timber of this tree 
livould require more space than is 
^jOTorded by a whole Register. If 
it were growing here in quantity 
«qual to our oak, I should hesi 
tate before I said, if the question 
if^ere put to me, which of them 
could be exterminated with the 
least injury to the nation. — ^How- 
«ver, I have not, at present, any 
time for a description of the pro- 
perties of the wood. Mr. Knight 
lias half the crop; and, as his 
■share will not have received any 
^injury from hu polities^ he will, 
in all probability/ find the BiOit 
custoinen.-^If; howevert any 



body choose to apply to my son^ 
at his Office, as above, he will very 
punctually attend to the appli- 
cations. The plants are, of course, 
only about six inches high, but 
their tap-roots may be afoot long. 
The price is A POUND A HUN- 
DRED; and, my son will sell 
no smaller quantity. A letter to 
him (^postpaid) at the Register 
Office, No. 1, Clement's Inn, will 
insure the sending of a hundred 
off by the mail, two days after he 
receives the order; because there 
must be time to take the plants 
from the ground. — There are 
about 50 sorts of oaks in America. 
I have seen twenty sorts, all 
standing in one wood of not more 
than forty acres. Some of .these 
sorts are g<>od for very' little. I 
was particularly careful as to the 
sort, in this case, and I pledge 
myself, that every plant is a true 
White^Oak. — ^It may, perhaps, 
be useful to give a few hints as 
to the management of seedling 
os^k plants. Cut off their tap- 
roots at four inches from the top 
(that is the part that was at the 
surface of the ground); or, in 
other words, leave the tap-root 
four inches long. Cut off oil the 
fibres c\emn; for they never grow 
again* Cut the tap-root with a 
Mloping cut. Cut all with a skmrp 
ikiit^.«-PIant out in rows tw» 
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4bet a patty and ptit the plants 'o^ 
'foot a part in the row. This 
puis you about a'huTidred upon 
M tiad r)f grhwmd. Let the 
ground be good and deeply dig< 
ged ; and let the planti^ be put out 
lay some one who knows kow to 
'plant a cabbage-plant welL Let 
Hhejxihe fixed weH in the ground, 
and let them, as to depth, be 
planted in such manner as tcf 
*bring the part which was at the 
surface of the ground before, to 
the surface again ; that is to say, 
''l^t no wood be under ground, and 
' BO root Above ground . Keep the 
ground cleany hy frequent hoeing^ 
tdui'ing the summer; and, there 
win need no watering nor any 
other care. When the plants 
have stood t*hus two years, they 
win, if properly managed, be 
Jour 'feet high; and, then they 
are ready to be put out into plan- 
tations. Those who say, that 
oaks will not geiK new tap-root ^ 
'know nothing of the matter ; and 
^6scJ who sdy, ihdX transplanted 
odks do not prosper, have only, 
if think, to hear me state, that 
6aks, sown by me in 1807, and 

^ put finally out in' 1 8 10, are now 
ilbout 20 feet hl^h, and many of 
them more than f 6 inches rouni^ 

'at the stem:— Doctor JohniSoiJ

*tree, he' hegajifo think ofdgingi 



If any ipan be infected with this 
cowardly, this selfish,, this base 
feeling, let him read Lafon- 
taine's beautiful fable of the 
Oclogenaire el les trois Jauven- 
feaux; and" he will blush to 
think, Aat the jformer author wa» 
an Englishman, and the latter a 
Frenchman. 

N.B. A hundred plants will 
make but a very smafl parceL 
They can be ilafely sent to Ire- 
land and Scotland.^^There is 
great advantage in having the 
plants in this seedling state; 
especially when "they are to be 
conveyed from a considerable 
distance. The weight and bulk 
and the risk from keeping out of 
ground: the dillbrence in price 
too : these dl*e all considerations 
that ought to induce people to 
get the plants tn the seedling 
state. — The plants cannot 'be 
sent in frosty weather. *No tree* 
should ever have their roots ea:- 
posad to frost.

I shall insert his speech 

presently; but I will first state 

the substance of the matter. The 

readers of the Register have often 

heard me con^plain of the loose 

atMl gleneral terms in which the 

public accounts are made out.

sons who are called the Chiardiam

the Navy Estimates, the Aimiy[ 
Estimates, and the Otdnanee Es- 
timates. These Itre three thump- 
ing concerns. They swallow tip 
neariy twenty millions a year; 
and yet never do they undergo 
any thing worthy even of the 
name of looking at. 

It is to be obserted, too, thai 
these are accounts in arUicipaiion, 
it would appear a Uttle whimsical, 
I believe, if a Grocer wiere 4o 
bring you in his BiH on the hit 
Jan., for what he vma going io 
suppfy you wiih during the year, 
and to request you to trust litei 
with mouey to the amount of that 
Bill, and never at any time there- 
after to give you an account of 
the manner in which the money 
had been disposed of. The 
cases are, indeed, in one in- 
spect, different ; fbr, the G^ 
vernment knows what will be 
wanted, for the year ensmng's 
and" it \8 necessary that the money 
should b^ voted in order &8t it 
may be drtiwn for and applied, 
as it is wanted. It is also proper 
euou^li to call "fbr this gtttmt of 
monfey upon flie presenting of )a 
document called an estimM, 
But, here irtKe 'abswrdfty j hefie 
is the' glaring s^ ^agr^nt outrage 
upon doramon s^nse, that' there%

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never any bill of particulan pre- 
sented, to show how the money 
has been expended ! There 
Would be no very great objection 
to the voting of the whole sum 
for the service of the year, allot- 
ting so much to each department, 
without any thing of an estimate. 
But, the absunjity is; the scan- 
dalous neglect is, that there is 
never, first or last, any Bill of 
particulars ; any document from 
which any one is able to discover 
. how the money has been made 
away with. There are not less 
than SIX MILLIONS OF 
POUNDS every year paid to 
persqns for collecting the taxes and 
for distributuujf them into their 
various channels ! Good God ! 
are here not the means of making 
out detailed accounts/ jWhat 
are all these six millions of money 
paid for ? ' Is the reader aware 
that this sum is about three times 
as much as goes to pay the whole 
. of the standing army Non com- 
missioned Officers and Men t Is 
the reader aware of this? If 
he be, he will surely agree that 
three times the sum which goes to 
pay ninety thousand. Non-com- 
jnisaioned Officers and Soldiers, 
ought to be sufficient to pay, for 
laying before the Guardians oj 
the pvbUe purse a regular, full. 
mmute> and correct account 



of the receipt and the expendi- 
ture. 

Mr. Hume, when this thing, 
called the Ordnance Estimates 
was brought forward on the 1 6th 
inst. made a stand. He said 
that the estimates were perfectly 
useless: that no one could un- 
derstand any thing from them; 
that they were calculated to be- 
wilder and deceive; and he, 
therefore, moved, ^ " that the 
*' Ordnance Estimates for the 
" present year be submitted to 
'^ the House in detail, distin- 
^^ guishing in separate columns 
" the amount of salaries to all 
'^ Officers, with the particular sa- 
'* lary to each, the amount of 
^^ expence in each department, 
" with the total amount of the 
" whole.'* There were other 
points in Mr- Humb's motion ; 
but the reader will best under- 
stand the thing by my observing 
that, in place of a Grocer's Bill 
stating, ^^ Plums, so much ; Su- 
" gar, so much;" and so on, Mr. 
Hume wanted a Grocer's Bill that 
should say, '< on such a day, so 
^' much for Plums, of such a 
** sort, weighing so many pounds, 
^' at so much a pound," and so 
on. 

What would a gentleman think 
ofhisBaili^, or rather, Steward, 
peibapst wbO] at the end of the 
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year should bring in his Bill of 
expences in somewhat the follow- 
ing tenns : 

To money paid to Black- 
smiths - 120 OJ 

To Carpenters, Joiners, 

and Wheelwrights - 500 OJ 

To Gardeners and such 

sort of people - 200 t 1} 

Why, the Lord of such Steward 
would, if he did not think the 
thing beneath him, horsewhip the 
vagabond. The proper thing 
would be a footman's shoe to kick 
him from the parlour all through 
the hall and clean down from \he 
steps of the front door. Still 
this would not be so bad as the 
Ordnlance Estimates; for this 
confused and senseless mass of 
paper is not only without detail ; 
but it is made out befarehand : it 
is a guess account; and no ac- 
count whatever is ever rendered 
from first to last of the actual dis- 
bursements. This is the way in 
which the Guardians of the pub- 
lic purse have looked into the ac- 
counts. Mr. Hume seems to 
have resolved that the thing 
should not go on id this way any 
longer^ without exposure, at any 
rate. I shall now insert, as I find 
it in the Morning Chronicle, the 
speech which this gentleman 
made, as an introduction to his 
motion, and when I have done 



that I have some further observa- 
tions to make upon this important 
subject. 

Mr. Hume rose to call the attention 
of the House to the Ordnance Esti- 
mates, which were now submitted to 
the House, and to explain the reasons 
which induced him to bring this sub- 
ject before the House. He belieyed 
he should be able to convince the 
House, before he sat down, that, from 
the commencement of the late war up 
to the present time, no reduction what- 
ever had taken place in the Ordnance- 
Department, notwithstanding the state- 
ment which had been made by the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman opposite. With 
respect. to the manner in which the 
Estimates of that department were 
made out, he could assure the House,, 
not only upon his own authority, but 
upon the authority of every Committee 
which had been appointed to examine 
and report upon the subject, that it 
was calculated to convey no informa- 
tion whatever as to the items. The 
House, in point of fact, never had any 
account of the expenditure ; they were- 
called upon to vote certain sums upon 
an Estimate in anticipatipn of the cur- - 
rent year, and then at the end of the • 
year the estimate* was brought before 
them in the gross, with scarcely any 
detail or specification of items. The 
House would be surprised to find that, 
upon a comparison of the Estimates 
for the last ten or twelve years, in no 
one instance did the Estimate brought 
before the House correspond with the 
amount charged in the Finance Ac- 
count. He would take, for insta je, 
the three last years ; the Estimate for 
1817 was 1,189,0001., and the sum 
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di&rged in the Finance Accounts for the 
year eiuHng January 5lh, 1818, was 
I,iS5,000}., the diflbrence between the 
Estimate and actual expenditure being 
946^0031. In 1818, the Estimate was 
*l,f(KHO0<H,, and the actual expenditure 
1,49(H0001. In 1819 the Estimate was 
1,100,0001.^ and the amount in the last 
Finance Accounts was 1,538^0001. be- 
inf a, difference of 400»000L which had 
Sn 119 way been accounted for in that 
House. These facts alone ought to in- 
duce the House to call for a strict ac- 
count of the manner in which these 
sums were expended. There was another 
Tl^w in which this subject should be 
considered. In order to ascertain at 
what rate the expenditure might be re- 
duced, for reduced it must be, it was 
necessary that the House should have 
some points of con^parison, and with 
this view he would compare the present 
rate of expenditure, with the expendi- 
ture at a given period before the last 
war. He requested the attention of 
the House to the expenditure of the 
Ordnance Department in the years 1701, 
1792, 1798, compared with that of the 
yiears 1818, 1819, and 1820. In 1791, 
the expenditure was 506,0001. ; in 1792, 
419,0001,; and in 1793, 513,0001.; so 
the average ' expenditure of the 
three years was about 440,0001. — 
Let the House compare this with 
the expenditure of the three last years. 
lulSlSitwas 1,400,0001.; in 1819. 
it was 1,500,0001. ; and in the pre- 
sent year it would be 1,500,0001.-- 
It would be found, in fact, that the 
estimate of 1820 exceeded the esti- 
mate of 1819 by nearly 900,0001. As 
the estimates were now laid before 
the House, it was quite impossible 
for any Member to know what was 



going on in thi» department, and he 
should therefore lay a ground for his 
present motion by stating a few items, 
hi order to shew the House to what 
extdht retrenchment was practicable* 
He should be able in the course of 
this inquiry to satisfy the House, that 
no sooner was any retrenchment made • 
in one department, than the amount, 
and n^'re than the amount of that re- 
trenchment, was immediately added to 
some other departmeac. The salaries 
in \he Axtillery department amounted 
now to 6,3271. more than the sum de- 
clared to be sufficient in the 13th Re- 
port of the Commissioners of Military 
Inquiry. In the year 1782, the whole 
of the Civil Establishmeat, indudiag^ 
the Tower and I^ll-mall departments, 
was only 38,0001. In 179ft, when the. 
Finance Committee laid their Report 
before the House, it was returned at 
51,6181.; in ^805, it was fixed at 
91,0001.; in 1608^ the sum so' fixed) 
became 104,0001.; and six months 
after, it amounted to one hundred and 
twenty-two thousand pounds. We 
were now arrived at the sixth year of 
peace, and so far was this establish- 
ment from having been redilced, that 
the single item of the Tower and Pall- 
mall^ Department was nearly treblft 
what it was in the year 1796. — There 
was a charge of 30,0001. gratuities for 
length of services, agr^at part of 
which sum was giv.en to the very indi- 
viduals who received 48,0001. charg^ 
for the Tower and Pall-mall Depart-r 
ment ; so that this establishment, which 
formerly did not receive 20,0001.; was 
now in the receipt of 78,0001. a year 
(hear, heai'!). The sum charged ua- 
der the head of Gratui^s deserved 
the serious attenlioa of the House^ 
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A sum of 2»30Q1. was first granted 
under this head in the year 1790, and 
it was expressly stated to be only tem- 
pprary, and granted on account of the 
extraordinary increase in the price of 
provisions. Let the Honse mark the 
progress of this transaction. The sum 
was gradually increased from the year 
1796 till 1812, when it amounted to 
S,OQpl. The next year it became 
9,600L the next year 10,0001. then 
15,0001., 24,0001., and so on tUl it 
now amounted to 30,0001. And this 
the House would obserye, was a 
snm granted to this depart- 
ment to enable them to meet the 
INressnre of a temporary rise in the 
jMrice pf provisions! The Honour- 
able ft|ember proceeded to quote a 
passage from the 18th Report 
of the Commissioners of Military 
Inquiry, recommending a .reduction 
in this department. After this re- 
ty>mmeodation h§ certainly could not 
praise the discretion of the Master- 
General of the Ordnance. He beg- 
ged to call the attention of the 
House to the conduct of the #oble 
Duke. — In the year 1796, the pri 
^ate Secretary of the Master of the 
Ordnance, who performed no servi- 
ces for the public, and was merely 
engaged in the private affairs of 
the Master-General, received a salary 
of 8CD1. a year. The salary of this 
Private Secretary had been increased 
to 2,0001. a year, and the last Com- 
mittee of that House made a great 
merit of reducing it from 2,0001. to 
1,5001. a year. The salary of the 
Public Secretary of the Master-Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance had been in- 
creased fourfold. The office of his 
Under Secretary having been de- 



clared useless^ by a Cemmittee oC 
that House had been aboliahed, hoL 
did the House snpposa that the salary; 
of 3001. a year was therefore tayedi 
to the country? No; there hap* 
pened to be two Clerks in the office^ 
and the 3001. a year was actually; 
divided between them (he«ff, heart 
and laughter). The same profuse 
and profligate expenditure took place 
in every other branch of this De- 
partment. The Storekeepers at Dover 
had received a salary of 5001., ani 
had now retired upon a pension of ^ 
8301., a year. — The Honourable Gen- 
tleman opposite (Mr. Ward) had 
not denied the amount of the salar j» 
but he (Mr. Hume) -•was sorry ta 
hear him contradict the statement of 
the Storekeeper ha^ng retired, be- 
cause he must have known that a 
person named Langley, a FreemaA 
of Queenborough^ was appointed to 
succeed him. The salary of the 
Storekeeper at Dover, in the year 
1796, when he had much more duty 
to perform than t^% the present time^ 
was only 1201., and it had beea 
progressively increased till it waa 
now 5001. a year. The Honourable 
Member went on to sheiv that the^ 
amount of expenditure had increased 
in the same proportion in the Colonial 
Departments, by a comparison of items 
in the year 1798, and at the present 
time, at Malta, Gibraltar, Barbadoes^ 
and the Cape of Good Hope. There 
was a charge of 3,0001. a year for an es- 
tablfehment for the manufacture of 
gunpowder at Faversham, where there 
was not a single barrel of gunpowder. 
In point of fact, the mills at Faver- 
sham had been let. In 1819, at the 
period when therp was much boast of 
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economy, and after tfaote mills were 
let, anew clerk of the name of M'Kenzie 
was appointed (hear hear!). More 
than that, a Captain Hely was appoint- 
ed an Inspector of Gunpowder, al- 
though there was no gunpowder to in- 
spect (a laugh). If the establishment 
at Faversham was got rid of, the coun- 
try would not only save 4,0001. a year, 
but it could dispose of the houses — 
for there, as well as at Sheerness, the 
various clerks have houses ; not that 
thiey reside there, but they rent them 
out to others, particularly at Sheer- 
ness, the clerks themselves residing at 
Queenborough (hear !). Even at Sheer- 
ness, an assistant, who had only two 
rooms, lets them out to a keeper of 
convicts, and resides himself at Queen- 
borough. It was to be observed, that 
the Ordnance Clerks were suflfered to 
vote at elections ; it would be for the 
House to consider upon what grounds 
those persons were thus qualified, 
when persons holding similar situations 
in the Customs and the Stamps were 
incapacitated (hear, hear, hear!). 
There were three vessels employed in 
the Ordnance department at Sheerness. 
Two of the Masters were Jurats of 
Queenborough (a laugh): there was 
seldom more than one man on boardof 
them in time of peace, as they scarcely 
ever made a trip but in carrying Wood, 
the property of the ptiblic, to places 
where it had no right to be sent. Be- 
sides, there were the floating maga- 
zines, kept up at a considerable ex- 
pence, and which never could be want- 
ing, unless on some pressing emergency* 
The powder kept on board must be 
deteriorated. But, as a proof of the 
'sacrifice that was made in that depart- 
ment to election purposes, the sixty> 



six persons receiving wages on boardT 
that craft were all Freemen of Queen- 
borough (hear, hear !), He must say- 
that such a disposition of the public- 
money was corruption in its broadest 
sense. — In the Dock-yards, if a poor 
labourer took two brass nails he be- 
came liable *to transportation, but he 
could prove the fact that Storekeepers- 
could take them away with impunity ioi 
boats-full (hear, hear !). At Waltham 
Abbey there was for the establish- 
ment 1,1131., for repairs 7,0001., al- 
though not a thousand barrels of gun- 
powder were manufactured there^ 
There was another item of 45,0001. for* 
gunners — how they were disposeiT 
it was impossible to understand. At: 
Waltham Abbey there was said to ber 
stationed a Serjeant, who keeps ai* 
grocer's shop nine miles off. At Wool- 
wich 4,0001. was paid to Clerks, a sunr 
that exceeded the amount paid to alF 
the individuals employed as artificers* 
and labourers. In these Estimates 
there were five items to the amount or 
85,000/. for taking accounts of old' 
stores. That money, he understood, 
was expended amongst persons speci- 
ally sent from head-quarters to the our 
depots, although each of these had its- 
own local establishment which coul<^ 
discharge ^he duty. He begged to call 
the attention of the Honourable Mem- 
ber connected with the Ordnance (Mr 
Ward) to one observation. What, her 
wished to know, prevented the retums- 
of the artillery and the corps of arti- 
ficers and engineers from being laid 
before the House in separate regiments 
in th^ same manner as the regiments of 
the line ii^ the Army Estimates ? It 
would afford the House great facility in 
understanding the details. He saw n(» 
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objection to such a »ystem instead of 
the return now made in the lump. He 
next referred to the Civil Establish- 
ment of the. College at Woolwich, 
which cost the country 7,780^ The 
Cadets had been reduced by the 
present Master-Ganeral from 150 to 
190, ' but he considered they were 
still too numerous. With a half- 
pay amounting to 500,0001., and so 
many young officers anxious to be 
employed, he thought it not only ex- 
pensiye, but injurious to the young 
men themselves, to keep that establish- 
ment so high, particularly where there 
were not fifty commissions in the year 
to be granted. In the charge under 
the heads of •* Extraordinaries" there 
was no other explanation but three 
words, viz. Repairs, Current Services, 
and Contingencies, while the amount 
was 208,0001. The charge for old 
stores was 40,OC01. at the very moment, 
too, when they were selling most va- 
luable stores. He trusted the House 
would obtain some information as to 
the Irish Establishment of the Ord- 
nance. The expense of that at Dub- 
lin amounted to 7,6601., while the 

amount of the expenditure for the 
artificers and labourers through all 
•Ireland did not exceed 6,7601. In the 
stating all these particulars, he did not 
blame the Honourable Member. He 
found fault with the system. The im- 
portant fact was to be recollected, 
that these officers received larger pay 
at that moment than during a period of 
extended warfare, when the ten per 
•cent. Income Tax was deducted from 
their salaries. Taking also the in- 
crease of the value of money at 25 or 
ao per cent., he might say that their 
salaries had been increased full 40 per 
cent, (hear, hear). He had no hesitation 
in saying, that under a proper system, 
he could see his way to a reduction of 
the present galling taxation to the 
amount of five millions. He recom- 
mended that consideration to the No- 



ble Lord opposite (Castlereagfa). Let 
him not be deterred by any apprehen- 
sions of the loss of patronage, for he 
may depend on it, that the fewer good 
things of that kind he had to give 
iway, the greater the favor would b# 
m the distribution. — He then pro- 
ceeded to remark upon the list of com- 
pensations, and said it contained the 
names of many persons who had not 
served longer periods than two, four^ 
or five years. This, however, was 
quite consistent with the whole of the 
system which he had felt it his duty 
to point out thus minutely to the atten- 
tion of the House; he trusted there 
would be no objection to the motion, 
which he was now to submit, and if 
the .Honourable Gentlemen ^opposite 
thought proper to concede the infor- 
nMition required by that motion, he 
hoped the details would be printed at 
once, and in such a way, as to afford 
the in formation in the most satisfactory 
shape. He concluded by moving, 
that the Ordnance Estimates for the 
present year be submitted to the 
House in detail, distinguishing in sepa- 
rate columns the amount of salaries ta 
all officers, with the particular salary 
to each, the amount of expence in eachr 
department, with the total amount of 
the whole, distinguishing every nevF 
office since the year 1793 ; also that 
returns be made in separate columns 
of the increase of salary and compensa- 
tion to each officer since the year 
1796. 

Mr. Ward objected to thut 
motion on the ground of the ex- 
treme inconveiUence and useless 
trouble that it would create. This^ 
was a pretty excuse to make with 
the fact before our eyes, that tha 
collecting and the paying awa^r 
of the taxes costs us six millions 
a year. This is enough to pay 
a hundred thousand % clerks at 
sixty pounds a year each, which 
is more than Merchants' €lerk» 
upon an average receive, though 
they work from morning tin night. 
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With Sttoh ft fftet before ut, uf it 
not moimtrous to hear the Minis* 
iters state that inconvenience and 
Urdubie are things to be thought of 
ID a case like this ! 

Mr. Ward, who is the Secre- 
tary, or somethmg else to the 
Ordnance, complained that he had 
been taken unawares without any 
document to assist his memory/ 
Why, this was the very thing 
that Mr. Hume complained of! 
He complained that there was no 
document sufficiently illustrative 
of the subject. He, indeed, was 
not to be expected to be minutely 
•correct as to sums ; bat his oppo- 
nents had all the means of cor- 
rectness in their hands. Mr. 
. Hume had had to collect his in- 
formation from all quarters and 
comers; and, therefore, it was 
not to be expected that he should 
be correct, minutely correct, in 
hardly <»ie particular; and yet, 
Mr. Ward, to whom every part 
of the subject must have been so 
familiar, was unable to overset 
any one material fact brought 
fc»*ward by Mr. Humb. 

The way, in my opinion, to 
assail these accounts is tins: to 
assert nothing particular relating 
to them; but to state, generally, 
a firm, belief of their falsehood ; 
and to msist that that belief is { thus : I should hold them up to 
well founded, and ought to be ' the public as false thwgs, until* 



^ganied as well founded^ untfl 
disproved by ^ detailed iitatenMnt» 
such as every distributor of cash 
owei to his principal. If your 
Steward were to bring you in an 
aocount^ exhibiting nothing but 
lumping sums; sofAuoh received 
for rents; so much for heriots; 
so much for tithes; so much for 
renewals ; and, on the other side, 
so much for repairs; so much for 
working people and servants; so 
much for horses, mules, asses, car» 
riages, waggons and carts. If your 
Steward were to present you such 
an account; and were never to 
present you with a scrap of paper, 
as to the whg, the when and where; 
if your Steward were to present 
}'ou with such an account, and 
were to shirk, on one pretence or 
another, out of all your efforts to 
get at detail ; would you not 
have a clear right to say, 
" these accounts are certainly 
" false ; I firmly believe these 
" accounts to be false" ] Surely 
you would have such right. Of 
such a Man and such accounts, 
you would have a clear right to 
presume every thing that was bad, 
every thing that was false. 

This, therefore, is the way that ^ 
I should proceed with their esti* 
mates. I should presume of them 
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by minqte detail, they had been 
proved to be true. Besides, I 
would caJl fpr a detailed arcount 
of the last yearns expenditure. A 
mm of money is voted upon esti- 
n^Ble before hand. I know what 
was voted for the last year; and 
are not the Guardians of the pub- 
lic purse to be informed of what 
has been dons, with that .money? 
Howeyer, this exposure made by 
Mr. Hume was a good one. It 
has gone forth and opened the 
eyes of a great many persons. 
He did not carry his motion. The 
JVJinisters beat him, however, only 
by 14 votes. There were 44 
for his motion and 58 against 
it; let it be observed, too, that 
before the division took place, 
lord Castlereagh and Mr- 
Ward pledged themselves to lay 
before the Houae, in another 
shape, all the information sought 
to be obtained by Mr. Hume. It 
does not signify whether this 
pledge be redeemed or not.. It 
is maniff St that even the Ministe- 
rial Majority were rendered rather 
unsteady by this irregular battery 
of Mr, Hume ; and that gentle- 
man deserves the thanks of every 
friend of Reform in particular. 

We have, in this transaction, 
a striking proof of the value of 
industry^ without which talent 
and integrity are useless in a 



Member of Parliaroent, especially 
in circumstances like the present. 
This is what I have been harping 
upon for years. It is very true 
that palliatives are of no use ; it 
is. very true that economical Re* 
form is nonsense ; it is very true 
that nothing can come to good, 
that there never can be good 
Government here again, without 
a Reform of the Parliament ; 
but, it is also very true that the 
way to get a Reform of the Par- 
liament, is not to make long bawl- 
ing speeches upon what' are 
called ridiculously enough, " cou'^ 
stitutional questions y'* and about 
the " state of the Nation,''^ and 
about what is doing among the 
Devils in Austria or in India ; but 
by exposing the transactions 
here at home; and especially 
those transactions whic*. touch 
the pockets of the people. This 
is the way to get a Reform of 
the Parliament, because it shows 
the people how their money is 
disposed of by the Parliament as 
at present constituted. There is 
no man who does not feel at the 
present moment the necessity of 
curtailing useless expenses ; he 
compares the extravagance ex- 
posed by Mr. Hume with his own 
wretched penury. He sees the 
Parliament, the Guardians of his 
purse, winking at this extra- 
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Tagance ; and, the conclusion in 
his mind is that the way to put 
an end to the extrayagance, and 
the only way, is, to obtain a 
Reform ; 'that is to say, to obtain 
other Guardians of the public 
purse; to obtain other sort of 
men to guard it ; to obtain, in 
short, that which a Lord would 
obtain under similar circumstan- 
ces, a change of Stewards » 

I have always contended, that 
an incorruptible and industrious 
man is able to do a great deal of 
good in the House of Commons. 
To save a Million a year will not 
save Ihe Nation ; but towards 
effecting that Reform, without 
which the Nation cannot be saved, 
a good exposure of the mis-ap- 
plication of only ten thousand 
pounds a year will do a great deal 
more than a thousand long 
winded speeches, upon the sub 
ject of Reform itself; the latter 
merely tend to show (even if 
they be good speeches, which is 
not always the case) that the 
people have a right to such and 
such exercise of political power ; 
but men frequently have a right 
to do that which is of very little 
use to them ; and unless you 
show to people in general, that a 
Reform will do them some good ; 
that is to say, that they will gain 
something by it, you talk about 



Reform to very little purpose. 
Now, exposures such as that 
made by Mr. Hume show the 
people clearly, that the people 
lose for want of a Reform ; be- 
cause they clearly see, that the 
money could not be thus wasted, 
if a Reform were to take place. 

The Don has always been say- 
ing, that a man could do no good 
in the House of Commons ; and 
in order to give proof in his own 
practise, of his utter abhorrence 
of inconsistency f he has always 
taken (special care to secure for 
himself, by one means or another, 
a seat in tbat House. I have 
always contended that a man 
could do a great deal in that 
House ; but then, such man must 
have industry; such man must 
not stick himself up as number 
one, never to open his lips, ex- 
cept upon what are stupidly call- 
ed " great occasions.^^ Such 
man must work ; he must attend 
to the affairs of the country ; and 
particularly to its money affairs. 
Such man must make himself 
acquainted with the detail of all 
the departments ; and must be 
ready to detect, expose and 
blazon forth all the rogueries and 
villanies that he can bring to 
light. Such a man may do a 
great deal of good ; and sach 
man only it is that labours effec* 
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loally in tbe cause of Reform. 
A thousand long speeches about 
Magna-Charta, the Bill of Rights, 
interlarded with twenty thousand 
quotations from antiquated Law- 
yers, from Latin Poets, and from 
£ng]ish Play Books, would not 
produce a thousandth part of the 
effect upon the minds of the peo- 
ple, that has been produced ^)y 
this one little exposure on the 
part of Mr. Hume, 

Nor, are the taste and the 
judgment of the people to be cen- 
jured here. " What good will 
*' it do ws ?" This is the question 
which people always put, and 
that they reasonably put to every 
man wlio proposes an alteration 
in public matters ; and that they 
ought to put, too, esjpeeially when 
BO material an alteration is pro* 
posed, as that which is included 
in the words Reform of Parlia- 
ment. Talk to them of their 
Mights : talk to them of ancient 
usage ; talk to them about Li- 
berty; talk as long as you please 
about these things, they will not 
hear you, and they ought not to 
iiear you, till you can prove to 
them that the change would do 
them good. It is very pretty 
upon paper to talk about Liberty 
in the abstract ; very pretty things 
called constitutions, are to be 
read in little duodecimo volumes 



every thing fits as nicely as can 
be ; all corruptions are guarded 
against ; every thing is to move 
like clock-work ; and men are so 
nearly in a celestial state, that 
pne wonders why they should die 
in order to find their way to Hea- 
ven. This is all exceedingly 
delightful. Of romance, pasto- 
ral or farce, it might form a very 
good subject, and might redound 
greatly to the profit of Circulating 
Libraries ; but, as towards pro- 
ducing Reform of Parliament,' 
never will it have the small- 
est effect upon the mmds of the 
people of England. They will 
always ask what good the thing 
will do them ; and the best way 
of answering them is to make ex- 
posures like that now made by 
Mr. Hume. 

Let me observe, that this 
exposure, while it exhibits 
the enormous extravagance to 
the public view, exhibits also the 
cause of that extravagance, which, 
as the public must clearly s^e, is 
that very ]So9ough system, of 
which we complain, and of which 
we wish to get^id* How advan* 
tageous, therefore, would it have 
been, if a Member, who has had 
a seat for the last twenty six y ear8> 
and who has been so generously 
supported by the people; Low 
advantageous to us would it have 
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been, if he had exerted himself 
in this truly useful manner ; in- 
stead of treating us tp a long 
speech once a year upon abstract 
principles of freedom and upon 
antk^uated Law ? ^^ Inconsistent,^^ 
let them cry till the Cucl^oo him- 
aelf is beaten out of the field ; but 
never have I bCen inconsistent in 
this: like Cuckoo or Lap-wing, 
or Guinea-Fowl have I continued 
to clamour for incessant assaults 
upon the system in the way of ^- 
fosure as to matters of money. 
It is here that people /ee/; and 
that they ought to feel, too. We 
are not less famous for our brag- 
ging than for our voluntary self- 
accusation. And, in this latter 
respect we are pretty nearly as 
unjust as in the former. We call 
purselves a money-loving people ; 
we have no scruj^e to say that we 
have no feeling except in the 
pocket. This is very far from 
bein^^ true ; and I .have never 
«een^ for my part, anypeople so 
little sensible in the pocket as the 
English are; except, perhaps, the 
Iri^li, who seem to have no care 
about any thing. This I know, 
of the peQple of America, that 
thqir Government must take very 
^ood ^re how they even, talk a- 
Jjout .touching the pocket.^ I Jby 
no nie<^ns blame this disposition 
in the Americans. They are a. 



sensible people ; and they know 
that money is power, and 
particularly in the hands of 
a Government. Far be it 
from me, therefore, to blame 
the people of Englawl, be- 
cause arguments founded on 
their immediate interests have 
more weight than such as arfe 
founded on abstract idoctrine» 
about Liberty and Law. But 
whatever may be the right or the 
wrong in their notions and their 
feelings, we know that the fact 
is, that there is no argument so 
powerful as that which addresses 
itself to the pocket. It is in na- 
ture and in reason that it should 
be thus ; but, at any rate, thus 
it is. 

Therefore, I have always been 
of opinion, that, in ordfer to effect 
a Reform of the Parliament, the 
people must be shown and deafly 
shown, that such Reform would 
be for their interest ; notforth^ir 
moral interest; not for their in- 
tellectual interest : but for thehr 
pecuniary interest; for the bet- 
tering of their lot; for the im- 
provement of the circumstances 
of every individual man of them. 
It is i|pon this principle that I 
have always proceeded; and 
whatever degree of effect ThaVe 
produced,' has, I ,am satisfied, 
been produced solely by expo* 
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«ttres of a - nature stimkkf to that 
BOW made by Mr, Hume; but 
made fey him with ten thoueand 
times as much effeet as I could 
«Tef hope to produce ttt^ny single 
instance; because he has the 
'#h0le press of the kki^m to 
circulate v^i he had the meritf 
to bring forth'. 

Can a Member of Parliament^ 
then, cU> no g^od? -If he only 
say that' he cannot/ what a shyae; 
is it that he ishould ae^any one^toi 
elect him ? But ^hat a ipreateP 
ishame is it fbr him to fill a seat^ 
toattempt (o do-nothing, and stiU 
*tohold himself forUi as anxiously 
desirous to effleet a Reform and tq 
restore the country to prosperity 
^nd happiness? And what ara 
'thosepeapte to think of themselves 
who mdke such a btistle atid such 
-a fuss, to carrry an election, and 
^o make mich a boastiog and 
such atriumphiiigwheBrthay^havQ 
effected it; aild nfrho, after alii 
have done nothing but putinsome 
poor gentleman that is wholly 
unfit for any thing beyond oj^e and 
^a1 That the rotlenBordnghsdq 
this is Txatural enough.

«e^er to do«ay thing but ^raie-;

raent ; that great numbei« of nten,. 
and godd men, men of property,, 
andmenof senseytoo, shoij^ h«v& 
been running cH^gafloping about 
all 'tiiat time, miderthe bannei^ 
of liberty d»d Reform, to puttina 
man, who, durii^ three Sleisioa? 
of Parliament, has never imade

It will be 
4wid that he has done nothing 
mroRg. Very trae, except that 
lie has done nothing right. He 
has done nothing at ail; and that 
is precisely what I &id fault with ; 
ihat is precisely the thing. There 
^ire sins of omission as well as of 
commission; and.it is of the for- 
mer of these> that this Member 
as guilty. There are two 0ther 
-gentlemen^ the putting of 
nrhom into Parliament was 
ide^med a great triumph at Read* 
411^ and at SoMthamptom These 
^re both very good sort of men ; 
l>ut they do nothing in Pav- 
iiament. This is the fault that 
i find of them. The excuse 
js» that they are no speakers^ 
find I can easily conceive, that 
-a man of great knowledge and 
«xceUent capacity, may be So 
4X>i!istituted as to feel abadied 
hy the sort of salutation that 
he woiM get from a Ministerial 
tnajority : nevertheless smtt man 
-is amongst his equals. He ca^- 
«iot be unaware of the tigMs 
vhidi his situc^ion gives him. 
ile might draw, up resolutions. 
It would require but v^y littte 
ttatve tO( read thesoi ^mi to 
aaake a pkin slaftement of fhcts, 
«o iinportaint in themselves as 



every Member knows that there 
are gentlemen with pen in hand 
to take down what he says 
and . to send it in a few hours 
to every corner of the kingdom. 
Every Member knows, in short, 
that he is actually speaking to 
fifteen Millions of people. If a 
consideration like this will not 
move him to action, can^he 
be said to possess spirit and 
zed enough to render him worthy 
orthe vote even of one single 
pot-walloper! 

I shall be told, because I 
have been told, that a Member 
may be a very worthy man, 
and yet not have the capacity 
to canvass a public account or 
to frame a set of resolutions; 
to whkh proposition I assent, 
only with this reserve as to 
the application of the word 
worthy: that he may be very 
worthy of a good house, a 
good table, good carriages and 
horses, servants and hounds ; 
very worthy of a good estate ; 
very worthy of beautiful gar- 
dens, pleasure grouhds and parks ; 
very worthy o^ a seat in the 
.bowers of Paradise, but .very 
unworthy of . a seat M Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Hume knows pretty well 
what it is to have to stand the sa- 
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apd even of some of those on 
hffi own side of the House ; 
for, be it known to those who 
have forgotten the fable of the 
Dog in the Manger^ that there 
are enough of the timid, the 
talentless and the lazy to hate 
the zealous, the industrious and 
the active detector^ and expose rs 
of corruption much more than 
the^ hate the Ministers them- 
selves. Many a man, aware of 
the eflbct of this dog in manger 
feeling, has been restrained from 
doing his duty, though well able 
and- though sincerely desirous to 
flo it. Mr. Hume seems to have 
set the dog in manger at defi- 
ance ; and if he persevere he will 
find his reward in the approbation 
of all the good and «ound part 
of the community. 

Far as I have exceeded the 
bounds that I had prescribed to 
myself as to the length of this 
Article I cannot conclude with- 
out making an observation or two 
as to the conduct of Ministers 
in this case. That conduct is 
ndt to be censured by any one, 
who does n6t wish for a Reform 
of the Parliament. We see in 
the exposure made by Mr. 
Hume, an additional proof of 
th^ radical vices of the systetn, 
but, we abo see in it an addi- 
tional proof, that it is the system 



and not the Ministers thai the 
blame attaches to. These Ord- 
nance Estimates are very bad, to 
be sure ; but like the goings on 
at Elections, they are a part of 
the system. They may be cor- 
rected ; aye, but then other 
things must be corrected too; 
Army, Navy, Barracks, Military 
Colleges, Light-Houses, Crown 
Lands, Public Charities, Grai^ts 
to Emigrants, Grants to the 
Clergy, Secret-Service Money, 
Camatic Commission, Com- 
missioners of Accounts, fixcise ' 
Board ; and God knows how 
many things besides : alt 
must be corrected: and th.en, 
what becomes of the system 1 
Canning says that the Boroughs 
are the constitutinn ! Why, 
these things support the Bo- 
roughs, and the Boroughs c^hise 
these things : they are, recipro- 
cally, cause and efiect. The 
earth does not more naturally 
produce weeds, and is not more 
naturally kept in heart by the 
rotting of those weeds, than these 
things are produced by the Bo- 
roughs, and that the Boroughs 
are fed and sustained by these 
things. 

Foolish, therefore, or exces- 
•ively hypocritical is the man who 
affects to disapprove of thethirigs 
exposed by Mr* Hume, and who 
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yet does not want a Reform of the 
Parliament. I declare that I 
could not look the Ministers in 
the face while I exposed pr cen- 
sured any mis-applica^on of the 
public money, unless I, at the 
same time> called for a change in 
the constitution of the House. 
•The Ministers are really ngt tp 
blame, any more ^han an^ other 
Members of the House who are 
not actiye in the cause of Reform,, 
I look upon the Member for Read- 
ing and that Member for South- 
ampton to w^om I more parti- 
cularlularly allude-; and I look 
upon the Meipber for Middlesex ; 
I look upon all these and many, 
others, equally inoffensive mep, 
to be just as much in fault as tike 
Ministers. These , latter are 
merely ^Meii^bers of the Parlia 
ment. Every thing they do has 
a tendency to support the Borough 
system: Array, Barracks^ Ba- 
nishment-Bill; every thing has 
this tendency. Well: The other 
Members whom I have just men- 
tioned must know that the mea- 
sures of the Ministry are all ne- 
cessary to ^support the Borough 
system ; and as those .Members 
do nothing to injure the Borough 
system ; all the difference between 
the two is that the Ministers hold 
the thing up, and tlTe others con- 
iHyeatit's standing. 



But, talk of inconsistency, in- 
deed,^ what shall, !we say of those 
hypocrjtical or r^iculous mortals 
who cry out; against such things 
as the Ordnance Estimates, and 
cry ou^ still Joudei* against Re- . 
form ! Perhaps they will say 
that such things as the. Ordnance 
Estimates could be corrected 
without a Reform ; but what 
audacity must they, have to jay 
this after the result of the motion 
of Mr* Hw.^\ Here is the 
Estimate ; h^re , is the exposure ; 
he|*e is the House voting against . 
the motion after the exposure; 
and yet thesei consistent gentle- 
men censure the^. IJ^timatCy and 
censure Reform too ! ,: 

The exposucp is goqd; it does 
great good ; it sinjki^ into men> , 
minds : it saps tjift. fortress of , 
corruption : but let the Minist^rs-ii^ 
be censured by no man for th^. 
matter wjjich is the ^^round of 
that exposure^ unl^s? that man be, 
'decidedly for a change of the 
system ; for with9ut ja change of 
the system,, and that„^tpo, by a 
Reform of the Pai-^/iment, such 
abuses cannot be r^moy^d. 

I have often thought, and I 
think it still, th^jl; the flUnuters 
themselves must hate this sys- 
tem; ]that they must curse it 
every day that they rise and every 
night that they go to bed, They . 
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know that they are exposed to a 
prodigious quantity of hatred. 
They hav6 no rival worth notice 
in this respect, shott of Satan 
himself; ahd they cannot like 
this ; and what is more they 
know they do not deserve it 
They are merely thfe instruments 
in the hands of the system ; this 
system cramps thenfi in all sorts 
of ways; they can scarcely he 
called free-agents; except in the 
perfortning the mere offices of 
nature. They are accused of re- 
ceiving immense emoluments 
from patrbnage. And they know 
too well that they have but very 
4ittle really fd themselves. What 
« life then, this iis to lead, when 
th^y can scarctfly choose their own 
ttoderliMj^s and coiifidants? If I 
were ti Ministfer under such cir- 
cumstances Twotild gladly change 
situations with tite fellow that I see 
driving a dung cart this moment 
befofe'the ^frindbw. . 1 should 
then, at an^'rale, have the com- 
mand bfihy hori^es; I should 
know wh6n in^ day's work was 
done, aod*' shoat(3l be accounta- 
ble for my conduct only to one 
man. 

Every exposure; every inci- 
dent that arises only tends to 
convice us, that a radical change 
in the system is necessary; and 
t>oght to admonish us against 



attaching any very great weight 
to any contemplated change of 
men as Ministers. We never 
can too often repeat the assertion 
that the Ministers are merely in- 
struments in the hands of those 
who fill the seats in l?arliament. 
Nothing have they done, and no- 
thing can (hey do without the ap- 
probation of those persons; and 
we do greai wrong to bur bwti 
cause as well as to the Ministers 
in affecting to impute public evils 
of any sort to the latter. For the 
distresses of the country the Mi- 
nisters are no more to blame than 
any other Members of Parlia- 
ment. The caiises are to be 
fbund in acts of the Parliament, 
and not in any thing done by the 
Ministers themselves, who have 
merely brought id those Bills, 
which could not hai'e become 
Laws without a inajority of the 
Parliament giving them^ their as- 
sent. I conclude, therefore, with 
a request to my readers to keep 
their eye upon this point, and not 
to suffer themselves to be led 
astray fh>m it by any invectives ' 
agaiiist particular men. 

Whether any part of the No- 
bility who have more immediate 
influence than others will come 
forward with a proposition for 
Reform, I do not know; I hardly 
think that they will, The love 
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of power ia, perhaps, next tP 
the 4ove of life, in point of 
strength and constancy. To 
give up power, an^ particularly 
power of such atlescription, at- 
tended with so many advanUget, 
will seem to the greater part 
spmething like parting with life. 
It is uaeiess to reason with such 
feelings. We must, therefore, 
leave th^ thing to time; let it 
take it's diance ; and> with what 
patience we may, wait the result.

a conviction, ^ thorough convic- 
tion, that averages and even 
Corn-bills themselves are non- 
sense, as the means of relief to 
the farmer. All but born-ideots 
are now l[;onvificed, that some- 
thing of a more sweeping and 
general nature must be done; 
that patching, and piecing will 
not do ; that paring and pruning 
are bf bo ft vail ; that the roo^ must 
be resorted to, and, as you well 
kn6w, that which belongs to ifce 
root, is radical* So that, all but 
born-ideots are how radicals. 

This being the case, great 
iNcpectatioh is alive as to the 
matters^ into which the Agricul- 
tural Committee is to be allowed 
to inquire, atni as to which it is 
to be allowed to report to the 
House. It is plain enough^ that 
there are some, who wish to get 
at the Cash'Pagmenfs Sill; and, 
then, you and I come into play ' 
If the Committee be restrained 
from meddling with your Bill, it 
will be of no more use than a 
Committee of washerwomen ap- 
pointed to report upon the Rela- 
tive merits of tea and gin. And, 
if it be not restrained, I am a 
rogue if i do not send it a Leittr, 
which Letter, if the Committee 
Mght their J)ipes witli it, I will 
afterwards print, anid bind up 
with the rest of their proceed- 
ings. I ani upon the spot how ; 
public attention is awake ; and, if 
I do not watch the thing well, 
and keep it constantly in a state 
of clear developement, may } 
sufier the punishment that God 
jjias awarded to the sluggard I 

There are certain sage per- 
sons, who appear to perceive 
that I .am thui^ on the watch, 
arid whose usual logijacity ap- 
pears to havfe eiperiencetl a 



clieck, I ani obliged to keep 
A sharp look-oul, in order to 
be able to pick up now and 
then a word that applies to 
this vital subject* Very little 
has come out even incidentally. 
That little I have not missed ; 
and J am now about to continue 
uy labours by noticing- the sub- 
stiince of two or three casual 
cor rusciit ions \vhjch have come 
to enlighten us, since the date 
of my last letter, addressed to 
you. 

The first or these bursted 
forth from that ^rcat luminaryj 
Mr. Edward Ellice, on the 
22nd of February. The obser- 
vations made by Mr. Et^^iCE 
wire nmde upoH the presenting 
of several petitions from the 
farmers in the county of Kent* 
Mr. EllicH Baid that, with re- 
l^ard to the proposed Committee 
relative to agnculture, if it were 
to be restrained from nil en- 
qviiries inlo effects produced by 
the currency, he would never 
give his con-^ent to the sitting 
of such a Committee ; because 
its enquiries could be of no 
avail, and cOuId only tend to 
dekide and deceive the country. 
He said, that your Sill had 
produced great and universal 
distress ; tlimt it had taken away 
one third or one half of the 
capital of every man in trade ; 
tliflt it had injured the famiefi 
in the same degree. The Gefl- 
tleman, then, entered into an 
illastration in these words ; " He 
*' would put," he said, " a 
''^familiar ittjifance of the efibcta 
"of the Paper Currency, tn 
*^ 1816, an individual possessed 
" an income of 6,0001. per an- 
"nuni; he owed 2,0001. per 
t*,aniiuia, leaving hint a nam 
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*^ of 4,tt6ol. per annum to spend. 
*^ The arerag^e pricfe of corn Jn 
" 1816 was 100 shillings the 
" quarter^ and his rents were 
" duly paid. Corn falls to what 
** he had ho doubt it would 
** ultimately bfe reduced to, l)e- 
** tween 40 and 60 shillings 
" the quartei'. Thus his incohie 
" is reduced from six thousand 
** pounds to nearly three thou- 
♦* sand pounds a yiear — leaving 
"him but 1,0001. instead of 
'^ 4,0001. to spend. For the 
'^ relief of such a man, it would 
*' be ik vain id ihterfere with 
"the public creditor; taking 
" aWdy vne half the interest of 
" the public debt would jkbi re- 
" tieve hifh, nothing c6tld re- 
** tleVe him but high prices. 
" Anxious as he was, to give every 
^'^ relief to the agriculturist, he 
" yet would not lend himself 
*' to the delusion of the Com- 
" inittee, which would be re- 
" strained from examining almost 
'* the only questions worthy 
*'theiir attention." 

Let me obilerve here, that, in 
place of the word quarter, in the 
libove extracts, th^ word bushel 
Iras put in one place, and the 
word barrel in another place ; so 
that here was Mr. Ellice made to 
iay that Corn was a hundred shiU 
iihgs a bushel in 1816 ; and that 
it would be, in the end, fifty shil- 
lings a barreK I am sure^ that 
nobody is more indebted to the 
gentlemen who report for news- 
papers than 1 am. This extract 
• is from the Morning Chronicle, 
which generally exhibits great 
lalents in its reporters; but, eare 
19 as necessary ns talent. Tius is 
a very gross tnisre presentation of 
Mr. Ellice ; and* really, if 1 were 



not acquainted with the gentle- 
man's rare emlowments, I might 
have been led, froih this report, 
to call him a fool, and might thu^ 
have exposed myself to the chance 
of banishment. 

Mr. Ellice is in mistake as to 
the price of corn in 1816 ; during 
the fkr greater part of Ihat ^ear, 
corn was at a low price, chiefly 
owing to the drawing in of the pi- 
per money. In 1817 and 1S18 
the paper cdme out again, upcfri 
an assurance, no doubt, giVen to 
thfe Bank, that the protecting* 
BiH would be, renewed. The 
hope of this protection stilt conti- 
nued, till the passing of your Bill ; 
and then that took place which 
must necessarily have taken place ; 
namely, a beginning of that mi- 
sery of which the end is yet to 
come. 

The *^ famitiar instanefe^* of 
Mr. Ellice is one of those many 
instances, which he has read, in 
the Register, and enough of which 
he may have found there in any 
week during the last sixteen 
years; and particularly within the 
last six ;^ears. But, I should like! 
to know how Mr. Ellice makes 
it out, that the taking away of 
one half W the public Debt would 
be no relief to the sufferinff gen- 
tleman here contemplated. If such 
gentleman has now to pay a third 
part of his income over to what is 
called the public creditor; would 
he feel no relief from a diminish- 
ing of that third to a sixth. How* 
ever, of this we will talk by and by, 
after we have heard, during a sub- 
sequent debate, the observati©nii 
of my old friehd Mr. LockhaUt, ' 
who used to be a most unqualified 
supporter of the system. Before 
Wfc come to this, pray. Sir, accom- 
2^2 
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pany me in looking at the obser- 
vations which dropped from Mr. 
A;.EXANDER Baring, in answer 
to Mr. HusKissoN who had de- 
precated the introduction of the 
subject in the casual manner in 
'which it had been introduced by 
Mr. l^LUCE. Mr. Baring said, 
*' that his Honourable Friend 
** (Mr. EUice) had done a pub|ic 
" good by bringing th# question 
*^ before the House] and by habi- 
** taating the House to the consi- 
** deration of the subject. It was 
** not a subject to be settled on 
'' what was called d^ grand debate, 
•* it was a subject that required 
** great consideration, and the 
** House should not shrink from 
** the avowal of the truth. He 
^* (Mr. Baring) was not disposed 
** to touch the law which had been 
** lately made upon the subject, 
** at least so far as would in the 
*^ slightest degree amount to a 
*' breach of the pifhlic faith ; yet 
" it was his conviction, that the 
** attempt that had been made to 
** bring about the restoration of 
*' the Currency was at the bottom 
-' of the public distress, Eng- 
*' land was the only part of the 
** world which, after possessing 
'*' many years of peacoi^was still 
"^^ in this unfortunate predicament, 
'^^ that her finances and the gene 
** ral state of her affairs were in 
''^ the most unhinged and unsettled 
**' state. England was the only 
** place in this situation except 
*' America — America, where pre- 
*^ cisely the same system of paper 
*^ currency had been in operation.- 
** He sincerely hoped that the dis- 
*' tress and embarrassment of the 
^* present day would operate as a 
** solemn warning to the country,- 
*J and to future titfits, not to de 



^ part from the settled established , 
" standard of value. It was at- 
*' tended with evils which were, 
" endless, and generally speak-, 
** ing, the most worthy, the most, 
" innocent, and the most honour^, 
" able, became the dupes of the 
« system,'' - 

These are very curious obser- 
yations. I agree with Mr.. Ba-. 
RING in every thing that he lias, 
said here, except the little hint, 
about " Public Faith ;'^ which, 
however, I am sure I shall hear, 
him explain away one of these 
days in a very satisfactory man- 
ner ! Were it not for the fear of 
being banished, I would join Mr. 
Barii^g most heartily in laughing 
at that^umbug of a thing called 
a « Grand Debate,'' But, did 
you not almost thmk, that you 
were hearing me, when Mr. Ba- 
ring was holding forth this abo- 
minable system of paper money 
as a " solemn warning to the 
" country and to future times?" 
Did you not almost think you 
were hearing me, when he was re- 
probating this system, and de- 
claring that the most worthy, most 
innocent and most honourable, 
geners^lly became its dupes. The 
ninety-ninth Psalm does not.con- 
tain a fiftieth part so many male- 
dictions as I have bestowed upon 
Pitt's Paper System. Ill-natured 
people may say, that Mr. Baring 
was born and bred in the Paper 
System ; and that,' like the but- 
terfly, having expanded his wmgs 
he is willing to leave Ijis original 
covering to be trampled upon. 
But let these ill-natured people 
say what they will, I agree with 
Mr. Barino ; or, rather, Mr. 
Baring, at last, agrees with me, 
that this Pitt System is a most de- 
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testable thing ; thai it fattens the 
muck- worm at the expence of the 
ihdustrrous^ the honest and the 
fa6nour^ble pari of the commu- 
nity. 

Mr. Baring observed, by 
way of parenthesis, that America 
was cursed with tbe same sjs- 
'tem. This is rather an interesting 
matter ; and thougli Mr. Baring 
must understand a great deal 
about the affairs of the American 
government, whose agent, I be- 
lieve, he is for the payment of 
the Dividends on its Debt, to 
persons in this country who are 
owners of American stock; yet, 
I much question, whether he 
underfitands the affairs of that 
Government so well as I do. 
He knows that the whole of the 
capital of the American Debt is 
short of forty millions of pounds; 
lie knows that the annual interest 
and charges upon that Debt do not 
much exceed two millions of 
pounds ; he knows that the Ame- 
rican Government cannot now 
pay the interest of this Debt 
without borrowing something 
approaching to a million cf pounds 
a yeah he knows that this defici- 
ency' has arisen from the drawing^ 
in of the paper money ; and he 
knows also that this drawing in 
has been occasioned in a great de- 
gree by Mr, Peel's Bill, strange 
as that may appear to persons 
who, like the Oracle, have their 
noses always grubbing about 
amongst ingots of Gold and Sil- 
ver. Mr. Baring knows, further, 
that, in America, prices have 
come tumbling down, even faster 
than in England ; and he knows, 
that that is now come true, 
which I told Lord Liverpool 
in a letter written immediately 
after my return ; namely, that 



what he and Lord Castlereagh 
h^d been saying about our restora- 
tion toprosperityy in consequence 
of an expected return of prospe- 
rity in America, was little better 
than the talk of Old Women 
over their ^washing tubs. 

But, though Mr. Baring. 
must know all these things rela- 
tive^ to the American Paper Sys- 
tem, there are some things 
which he does not know quite so 
well as I. He does nQt know, 
perhaps, that the thing does not 
work there precisely as it does 
here. It has worked quicker; 
because the , Americans never 
protected their Banks by Law 
against Cash Payments. The 
Banks broke. The Discounting 
was knocked on the head, as all 
suph monsters ought to be. The 
swindling upon a grand scale was 
put an end to, or very much 
checked. In America men cul- 
tivate their own farms. They 
mortgage them, many of them, as 
is always the case, in all coun- 
tries . When the prices fell in 
about the proportion of from 
seven to three, . the borrowers 
could not pay the interest, and 
the lenders took possession of 
their farms. But, mark the dif- . 
ference; this is not a ruin in 
America as it is in England. 
The farmer'there is only the first 
labourer upon his farm. In dress, 
in diet, in drink, in leisure; in 
etvery thing, except merely the 
name of proprietor, the labourer 
is upon a footing of perfect equa- 
lity with tlie farmer. Land is 
abundant; it calls for hands; and 
the ousted farmer of to day, may, 
especially if he have a stout 
family, be proprietor again at 
the end of a very few months. 
Let not this descripti<>n of 
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men lead Englishrpen to their 
ruin across the Atlantic. I 
am speaking of what can be 
aone by an American : that is to 
Bay* a man who can turn his hand 
to every thing ; who can rise 
early ; who can work from isun 
rj$e to sun set ; who' can mow 
"tvith a cradle five acres of wheat 
Qr of rye in a day ; and whose 
skill comes to his assistance in the 
saving of labour, in a degree 
wholly unknown to the jieople of 
any other country. 

But, there is another, and a 
very material ihingj relative to 
the American Debt, of which Mr. 
Raring may be aware ; and, of 
\fhkh it is also necessary that 
some other persons should be 
aware ; and that is, that that 
Debt will not have its interest 
pjaid to the full amount^ any 
longer than the people of Ame- 
rica shall think such payment just 
and expedient. Loam are re- 
sprted to at present; but loans 
will only aggravate the evil. The 
interest cannot be paid without 
loans, or without internal taxes ; 
and those taxes the Aiperican 
farmers iivould no morp pay, than 
they would pay tribute to Austria, 
Russia, ot to the Devil himself. 
Every-maq of them has one gun, 
a( least ; and as long as they can 
get powder and lead> they will 
never suffer a tax gatherer to 
come and take their money to pay 
double or treble interest to fund- 
hqlders, >vho, into Ihe bargain, 
are more than one half of ihem 
foreigners ! Of this Mr. Bariing 
and his customers may be well 
assqre<l. 

Apd, noyfy Sir, pray have the 
goodness to attend, while I give 
m ac^ouo^ qS^ recent measure gf 



the American Cqqgresf, very ' 
we|l worthy of the attention! of 
our own pretty gent|emen. It is 
neither just, nor is there any 
sense in the thing, that an interest 
more than wtiat was actually 
contracted Jbr should be paid. 
Your Bill violated all contracts. It 
took from the iialion at iar^e^ and 
gave to tlie fund-holder^ that 
which ought not to havo been 
taken from the one and givers lo 
the other. Talk of a viofMion of 
Public Faiih^ indeed 1 Was not 
this a most lla grant violation of 
Public Faith i il did a jjreat 
deal more than this ; for it vio- 
lated all the contracts between 
man and man. It made the 
mortgager pay doiilble interest tp 
the mortgagee. Here was mis- 
chief, here was injustice, dqne by 
a real act x)f the famous Six Acts 
Parliament, whose pretty feat? 
will npver be forgo t(ep. In 
America they have not p^sed 
any such act as this, The mis- 
chief there has arisen out of 
Paper money, to be syre, and put 
of the countenance given to this 
species of swindle by the imitative, 
monkey-like caper of establish- 
ing a National Bank ; but there 
has been no positive act of the 
Congress, the direct and inevi- 
table tendency of which was to 
cause ruin. to all the borrowers \i\ 
the country. 

The American Gpy^rpment 
have not, as yet, talked of low- 
ering the interest of the Debt ; 
but (and thfiiy are clever far-see- 
ing men) they have adopted a 
measure, the principle of \yhich 
will naturally apply itself to such 
reduction. They have (hear it, 
Whitehall, and tremble!); they 
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RJBS OF RPR^QNS }^ PUB^ 
|4P EMEJ^QY; and, like just 
9.^i wise men, they Jiave begun 
bj reducing THEIR OWN SA- 
fiARIE^ to the standard at which 
Jji^y were abojit (ive and twenty 
ye^r9 ago, \fhe|i Mr. Baring and 
I use^ to se^ bags of Dollars 
passing from (land ^o hand in 
l^hijadelphia, instead qf the dirty 
apd miserable rag?, called per- 
i^ins^s inimitable noises/ This, Sir, 
js beginning ^ the right end. 
Jiprd HAi^ROWBY, ' when he 
brought in tbe Bill to punish 
pritons for serving in the cause 
of the South Americans, cited 
t)ie exaniplo of the American 
Congress. Lords Pastlereagh 
and l^iy^^pooL . are continually 
harping jipon the example of 
America as .(o distresses ; and 
bidding us \o »draw comfort from 
the fact that people suffer there 
ai^ well as here. Now, then, let 
us take them at their word. Soft 
apd foirfy, my Lords. If the 
Congress is to set you an exarn- 
p|e iij other things, pray follow 
their example ifi this striking in- 
ftance ; and pray reduce your 
salaries, and th^ salaries of all 
O^ers ( never forgetting the 
fudges) to what they were ^ve 
^nd twenty years ago ; that is to 
«ay, before Cash Payments' were 
put a stop to at the Bank. 

I will not push this matter fur- 
ther, at present. I reserve this 
topic of reduction of salaries for 
my next Register, which (unless 
•oniething intervene to induce me 
toaddress you) I intend to ad- 
dress t6 the farmers' wives, and in 
it to' explain clearly this matter of 
salaries and public pay and pen- 
rions ; and to coiivioce them, that 
H i» B0| th^ '* imt " tWi are 



bad, and that give them |ess mo ] 
ney to buy clctties with than they 
had before; but that it is some-, 
thing which is done by the gen- 
tlemen at St. Stephen'* ; and 
that, in» order to get more money 
to buy cloatbcs with, they* must 
get their husbands' to cease bel- 
lowing for Corn Bills, and to bel- 
low most lustily for a Reform 
amongst those gentlemen. 

Leaving salaries, therefore, for 
the present, I shall return to Mr. 
Baring, and once more congra- 
tulate myself upon being so stout- 
ly backed by l^i"^ i^^ reprobating 
the system of Pitt and Fap^r. 
It was pleasing, too, to hear Mr, 
Da VIES Giddy ; ihat worthy old 
gentleman, who has always been 
the most sturdy eneniy of lie- 
form : it was pleasing to hear this; 
gentlema,n join in reprobating tht*. 
Pitt paper system ; but, if I had 
been present, I would have asked 
him, from whom the system arose. 
Since he was ready to ascribe 
such a inass of evils to this sys- 
teni : since he was ready to ex- ' 
press his anxious hope that these 
evils might operate as a warning 
to posteriiif : since his heart was 
in this softeped piood, I would 
have contrived to make an attempt * 
to work on it. , I woi^id have 
asked him who was the cause of 
the accursed things. J would 
have asked him, whether the 
whole system, wliether every part, 
aiid particle of it had not beei^ 
enacted, and was not now- to be 
found in black and white, under 
the hands and seals of Lordf jSpi- 
ritual and Temporal and Com-^^ 
mons in Parliament assembled; 
and I WQuld have asked hunl 
whether a Reform (ffthe House of 
Comm(in9 yf^ not |^tt^ ^yi/n 
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lated to prevent a recurrence of 
such evils than any appeals, how- 
ever eloquent, ,to .posterity. I 
believe that it is not less than fifty 
time$ that I have heard Mr. Da 
VIES. Giddy (now Gilbert) 
proving : no, not proving ; but 
asserting that the present mode 
of returning Members to Parlia- 
ment was the best possible mode 
that ever existed, or that could 
possibly exist, in any possible 
Nation or possible world. He 
had reasons for this, too; reasons 
many and reasons voluminous; 
but his great reason always was, 
that by no other mode of election 
could so much knowledge and so 
much xifisdom be brought into the 
House! What a miserable and 
unhappy nation are we then! 
Surely there must be some invi- 
sible cause at work against us; 
for, according to the acknow- 
ledgement of Mr. Davies GidIoy 
himself, all this amazing mass' of 
wondrous wisdom has not been 
able to preserve us against the 
most dreadful of evils, which Mr. 
Giddy piously hopes may be a 
warning to posterity. 

I hope so, too ; but I also 
hope ' that we are not going to 
leave the' work altogether to j>os- 
terity, I hope that we are going 
to do a little thing or two in our 
own day. And this brings me to 
my friend Mr. Lockhart, who, 
on the 26th inst. put forth a little 
motty, as the Lancashire people 
call it, upon the subject of your 
Bill, with regard to which BiH 
the whole community seem now 
to.be gaping and staring. The 
subject before the House was Mr. 
Robinson's plan for some new 
arrangement about taking theave-^ 
rages on the price ofCorn ; a mea- 



sure of about asmuch useand im- 
portance to the community as any 
of Mr. MiCHAi>ANGEELO Tay- 
lor's measures to regulate the driv- 
ing of coaches and to make furnaces 
swallow their own smoke. Mr. 
Lockhart went into the matter 
of complaint ^t once and said 
that " he could not see that any 
" alteration in the mode of taking 
*' the averages would at all relieve 
" that dii^tress. The high state 
"of the taxation} at a time when 
" the value of the land was' so 
" depredated, appeared to him 
" the great cause of the evil. 
" That evil was, no doubt, greatly 
*' increased by the measure which 
" a Right Honxmrahle Member 
" (Mr. Feel) had introduced into 
" that House. He (Mr. Lock- 
" hart) was convinced, that if 
*< the system which that mea^wce 
** sought to establish was not very 
" soon departed from, the matter 
" would end in absolute convulsion 
" and ruin. The House was not 
" to suppose that banks only 
" stopped payment ; agriculture 
" might stop payment ; agricul- 
" ture might be brought to that 
" state, to which it was fast ap- 
'* preaching, when the land would 
" render no return to the landlord. 
'* The measure before the House 
" might, perhaps, answer the 
" petty end for which it was pro- 
** posed ; but very different mea- 
'^ sures indeed should be adopted 
" to render any thing like relief 
" to the English farmer.^' 

The ideas of Mr. Lockhart 
seem to be a little conjused, to be 
sure. Taxation he regarded as 
tkiB evil, increased by your Bill. 
Now, the truth is, that your Bill 
dees a great deal more than add 
t» the'taXes;~for," it doubles the 
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interest, and it will treble the 
intereiit that is paid to all lenders, 
private as well as public. We 
are in that state where every one 
must purchase consumable com- 
modities of all kinds m a con- 
stantly falling market, which, as 
it always wks ruinous, so it always 
multtbe. 

Mr/ LocKHABT explicitly ex- 
presses his wish to see the system 
of your Biir departed from right 
Tpeedily ; for, if it be not, abso- 
lute convulision and ruin will come. 
I am of Mr. Lo<?khart's opinion; 
or, rather, Mr. Lockhart is of 
my opinion; and, I beg leave to 
remind Mr. Lockhart, that, just 
about four years ago, I told him, 
in the presence of the whole body 
of the reverend Parsons of Hamp- 
shire, assembled at his back at 
Winchester, that, in a few years 
time, he would become a convert 
to my opinions instead of being an 
audacious re viler of them, as he 
then was, and for which, Mr. 
Lockhart wished (or pretended 
to wish ) that he w'anted to have 
a shot at my body. I told thq 
Parsons and their hero^ that the 
time was not distant when they 
would have others to curse instead 
of me; and, I verily believe that 
they now begin to see that my 
words are very fast coming true. 
But, what does Mr. Lockhart 
mean by departing from the meor 
sure of your Bill? He means 
the repealing of the Bill, I sup- 
pose. That would, indeed, make 
a great alteration in the afiairs of 
the farmer; but is he aware of 
the everlasting jests ; is he aware 
of the peals of hoarse laughter 
that the repeal of this Bill would 
call forth ; is he aware of the end- 
less sarcasms and gibes that even 
I, myself, should send skipping 



through the wo iM ? Asa speci- 
men, let him take this : if that 
Bill should be lepealed, I and my 
Disciples will hold a Public Festi- 
val ; it shall be called the Fetti- 
val of the Gridiron; and Mr. 
Lockhart shall be amongst those, 
who shall receive cards of invita- 
tion ! There shall positively be 
no end to the chuckling and crow- 
ing about thi^ repeal. In prose, 
in verse, in long metre, in short 
metre, in tragedy, in comedy, in 
farce ; in all manner of ways, 
from a long political homily doWn 
to a Sundky newspaper squib, 
shall this repeal be commemora- 
ted. 

' ^nd, let it not be supposed that 
any thing can be done to repeal 
the thing indeedy and not in word: 
let it not be supposed tliat any 
thing ^f this sort can be done, so 
as to elude the exposure. We 
have got the Act of Parliament 
before us. We know what rtr- 
tucU repeals are. We are not to 
be deceived by words, by nick 
names, after ^having so long had 
before us the words Bank RE- 
STRICTION Act. We know 
that restrain may mean to let 
loose ; and we have seen the ef- 
fects of restraining when it means 
to let loose. In short, we shall 
look at things and not at words ; 
and going on in this way, we shall 
not be dcceiyed by any thing that 
can be done or attempted, be it 
what it may. " 

Amidst all this. Sir; amidst 
a great deal that I see and 
hear to please^ me, I see some 
things that greatly surprise me ; 
but nothing that surprises me 
half so much as your siicnce 
under all the attacks upon your

This cry is heard 
every day that the Parliament 
ipeets, while tJje Government it- 
self dqes n^ot even pretend to be- 



And, with aH thi* before our eyes, 
must not that man be little short 
of mad, who would propose to 
push out the paper again, and 
thus make the utter ruin of the 
Nation, by the means of a convuU 
sion, inevitable at last T 

It seems, however, from what 
passed in the House of Commons 
on ihe 27th February, that the 
Government has some project in 
contemplation respecting the issue 
of real money from the Bank in 
themonth of May next, Solittle 
was said upon the subject, that 
one hardly knows what to make 
of it. As far as I can gailier 
the expression was that the Go- 
vernment intended to propose to 
empower the Bank to issue cash in 
CO nc u rr ei ice with i Is no t ea . Tb i a 
was not stated by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, who seems lo 
have become a gentleman of won- 
derful taciturnity* Mr. Baring 
spoke for him ; but seemed to 
speak with a good deal of confi- 
dence. I do not like the word 
empoivei\ Wficn I want to see a 
thing doiiey I like to hear the Go- 
vernment talk of cftmptfliug. U 
seems to be understood by some 
persona that, the inimitable note 
project having failed, the Bank is 
to be empowered to pay all one 
and tw^o pound notes in Gold and 
silver. Lei ihrmdfit hall Let them 
draw in all the one and two pound 
notes ; and then I will say, that I 
am satisfied. But let us have no 
shuffling ! Let us have no trick 1 
Let us have no discretions, on the 
part of the Bank. Let us have 
no conipromisti beUveen Cashpaif^ 
mimls and yojtr Biil f Let us 
not bo told that the Bill is no 
Ion get" of any use ; (hat the 
Baolf ii$ to' pay in casl^j i!1?"?^^h 
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at€ly4 whUe it is left to pay in 
cash or not as it vpleases. Pay 
in cash as much sooner as they 
piease; but let the Bill repoiain ; 
that is to say, unless every man 
can go to the Bank and get Gold 
and Silver for his notes. If a 
trick be intended, it will be a 
trick of all tricks. Jt will be 
something to astound credulity 
itself. However, we shall se6 in 
due time. Mr. Pbrry, that in- 
visible, irresistible, unassailable, 
and incorruptible being, as he is 
called by Sir James Mackintosh ; 
that gentleman tells us, that, <Uo 
" emble the Bank to issue cash in 
. " conjunction with their notes, 
^' may be said to anticipate Cash 
" payments." May be said^ 
indeed ; but said falsely ; for, 
how often have they been enabled 
to issue cash without ever doing it 
at allt To make them issue 
cash in May, would, indeed, be to 
anticipate Cash payments ; but 
what IS the use of enablingr, that 
is to say permitting men to do 
that which you know they will 
not do ? Talk of farces, indeed 1 
Couiity Meetings may be farces ; 
and, as Duke Wellington said, 
these are, generally, little better 
than farces, notwithstanding all 
the outcry which has, on this 
Account, been set up against the 
Great Captain ; but this ena'bling 
the Bank to pay in Cash is a real 
and bona fide farce ; and if it 
were well exhibited oh the boards 
of the Theatre it would be more 
entertaining than one half of the 
farces that the piiblic go to see 
[^ I do not like, moreover, that 
phrase, " in conjunction'^\i\\ their 
" notes." What conjunction is 
wanted if peogle mean to pay ? 
If a man go vith a one pound note. 



will the Bfl^nk -pay him 1 That is 
the question. WiH it give him 
twenty shillings for the dirty rj^l 
Will it give him a Sovereign % If 
it wiirdo this, "There is good 
"Bank," I shall say ; but if it wifl 
not, I shall say, that this is all 
mere trick ; all evasion, all shock- 
ing shuffling ; and this I believe, 
is what will be said by every man 
of sense in the kingdom. . 

The business of forgery seems, 
at last, to have been carried to 
a height that demands something 
to be done to put an end, not to^ 
the forgery, perhaps, but to the 
hangings ; which are now become 
so horrible as to make even the 
most callous shudder. The dis- 
tress is the great parent of the 
forgery. The Bank, or, rather, 
the system; the Paper money 
system has produced the taxa- 
tion ; the taxation co-operating 
with your Bill, has produced ex- 
cessive misery ; excessive misery 
produces crimes of all sorts : men 
must starve or they must rob; 
forgery presents itself as the least 
odious mode of robbery. Thus 
the miserable victims of the Pa- 
per System endeavbur to draw 
relief "from the wretched system 
itself; but, while the system re- 
velis in its success it condems its 
victims to death. 

I am not; however, for Blaming^ 
the Paper money makers them- 
selves nearly so much as their 
upholders. What are they to 
do? They have themselves, I 
believe, always been convinced, 
that to obtain an inimitable note 
was impossible ; and as to trouble 
and cxpence, they have surely 
incurred enough of that, having 
already expended upon a vain at- 
tempt to discover an inimitable 
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note, more money than the Go* 
vernment ever yet offered for 
what is called a discovery of the 
Longitude. Engravers grow rao^pe 
clever every day; and besides 
this, the art is nothing, as far as 
goes to the imitation of a Bank 
note. Why do they not leave 
the thing to itself without any 
hanging at aH! They do not 
^ven imprison the forgers in Ame- 
rica. They detect the notes, and 
refuse to take them. This is the 
fair way, and the best way. The 
Bank paiper Would then pasis for 
what it would be worth ; and the 
forger's paper pass for what it 
was worth. Even (he latter would' 
tend to raise priceg; and, Mr. El- 
lice; says, this is the only thing 
that can relieve the farmer; a 
Doctrine, by the by, of such a 
cracked-crown description, that I 
cannot candeseend to make a 
comment upon it. 

Now, Sir, Waiting with great 
anxiety for the proposition of th6 
Chancellor of the Exchequer^ I 
-^beg leave to conclude this letter 
with a request, that you will be 
pleased to bestow your attention 
upon th« letter, which 1 shall, in 
my next Register, address to the 
FARMERS' WIVES; and 
from which letter, I do hope and 
trust, that those Dameawill re- 
ceive more benefit than they.aifd

PLACARD CONSPIRACY. 



I insert, bdoWj the Report of 
the, Trial of Mr. O'Brikn, as I 
11 nd it in the Morning Chronicle 
To give xwy opinion about the 
guilt or innaa^nce of the pai'ty 
would be useless, ^ind might be 
danger ous. Let the reader form 
hU own opinion as to ihc^e.-^ 
But I have no hesitation in say- 
ing, that I am glad that a prece- 
dent hdA not been establislied for 
finding a man guilty of Qom^iracy 
to commit libet^ which is by far 
the greatest stretch that I have 
ever yet heard of towards putting 
an extinguisher upon the press. 
Mind, I do not pretend to dispute 
any of the conjcctutfs of those, 
who J on Lircumitances of .itifle, 
and of counection with Franklin, 
impute the Placards to the pen of 
Mr. O'Brietj. These conjectures 
may be wtfl founded. Attd I also 
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allow, that any one )ias a rigb,t to 
presume strongly on the circum- 
stance of Mr, O'Brien's intimacy 
with one man, who was an open 
defender of the Spy-System.-— 
But, if conjecture, if mere loose 
circumstance, if belief, be suffix 
cient to put my neighbour in a 
di^geon, they may put me in a 
dungeon ; and this I do not like. 
There is no doubt of Franklin 
having had the Placards printed ; 
and, therefore, if they be libels, 
there is no doubt of his guilt ; 
but, Mr. O'Briek is not' proved 
to have had any hand in Uie em- 
ploying of the printer. He was, 
indeed, seen, in a eoachy waiting 
for Franklin, while the latter went 
to the printing-office ; and to his 
house Franklin was traced. It was 
abo proved, that Mr. O'Brien 
had some of the Placards in his 
possession. But, there was no 
proof, that the latter had caused 
either priniing^or publishing ; and, 
to have found him guilty of con- 
spiring to cause printing and pub- 
lishing, would have been mon- 
strous indeed ! 

But, here is the printer, though 
the employer be run away. Is 
that printer to escape trial ? He 
is guilty (if the things be really 
seditious) upon hb own confes- 
sion and oath. His workings ap- 
pear to have be(»n very curious 
He printed the things, though he 
says, that h^ wa^ told that the ob- 
ject of some of them was to mark 
out the people to be chopped 
down ! He dogged his employer; 
but, he took his money. He says, 
that Pranklin told him, that he 
was acting under the authority of 
Lord Ba^urst and of Sidmoutk ; 
but still he prit^ed on, and took 
the money of Franklin. This is 



all very well worthy of attention ; 
and, in justice to the accused, it 
ought to be observed, that this 
pripter was the principal witness 
against him ; and, further, that 
this same printer was the princi- 
pal witness (excepting Castles) 
against Mr. Thistlbwood and 
Dr. Watson, in ISlt. He was 
their printer, too; and, he, ac- 
cording to the Report of the 
Trial, informed against them, 
even before the riot took place ! 
As to the Placard)} themselves, 
oflfer now, no opinion on them. 
They are, however, well worth 
reading. They are good for 
something, if it be only to laugh 
at. If one conld .suppose the 
real design not to haVe been 
bloody, the author, or authors 
of them must have had, good fun. 
At any rate, unless the Placards 
could have been traced HOME, 
it was imprudent to meddle with 
them; and, I think, it is clear • 
enough, that Mr. Bennet might 
have abstained from an attack on 
Mr. O'Brien, until the trial wai^ 
over. That Honourable Member 
has been mor^ scrupulous in using 
his privilege of speech with re- 
gard to a Mr. Theoporb Hooic 
He has, after a long lapse, just 
a^ked whether certain pui&Ztc mo- 
ney has been paid in by Mr. Hook.

COURT OF KING'S BENCH, 
Feb. 21. 

THE KINO .V, DENIS o'bRIEN, ESQ. 
AND WILLIAM FLETCHER, aliaS 
FRANKLIN, alioS FORBES. 

This was an indictment against the 
defendants for a conspiracy to excite 
tumnlt and insurrection in the land, by 
means of circulating, distributing, and 
publishing certain hand-bills calculated 
to have that tendency. The defendant 
Franklin, did not plead. 

This case excited uncommon inte- 
rest, and the trial lasted until a late 
hour at night. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Mr. Pearson, Mr. Wilde and Mr. 
Hill ; and the* defence by Mr. 
Scarlett, Mr. Qurney and Mr. 
Bolland. 

Mr. Pearson stated the case in a 
most able and eloquent speech, which 
we regret our limits will not permit us 
to enter into. The foUowing is a 
statement of thfr evidence adduced : — 
Arthur Seale, being sworn and ex- 
amined, deposed to the following 
effect: — 1 am a printer by business, 
living in Tottenham Court-road, where 
I lived in 1818, and have continued 
there ever since. I know Mr. Frank- 
lin, or Mr. Fletcher, or Mr. Forbes, I 
first took him to be Mr. Oliver the 
Spy, by a mark on his head by which 
that person- was described. I knew 
Inm afterwards by the name of 
Fletcher. I first saw hi mon the 1st of 
July, 1818 ; he applied to nue to print 
a hand bill. I think it was/on a Satur- 
day, I did print some bills for him.— 



[Witness was shown several bills.] — 
This was the first printed ; I received 
the .order pn a; Saturday, and they 
were worked off on Sunday, and he, 
took them away on the following 
Monday evening. I printed 4 or 600 
of them ; he took them away in a 
bundle.— I recollect the chairing of 
Sir Francis Burdetl at the Westminster 
Election in 1818; shortly before that 
I saw Mr. Fletcher. The chairing 
was on a Monday, and I saw him on 
the preceding Saturday, I think it was 
the 1 1th of July. On that occasion I 
printed a bill for him to the number of 
4 or 600, which I gave to him. I also 
printed some hat bills for him, with 
two lines either from Cowper or 
Milton. I asked him why they were 
to be printed? and he answered, " Let 
** the fools wear them, they wUl be 
" easier picked out to be cut down." 

The following hand-bill was then: 
read: — 

A' Committee Room, Piazza Coffep- 
house, July 2, 1818." 

*^' To the flagitious artsof the op • 
ponents of Westminster's Pride and 
England's Hope, Sir Francis Burdett, 
the unpolled Electors are no strangers. 
Of the glorious cause of Universal 
Suffrage and Annual Parliaments there 
is no cause for despair. The rival 
Factions who, in resisting the grand 
schemes of Sir Francis Burdett, hope 
to prolong the ricketty dotage of this 
antiquated Government, ihall be 
finally overwhelmed. 

"Unpolled Elecjlors ! Remember 
the great cause of Annual Parliaments 
and Universal Suffrage can be endan- 
.gered only by the criminal supineness* 
or too greedy calculation of the In- 
dependant Voters. Away with the 
sordid spirit of barter. Tha Com- 
^9 
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mlttee eannet permit the pocket ef Sir 
Frands Burdett to be dipped into as 
if it had no bottom. There is a point 
6f prudence which they cannot pass. 
Gold may be boOgfht too dear. It is 
right to state that they now know the 
placards and ehrcnlars which they 
haye disclaimed, were the well-oieant 
bat mistaken acts of well-wishers to 
Universal SnfWifO and Annual Par- 
Uaraents. 

" But mere zeal is a dangerous 
adrocate ; and really the Committee, 
whidi for the remainder of the con- 
test will sit from eight in the morning 
till eleven at night, must beg so for to 
restrain the ardour of co-operators, 
as not to be made responsible fbr pro- 
eeedings on which they are not con- 
sulted. The Electors will be upon 
their guard against the disgraceful 
trick of the partisans of Romilly and 
Maxwell. 

"This Committee adopting, in its 
▼ery essence, the grand prindple 
proclaimed at the dose of the late 
Farllament by their renowned Leader, 
and disolaiming all subter^ge upon 
that greatest of til points, expressly 
4eolaro that they do not wish to carry 
the election of 8lr Francis Burdett

I also printed another bill for the 
same person, to the number of 250 or 
300, but 1 cannot say precisely, I 
never printed less than 260. I gave 
them to him when they were done. I 
have not the manuscript of any bill that 
I printed for Iletcher. — (4 manuscript 
pap«r h«n4ed to witness.)—*! have seen 
thi^ piiper before ; Fletcher wrote it at 
my own 4esk« I prii^ed nbout ^ 
copies by his order, which I gave to 
him as usual, having sept fpr some 
brown paper to have them, wr^pt up in 
before he took them «way« I delivered 
them to him at my own house. I printt- 
ed it »bQ«t the heginning of Septfm- 
beri laia. There was another bill 
which 1 printed for Mr t Fletohec, to th« 
number of dOO, and dolivefed to hioi 
on a Monday ; it is dated 21st of JiUyi 
1819.

1 had some con 
versation with Mr. Fletcher, and asked 
him the use of deliveripg such bills to 
juries, for that they could not influ- 
ence the consciences of the J\iry ? He 
answered, that the trial was a mere 
sham, for that the minds of the Jury 
were made up, and that Sir Francis 
Burdett would be sure to be cast. 
(Here the bill was read.) I also printed 
a bill for Mr. Fletcher to the number 
of 400, and delivered them to him 
about the 25th of August last year* 
The manusoript of all these bills Mr* 
Fletcher ^always took away with him» 
except the one which has been read„ 
which I preserved* When I printed 
the second bill and objected to print* 
ing sucb bills, he said I should be much 
employed, and that no harm woold 
come to me; that I should be pro- 
tected, aod that I sboul4 do nothing 
which X should haye to repent. When 
he brought me the last blll^ he said 
there would be a great deal more ta 
do whilst the Queen's business was 
going on,, and that in the course of a 
few days he would bring down a copy 
of one which he wished nobody to da 
but myself. I had not seen Mr« 
Fletcher from the tiine of the letter to 
the Jury atL^lcester, until he came in 
Septeinber liM»t, when he mada an ex- 
eusa and said he had.beea to St* Fe- 
t tersbnrg. I saw him on the 24ith of 
SaptaadMr and. agahi on the aoth ; 
agayi en tha 2d,^ tha 4thaxUl tho 5th of 
2 B 2 
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October. I shewed a copy of " Evil 
be to him that evil thinks*' to a gentle- 
man ; and afterwards I saw Mr. 
Charles Pearson ; I met him at a gen- 
tleman*s house, and he afterwards 
came to my house to see Mr. Fletcher, 
and to aid and assist in taking him into 
custody. He afterwards saw Mr. 
Fletcher on the 5th of October, and I 
pointed him oat to him as the person 
for whom I printed the bills which 
have been read. Mr. Pearson was at 
my house on the Ist, 4th and 6th of 
October. On the two latter days he 
saw Mr. Fletcher. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Scarlett. 
— I first learnt Fletcher's name after 
he had been taken into custody ; Mr, 
Pearson told me his name; I never 
iJould find him out; I always called 
him Oliver the spy, to his face, and 
entered the accounts for printing in 
that name ; he has paid for some of 
the bills, but he is in my debt now ; 
Mr. Pearson first told me his name 
was Fletcher, on the 7th of October ; 
I never saw him afterwards ; I went 
down to the Police Office, but by 
some means he was gone ; I have 
seen him many times in a hackney 
coach, and have lent him money to pay 
his coach hire ; I should not ^ave 
printed any of these bills, iflwasnof 
told that there was no harm coming to 
myself ; he said he was an agent for 
Government, and was employed by 
Lord Bathurst and Mr. Canning, and 
that I shoilld 4>e paid for what I did, 
ftnd that I should have nothing to 
fear ; after this I thought there would 
not be any harm in printing the bills ; 
I may have printed an Improper bill 
before this time ; I once printed a bill 
in 18Q2, wWoh was deemed « libel j J 



was prosecuted for It ; Mr. Perceval 
would have been satisfied, and told me 
so, if I would give up the author ; I 
did not, because I did not know who 
he was ; I went one day this week to 
where Mr. O'Brien resides ; nobody 
showed me to a gentleman of that 
name ; Mr. Pearson did not tell me to 
go : he advised me to be certain 
before I spoke positively to Mr. 
O'Brien.— The witness then under- 
went a minute cross-examination, but 
his evidence was not materially 
shaken. 

The following are the various 
Placards referred to in Mr. Pearson's 
speech, and proved by Mr. Seale : — 

" It is not from their High Bailiff 
that the population of Westminster is 
to take their impulse, precarious 
would be the first right'of the pubHc 
if its expression could be strangled by 
a Court Mute. . . - 

" The servility of 'Squire Mdrrls in' 
refusing his sanction, will make the 
Westmiwfter Meeting of to-morrow 
(now convened by 60© of the first 
Electors, sound and genuine Radical 
Reformers), only more numerous and 
far more determined than upon any 
former assemblage. 

" The upholders of a Constitution 
which is falling to pieces by innate 
rottenness, would deny to 'Westfninster 
the glory of having decided for Uni- 
versal Suffrage, Annual Parliaments, 
and Voting by Ballot, but the proper 
answer to their frontless falsehood, is 
the. indelible record of 5,«88 trium- 
phant voices, at the late General Elec- 
tiott in fwo»r of the immortal cham- 
pion of Radical Reform. Till they 
rail those Votes out of the Poll Book, 
the pnwite» of hired MiQi9ters, Pa^^ > 
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liaments, and Kings, in vain attempt to 
abase the truest patriot of modern or 
ancient ages, — ^titled not indeed by 
Royalty, but by Royalty's maker, 
The Pride of Westminster, and Eng- 
land's hope.

• ," PRIVATE. 

*' Hopeless must be the state of the 
country, if, upon a great occasion Mke 
this of' the impending trial, narrow 
views of local dispensation are to su- 
persede general duty, and words made 
BO paramount to things that the truest 
friends of the people should be deli- 
vered up to the discretion of those 
whot however furred and ermined, are 
stUl the creatures of a pillaging, cor- 
rupt, cruel, blood-hunting Governbent. 
All will, indeed, be lost, if Jurors are 
put beside themselves by panic from a 
supposed, but unproved, perhaps ficti- 
tious, probably exaggerated, evidently 
pr^udged, plot. If abhorrence of as-^ 
sassination, however worthy of the 
British character in principle, is, toge- 
ther with the annihilation of all dis- 
tinction regarding State culprits, so to 
Influence Jurors, that their original, 
imprescriptible, inalienable,, perma- 
nent obligation, as citizens of the 



Commbnwealth, shall be forgotten in 
the isxercise of a function purely tem- 
porary, if feelings of this description 
so little suited to the present crisis, 
are to prevail in the approaching trial. 
If the monstrous doctrine, that the 
innocent must suffer for the guilty, is 
to actuate the l^inlstry of law, then 
adieu to all hopes of that substantial 
reform which, without resort to blood- 
shed, would lighten the land from the 
weight that devotes its industry to* the 
sustenance of drones, and would insure 
the punishment of the national oppres- 
sion by more eligible means than sum 
mary infliction. 

'' At all events, let thi& fact not be 
overlooked. The issue involves no 
less than the liberty, the fortune, the 
health, perhaps, eventually, the life 
itself of the first man in Great Britain.

before me ; but he told me I was as 
safe as Lord Sidmonth himself. 

Ann* J«iM8, daughter of, the last 
vdtnesfli, enmdsed— My father t<dd me 
to watch a gentleman, about the latter, 
end of ' September, or begiming of 
October, 1819 ; I did wateh.him. I 
had seen him before, at my fkther's 
house, when he wanted my father to< 
stick up Some bills. When I watched 
him, he went to No. 31^ Graven-streety 
in the Strand.- I knowthathouseto|>e 
Mr. O'Brien's. 

John Hockley examinedr-I know a 
pers6n who smnetiraes calls himself 
Fletcher; I recollect the chairing of 
Sir F. Burdett, on the 18th July, 1818.. 
On the 1 1th of July, I saw Mr. Fletcher 
in Tottenham-eourt*road,atMr. Seale*a 
printuftg-'houfte. He asked me if I waa 
a-billHitickert and I saidl'#ait mid 
he asked me to get anoHier bill-stickftr, 
and tWo men to hold boards; he did not 
say when. In consequence oiT this di- 
rection i got another bill-sticker ; und 
Mn Fleteher eame to me on Sunday 
night, at my lodgings,' No. S5»- Broad- 
street, and asked me if I had got ano- 
ther bifUsticker? I told him thiere 
Wite Mr. Brown, a hair-dresser, who 
would assist me. He then gave me and 
Mr. Brown directions tQ follow hin 
down to St. Martin's<^lane, and that* 
I should meet him on the steps of the 
Church. He went away in a coach. 
This was the night before the Chairing 
of Sir F. Burdett. We met him ac- 
cordingly. He came in a Coach. Wheb 
he got out, he took a large J^rown pa-» 
per parcel out of the ooach, and he 
sdd, « t^erei^ a pwcel oC bills fo^» 
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fMi to stiefcap.** They w«r^ltrf«blll9

and tho two Gentlemen g$t out ; I 
saw them bnth distinctly by the 
light of the lamps % when they got 
out of the carriage, one of them 
called ano^cr oo«u;bf <m4 th^ went 
down tP the Pfurliamcnt f9fee house, 
Th^ other gentleman, whom I say 
was Mr, O'Brien, went iip towards 
tbo Strand on fqot ^ the «bariot they 
csme in went awfy* I saw Mr. 
¥lct0i9r moTC a large brown paper 
bun^e frnm one coach to the othef : 
this parcel I saw Mr* Fletcher carry 
from Mr. Boalo's honso into . the 
carrlago with bimi I followed tho 
seoond oanriago and i«w it draw 
up abont two doors Um Charles- 
stroot, at tho Parliament CQffee bouse ; 
Mr, Fletcher got ont snd took the 
pared with him, and turned d9wn 
Charles-street; I followed him and 
saw him go down Downing-stroet^ 
end sew him go into some houso 
about tho ndddle of.th^ street. He 
staid in I>ownb)g-street about an 
hour« I did not see him come out 
of any house* I went bacl^ to the 
cofMob and waitsd but what house 
lie went into. Sn the mean time, I 
d^n't icnow. The coach wfdted for 
himt and whan he retumfd he got 
into il, I got behlodt and he drove 
into Nprtbumberland-street, where he 
go| ^ gt the Wft^r pf Northum- 
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Wlmid-ootirtv^^Meh Is open to the 
tkl6f4 It^ Xhm Ttlned very bard ; 
he went throu|ph Northumberland- 
court into Craven-street ; I watched 
hira into a house, having at that 
time the pareet with Idm. He stop- 
ped at 91,^ which had the name ef 
Mr. 0*prieQ on it \ that was the 
house I saw him go into on Mon- 
day ; when Mr. O^Brien mA Mr. 
^eteher stopped at Charing^cross 
in the carriage, it rained very. fast. 
"Wlien Mr, Fletcher came to Mr. 
0*Brien*8 door, he knocked a double 
kno^f md drew hift s^ek along 
the r^iUngs ; 1% was about tea mi- 
nutes after twelve ; at this time a 
servant came into ^e area and ask- 
ed who was there I he said« ^^ it is 
tonly ma, ^etsey^ 1^1 me inw** She 
then came and. open^ th^ door; he 
went in ; and I Aen went away* 

t^ross-ettoiined*-:! ean't he posidve 
whelh«r it was a eomsh 4m chariot 
tha^Mr. Fletch^ got into at Totten- 
ham-court-road. It was not a half 
coaeh, but a whole coach. It was 
•ahiM 8 -o'clock U aighft when the 
.ooachcame-ttp<i I could see plainly, 
because the gas-lights were very bril- 
liant. . I remained in the street all the 
llaie Mr.Flete^r staid at Sealers ; the 
Chmtlem^ wHi^ tlra powd^rsd head 
did not gel awt. I can*4 say that I 
took the nud^i^ of the coach, nor did 
I see anybddy take it. When the 
coach drove off it was raining very 
hard; I was very wet. I can't say 
whether tile other carriage, into which 
Mr. Sletcher got at Charing-eross, 
'vaa a carriage or a coach* I got home 
that night at half-past 19 o'clock. I 
«aw the Gentlemim wit^ the powdered 
^ad last Monday, I knew him agaia 



ia be the same G^entleman that I saw 
with Mr.'Fletchar in' th^ coach at 
ToUenham-court-road. I had not seen 
him in the interval at any other time. 
Mr. Pearson told nie I had better re- 
eognist the Gentleman again to be con* 
fidently sure of him. Mr. Pearson told 
me this last lyfontcj^y^ about 1 1 o'clock in 
the day. This,! think was in the Strand ; 
we were riding in a cotucki together, 
Mr* ^e«le Was with us. He told both 
of us to go. . He desired me to go and 
recognise, to see if I should know the 
Qentleman again. We got to Craven- 
street; iand waited till abo^t 5 o'eloek, 
when I saw the gentleman ; he was 
th^ same I saw in July, 1810. He 
went alone ; he came out of a gentle- 
man's carriage . Mr, Pearson toid me 
^iis cause Ivat to be tried on Wed- 
nesday. 

Re-examined — I am almost certain 
it was a chariot in which Mr. Fletcher 
aiUl tile otiier Gentleman drotd from 
Tottenham-eonrt-road, hi Jiily, 1819. 
I was before the tjrrand Jury in No- 
vember last. 

Sarah Hadden eltamined-*I lived In 
Mf. O'Brien's service. I, wedt into 
his service the 26ih January, 1890, 
and left the 2d of January in this year. 
I know a person named Forbies. I al- 
ways understood he was a Mend of my 
master'ij. He told me so himself, 
that he was a fri^nd of 14s, and that he 
considelred him as one of his family. 
Mr. Forbes came very ^equ^ntly to 
my mast^'l house. No erne eame so 
often as Mr. Forbes. I have lieavd 
Mr. O'Brien call Mr. Forbes Mr. 
Franklin. I never heard him call him 
by any other name. Mr. Forbet had 
bbaonscome there, who went by the 
naQi^ of Fktcher. I have been fre- 
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quentiy called upon to give pftpert to 
ny niMter. At Wbitrontide my nas- 
ter gave me a newspaper to take it to 
the drawing-room to Mr. Franklin, 
having before said he waa Mr. Fortiea. 
I took the newspaper to thedrawing- 
room^ and I found Mr. Forbes there. 
Since Mr. Pearson came to search^ the 
house for Mr. Franklin, I Spoke to my 
master about this last drcmnstmce. 
I reminded him that he called Mr. 
Forbea by the name .^f FrankUn. He 
said ** Yes." Mr. Forbes's two sons 
and his wife anddaugliter used to visit 
at Mr. 0*BrieB*s. The ladies wrat 
by the naae of Mrs. Franklin and Jtfiss 
Franklin. The sons went by the name 
of Fletcher, When Mr. Forbps came 
to my master's house he used to em- 
ploy himself g'enerally In writing. 
My master was.writing as well. I re- 
member Mr. Pearson about the 7lh or 
eth of October asking for Mr^ Franklin 
at my master's. Mr. 0*Brie& was at 
dinner, and I sent the boy to inform 
him that Mr. Pearson had called. The 
answer given by the boy to Mr. Pear- 
son was, that he did not expect any 
sUcfh person there. I kuQw that Mr. 
Franklin was not expected, because he 
had left Mr. O'Brien's house at half- 
past three. Mr. O'Brien told me that 
he expect^ Mr. Forbes to dinner on 
the Sunday, and I kept the dinner 



back for two hours. My nUtster asked 
me repeatedly what appearance Mr. 
Pearson had. I answered that it was 
dark, but to the best of my observa- 
tion, he had the appearance ola Gen- 
tleman. He asked me partienlariy 
what the Gentleman said. This he 
asked me three oic ^our times.- He 
made me repeat the woi^ ' that the 
Gentleman had used, the moment he 
was gone. I remember going to bod 
on Sunday night, the 8th of October. 
I left my kitchen hearth clean^ vrith a 
good fire in the grate. I went to bed 
at twelve o'clock. No paper hid b^UMi 
burnt in the kHchea- that «irening'; I 
swept the hearth up Umlast thing. X 
left no one up in tibe hoiwie jexcispt Jlr^ 
O'Brien that evening ; when 1 goftip 
in the morning, I found A qnan^ty^ bf 
burnt paper under the.rangv id dio 
latchen; thaqnaaHfyvas eotuildeffa- 
ble ; the paper was entirely consumed ; 
there was not a bit so large as Wf a 
crown unbumt^ my maxtetr's' fi^iitaiy 
consisted of hlnHelf, a ^oy^'atid^tttf* 
sdf, only ; I have left Sir. O'Brien's 
service in eonseq'uence af^sepe /diffie- 
reiHsei between UJ9. .. / .'/ 

Crosii-examiired }!^MtJ13^ikitLEir, 
I left the :^d of last January;; he dis- 
missed hife ; ih^ vtns dOffiir difference 
betwieei^ us ; He was not very/angry ; 
it was thwMigfa-the bOy r he gair^ Wa 
inonth's notice ; I did not g$ to M)r. 
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Pearson's ; I went to Btr. Harmer*s 
office, Mr. O'Brien haring stopt my 
wages ; I wanted Mr. Harmer to re- 
cover my wages for me, and he has 
undertaken it ; there I met Mr. Pear- 
son'; Mr. O'Brien has paid me all 
that he means to pay me ; Mr. Pearson 
took me to my friend's, Mr. Vanham, 
In Thanet Place, TempleBar; I staid 
there half an hour ; my examination 
was taken in writing ; this ^as after 
the 3d of January ; I was not before 
the Grand Jury; Mr. Pearson did not 
know till that time that I had left Mr. 
O'Brien's ; he asked me many ques- 
tions, which I answered to ; I saw, him 
again the game day, about half-past 
five, at the same place ; he came to 
ask me gome more questions; the 
next lime 1 «aw Mr. Pearson, was at 
No. 19,Euston Place, where I am now 
in service. " He did not stop five mi- 
QUtes, ^hat3P^ the 15th of February. 
t don't recollect what he came for. i 
saw him igain last Sunday ; he did not 
take my examination again, but he 
asked me a few more questions. When 
I went to bed in the month of October, 
I left my master in the parlour. There 
was a fire there, and also in his dres- 
sing room. He writes in the latter. 
He wrote almost every night. Be 
wrote a great deal. He has not very 
good health in general ; the contrary 
he is ailing ; sometimes he keeps his 
bed, but not through Illness. He goes 
to bp^ very eariy in the morning, 
someAmes at four and fire, and eight 
and nine o'clock. 1 have set up for 
hini fill four o'clock when he was out. 
I had no qjiarrel with him, nor any 
iftfference; it was through the boy 
we parted. When Mr.. Pearson came 
to my,master*s, I sent the boy to ask 
his master whether he expected Mr. 
Franklin? Mr. Pearson called him- 
self Mr. .J^ohnson, and said, that he ex- 
pected Mr. Franklin there at half-past 
six that evening. This was stated to 
Mr. O'Brien, who §ent a message 
stating, that Mr. Franklm was not ex- 
pected there. 

Re-examined— 1 learnt firom Mr. 
O'Brien that Mr. Pearson had sent to 
hfm to know the names of Ms servants. 
He shewed me Mr. Pearson's letter. 
Mr. O'Brien told me not to tell my 
name ; he told the boy the same thing, 
and sent a message to the hair-dreiser 
to the same effect*. This was when 
Mr. Pearson Was going to i^refera WU 
of indlQtment. I applied to Mr. 



O'Brien for a characteif after I left 
him. — [Paper put into her hand] — 
This is it ; it is Miss O'Brien's hand- 
writing, but his signature. The kit- 
chen fire-place is larger than that in 
the dressing-room, and therefore the 
latter would not be so convenient to 
burn so large a quantity of paper as I 
saw in the former. Since then I have 
seen a large quantity of paper burnt 
in the dressing-room fire-place. 

Wm. Turner, journeyman to Arthur 
Scale, the printer, stated that he began 
to work for him in April, 1819, and 
worked for him until July, 1819. He 
spoke to the hand bills dated Ist No- 
vember, 19th September, anothet with- 
out date, the Letter to Sir F. Burdett'k 
Jury, another entitled " Suffering Fel- 
low Bondmen," and another, *' Evil 
be to him that evil thinks."— Thesejhe 
assisted in composing in his master's 
office. These were printed for Mr, 
Fletcher; saw him at his master's 
house on the 4th ahd 6th of October 
last. He had a large quantity of bill^ 
away on each of those days, 9d0 on 
one, and 200 on the other. I saw the 
pkYfcel taken away myself on the 5th ot 
October ; it was in -a sheet of brown 
paper. 

.Mr. Charles Pearson examined— r| 
am the Attorney In this cause. In the 
last Autumn there was a number of 
Gentlemen associated together to pur- 
chase a service of plate for the Queen ; 
they were called " The Queen's Plate 
Connnlttee.** They vrcie appointed 
at a public meeting, held at the Crown 
and Anchor Tavern, on the 3d of Aug, 
I can name the Gentlemen who were 
appointed . Trustees ; they wefe the 
Duke of Leinster, Lord Wm. Fitzge- 
rald, and others. They are the Same 
names as are enumerated in the hand- 
bill which has been read ; the receivers 
are not the same ; Mr. Watllng was 
not, Mrs. Carlile was not, and ^, 
Benbow was not. In the autumn of 
1819, 1 was at a contested Election for 
the Lord Mayor, at Guildhall. At 
that time I saw hand-bills distributed, 
to one of which I put my name ; this 
is it (witness produced it).— It was en- 
titled—** To the Livery of liondon," 
and signed **A Liveryman." These 
hand-bills were distributed about the 
hall. I also saw the hand-bUl, which has 
been given in evidence, posted in Hoi- 
born and Fleet-street, on the day of 
the Smithfield Meeting, in July 1819. 
I also received one of the Plate Com* 
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mittee Bills at the door of the Grown 
and Anchor Tafern, on the 1st of Oo- 
tober last. TJ^t is '^ EtU be to hba 
that eyil thinks.** I received it from 
a man, who was distributing^ others to 
the crowd rotmd the door. In conse- 
quence of information which I received, 
I watched the house of Mr. Seale on 
the 1st of October, and also during the : 
whole of the 9d, Sd, and 4kh of those 
days. On the first two days I did not 
see any thing to attract my notice, but 
on Wednesday the 4th, after a walk 
which I had taken to avoid saspicion, 
I saw Fletcher coming out of Sraie's 
hottsei with a parcel under his arm, 
about four inches in height. I recog- 
nised him from tlie description I had 
received from Seale and others, of his 
person and dress. This was about 
naif past two o'clock in the afternoon. 
— He went down Tottenham Court, 
through the Seven Dials, into Castle- 
street, Saint Martln*s-lane, and thence 
through the courts to Craven-street. 
I saw him go down Craven-street to 
No. 91,, the house of Mr. Denis 
O'Brian, the other defendant. He 
htd this parcel with him in his hand. 
I saw. him after he got into Mr. 
0*Brien*« house. I passed the house, 
and immediately afterwards I saw him 
in eonverjation with Mr.- 0*Brroti, in 
his parlour. I went into a neighbour's 
house afterwards to watch, but some- 
how or other I lost him, he escaped 
my observation,. I again watched Mr. 
Beale*8 house on the dth of October^ 
ig coinpany with a Mr. Wilde« not the 
bannister. I saw Mr. Fletcher on that 
dav ; k» cABke to Mc. Seale's about 
half-p%i4 one, or perhaps two; he 
staid there, J should think, nearly an 
hour. — I wilted in an adjoining street 
close, ao; that I saw him come out, he 
had a parcel with him, it was about 
the si^e of that ho had on the preced- 
ing day. He was pointed out by 
Hockley and by fteale as the man.Tr 
[Th^. witness, was- here stopt in his 
,im»wer.} He walked down to the 
opach stand in Tottenham^ourt-foad, 
and there got into a coach or chariot ; 
I can*t sa,y Whkli, but I think a chariot. 
On arriving at the bottom of Oxford- 
street I observed Mr. Fletcher look 
out of the eoach window on, each side, 
as it appeared to me^ to look if ,any 
body was watc|ung him. I avoided 
observation ; the coach then pro- 
ceeded to the house of a Mr.WilUams, 
^ttttoii^wikk^, In l&t* Mar^ia'S'lane, an 



the right hand sida. He was spoken 
with at the window by -a gentleman 
who came from the shop, but did not 
alight. The carriage then weAt on, 
and drew up on the other side of the 
way, near the steps of St. Martin's 
Church, and there Fletcher alighted. 
I then traced him .to Craiven-street 
again ; I saw him go into Mr. Denis 
O'Brien's house in Cravea-etreet.. At 
thai X'lma hv Uail the pnrcfl in bis 
hand. I watched ttie kuu^e in order 
to s{^fi whether he cjime out, and be did 
eom^ out between Iits and six in the 
afterooon. Hfl Iiad not thp parcel 
with bim tlii^n. Mr. 0*Bricu came 
ouL a lilLlc! Ijcforr him and went away 
in a. coach. I followed Mr. Fletcher 
till he wt^nt to a subscription house in 
St. Jsimes'fl-atreet. He remained . 
there a niintite or two, and then I fol- 
io ^r^ el him to two or tbrpe places. Oo 
eoLiiin}^ out of tho .subscription house, 
he thrfw away some piecL's of paper, 
which i pirked up, but I hnxc not got 
thi'in vflih irje. Un Hit f)th of O<;tober 
I went tik enquire fur Mr. Franklin at 
Maida-liilU Edgwure-roud, and some 
ont^ told me tliat a pnrtknikir house, 

fointed out to me, was Mr. Franklin's, 
inadf maiij^ inquiries in the neigh- , 
hour hood a* to the name of the occupier 
of thai hou*e. and I ri'celved the same 
arswer. After my return from Maida- 
hitl, 1 upplicd al. Uow^Hlret^t lite next 
morniiifc^ tile 7th of Octobei'^ a^ul on 
the ijn turd Ely evL-ninK« leaving ohtalned 
a. warriint, I went to Mr. O'Brien's 
houaa betwren hix tind fit^veu o'clock ; 
I dhL not ace Mr. O'Brien that ev*n-j 
ing ; ii was the uvenrng that I inquired 
for Mr. Fi'ankliu of th« luald-servant, 
whiF answered me from the area. Th«i 
first ansiwer J. received was, that ^U, 
FfEinkliu did .not live there- The 
next morning t ^ mid ay, ab«out ail 
o'ckitk I went with Vickery, the 
o(lic<!r» to C'lareridoo-plac*r, Maida-hill, 
and (^iittrcLl the ho»Ke pointed out to 
me as Mr. Frauklio'a ; I sr^nt up a 
mcsisax** by thestirvatvt to Mr* Frank- 
lin, timt a tientletnau wanted to 
spi'ak lo him on jmriioular busipeflft; 
I g:ovr her uti a!jgiini(id name; iu th» 
nu^rviitiuie I admitted Vickcry t tie offi- 
cer ; tlit^ feervattt requested m© to walk 
up stiiirs, smtioff that Mr, Franklin, 
was ill bed ; I a^ked him Jif his ua;ne 
was Franklin. He «^d ilwas^.and I 
found he was the same man thait I had 
traced from Seale'a.to O'Brien*!, and 
tb« s(mi« m^xl irbom QacfcUx mud 
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Seal^ bad described to me. I told 
him I bad un officer below^ and 1 took 
him into custody, and we bi-ou^bt bim 
away to town ; 1 took bim to the Pub- 
lic 'Offip«, Bow-street J lodged him 
ihere^ and \c-fi hmi th^re about two 
o*dock. Heft lilm with Vic^kery ami 
lui other fifflter or two, mid Mr /Wil- 
liams, a fTiend mnd next door neigh* 
bonr of Franklin, who bad crnne up 
with OS (r» a coach. I have never seen 
him Hinci, I called the following 
morning at the Office, at eleven o'clock, 
the hour of appearance appointed, but 
btt wM then gone, 1 havo made a 
great many kiquirios for bim dinoe in 
diderent places, bvit f hare never been 
able to find him. On the Monday, 
about twelve ot one in the day, I 
WMt to Mr, 0*Bnen*s with Vickery* 
Mv. O^Brlen was at home; we wbert 
refusfld fldinittance; Mr. Vickery 
itAted to the servant the object of his 
^coU waa to search the houie for F'rank- 
!m, and threatened to break open the 
dour. A gentleman came out at the 
thae, and wi took tbut opportunity of 
ffoing in. We saw Mr. O'Brien. 
Vickery stated that he came to senrcb 
tha house for Franklin — that hu had a 
warrant from Bow-atreet. Mr-O'Brieii 
expressed great readiness for Vickery 
to seafcli the bouse, and be wtnit 
up At&irfl a«eordingly ; I remained in 
tile passag-e, and aft* r a search hud been 
mado up Main?, Vickery went to siarch 
the ccllTirB, and Mr. O'Brien remain- 
eii with in e in the passage ; Mr, O'Brien 
required to know, why I searched bis 
bons€? r answered **for Pranklin;'* 
heaaid " what forT* I told bim that 
1 was the Secretary of the Plnte Com- 
Tmttee, and it was for publishing <tedi- 
tiotjj librii, parti en tarly in their name ; 
Mr. O'Brien said, " I don't know

O'Brien ainc^ but not on business; 
when I apprehended Mr. Franklin on 
Maida II iU, I told bim what he waa 
charged with ; the name 1 assumed wa« 
that of one of the clerks at Bow-street, 
not at the time knowing that Franklin 
knew him ; bft would not have said to 
me what ho did, I have no doubt, If he 
had known who I was, and therefore 
I do not think it lair to state what waa 
drawn from him under an assumed 
namf^. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Guhket^ 
The warrant which Mr. Vickery bad, 
was not a warrant to searrh Mr, 
O'Brien's house. There is a subscrip- 
tion entered into for thr purpose of 
carrying on this prosecntion ; 1 havu 
received 60L on account, from eomo 
gentlemen; J am of course out of 
pocket, as t!iat money does not half 
cover the expofices, 

Edward Sprag^, a lad about 13 
years of ngo, examined— I wa« aer^ 
vant to Mr. O'Brien; I entered hia 
service on the 26th of August, IS^, 
and left it on the Sd January last. I 
knew a person by the name of ForbeH, 
who used to Tisit my master, but Mr. 
O'Brien has since told me that his 
name was Fletcher, I don't recollect 
exactly the time when h« told me that, 
but itis since Mr, Pefirsouand Vickery 
searched the house,— In September 
and October last* 1 aftw Mr. Forbes in 
my master's house. Sometimes he 
dined there — sometimes he wrote a few 
linefi — and at others he wa*? employed 
in conversation with my uutster. My 
master was writing on one occasion 
when Mr. Forbes was at his hctuse. I 
never noticed any of Mr, For lies' re- 
latione that came to the hoipe. I 
knew two Gentlemen of the name of 
Fletcher, that Mr. Forbes called bis 
sons, 1 UHCd to go to Thi Morning 
Pout of a night, and be used to tell mo 
never to let any body see what b« 
wrote. lie frequently told me never 
to let any body go into his dressing- 
room, in which he used to write, (On* 
of the bills in question put into wjt-^ 
ness's band), I saw this open in my 
master^^s dressli>g-room. t saw it 
twice ; once before Fearson's and 
Vickery's search, and the second time 
after* Sometimes at night Mr, O'Brien 
used t^ let Mr, Forbes out bimsflf ;

London, 5th March, 1821. 
Ladies^ 
You are all well acquainted 
with the character, the conduct 
and the fate of the rich farmer, 
iVaW of old, of whom, lam sorry 
to gay it, too many of your hus- 
bands have long been the too 
close imitators. Numerous are 
the occasions, on which I have 
appealed to them; but I^ have 
appealed in vain. Therefore, 
like the messengers of David, I 



turn about and appeal to you, as 
they did to the sensible, amiable 
and pious Abigail, who, as you, 
doubtless, remember, soon caused 
thin^ to be settled in the most 
comfortable manned; ofad whose 
laudable example some, at leasts 
of you, if under similar cir- 
cumstances, would, I will fentore 
to say, be heartily disposed to 
follow. 

Your husbands complain of 
deep distress, and they are ex- 
tremely clamorous for relief In' 
a New Yearns Gift to them, I 
have explained to them the cause* 
of their distress; but, it would 
seem, that the explanation has 
done them little good ; for their 
clamour is as senseless as at any 
former time. Let me, therefore, 
beseech you to listen to me ; for, 
perhaps, you may be able to pre- 
vail upon these modern Nahals to 
quit their folly, and to act like 
men worthy of wives like you. 
. Their complaint is, that they 
wax poor; that they lose their 
substance daily ; that they sep 
utter ruin staring them in the 
face ; that, so far from having a 
hope of being able to provide de- 
2 D 
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cently for their children, they 
have little hope of escaping the 
poor-house themselves. They 
pray the Parliament to relieve 
them ; but, they never point out 
any thing tjiat they want ihe Par- 
iMunent to do. There is but one 
thing, that the Parliament ccu^ do 
tp relieve ^bem ; and of this the 
Nabals appear to have the great- 
est korrar .^ so that, unless you, 
their s^wible wives* can enlighten 
their understandings, their case 
appears to be absolutely despe- 
vate. 

It must be confessed, that there 
j^re many projects on foot for 
their relief, and for the relief of 
their miserable labourers, whom 
they are now compelled to keep 
in a stale of half-statvatioa. — 
These projects are a^ various in 
their nature as the difiVrent 
patches of a beggi%r's coat are in 
colouy. A large yolume would 
not suffice for a description of a 
, tenth part of them. Of one only 
will I attempt a description, 
which, however, must be sa,dly 
inadequate : it is that ofa fine- 
spoken gentleman from the North. 
A Scotch geixtleman ; a Mr, 
Brougham, who is an Edinburgh 
Reviewer, or. Philosopher, which 
means. Conjuror, This j;entle- 
man, hearing the farmers com- 
plain of the weight of the poor 



rates ; seeing the labouring classes 
almost raving with hunger, has 
propose to give them b ooh -^ e d u " 
cation^ and t(iat, ^, in part, at 
the expence of the labouring peo- 
ple themselves ! He cannot have 
it in view to increasje their dispp^ 
sition to labour ; for, they have 
already " made work scarce." — 
His principle is, it would appear, 
that of economy in consymption. 
Having, in common with other 
philosophers, who now and then 
condescend to eat fndMfig^ per- 
ceived, that, when the belly is 
full, the mind is contracted, he has 
concluded, that an expansion of 
the mind will produce a contrac- 
tion of the bowek ; whence wiU 
arise, he supposes, a diminution 
in the demand fbr food, and, 
hence, a reduction of the poor- 
rates. 

Whether this project be Ukely 
to succeed, \ leay^ to your su- 
perior judgment and greater ex- 
perience; but, at any rate, this 
is, up to thL| day».tbe only 
project for the relief of the 
farmers that has not been aban- 
doned, or, at least, so thoroughly- 
scouted as. to render all hope of 
success, in any other, ridiculous 
and contemptible to the last 
degree. 

Before we talk of reliefs we 
ought ta ascojctaia the eq,wti^ ^ 
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ihe evil complained of; as Doc- 
tors) rrh%n they are called in^ 
^ask, and very properly, ^* What 
." have you been eating ? How 
*' dp you live? What do you 
'' drink ? Do you sit up late ? 
" Do ypu take exercise ?^ and 
^0 on. The symptoms ot the 
farmers' present disease you can 
describe better than any body. 
That revenue, which, by some- 
thing a great deal better than 
parchments^ is yours; that in- 
come from the ^s^> poultry, 
^nd, sometimesy^the butter, which 
has been yours since England 
was England, is no longe^r safe. 
Nabal is now so pressed, that, 
though, certainly, with many 
hums and ahs and silly looks, 
he now cribs even from you. 
He calls it borrowing^ perhaps. 
He gilds the pill as well as he 
can ; but under one guise or 
another, he now lays his bar- 
barous hands on this sacred 
Ibnd. This is a symptom that 
can leave no doubt as to his 
state. Selling the gay cav?ilry- 
horse ; laying down the g^g ; 
dismissing the port-bottle; ex- 
changing the shining boot? for 
spatterdashes; these ajl denote 
disorder in the purse ; Jbut, the 
invasion of the egg-money is 
proof of approaching dissolution. 
Whatjt then, is the cawe? 



What has poor Nabal eaten, as 
the Doctor would say ? Let us 
comQ to plain language : w/iat 
makes him pow ? Is it that 
corn i^ low-priced? No: for 
farmers were rich and tobour^ 
ers well fed and the poor-rates 
were next to nothing, when 
wheat was sold for three shilf 
lings, or half a crown, % bushel. 
It is not that com is low-prieedg 
but that money is kig^priced/ 
This puzzles . you. This poses 
Nabal. This is a mystery &$ 
great as roguish monk ever 
dealt in. Let me endeavoujr, 
to explain the matter to you. 

You know what Petper^Maneg 
means. It 13 called bank-notefi. 
In the yeip: JISU, the Houses 
of Commons declared, that a 
one 'pound note and, a shilling 
were equal in value to a good 
golden guinea, though, at that 
time, it required twetUy nine 
shillings in paper-money to buy 
a guinea I In 1819, the House 
of Commons declared, that a 
pound notp and a shilling, were 
not equal in value to 9. golden 
guinea, though it th^n required 
only a ppund note and about 
three shillings to buy a golden 
guinea! This, and some^ other 
things, led some men to be- 
lieve, that the House of Com- 

mom yrm not filled with th^ 
2 p 2 
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jsort of persons tliat it ought to 
be fiHed with, seeing *hat this 
House had the guardianship of 
the public purse. These men, 
therefore, said, pretty openly, 
that they wished for a change 
in the House; and, in order 
to induce other men to join 
them, they set forth their rea- 
sons, and cited, amongst other 
things, these* strange and con- 
tradictory declarations. • But, 
what did the House do ? Why, 
it enacted, that no one should 
do any thing tending to bring 
it into contempt, on pain of 
banishment ! And, what did the 
NabaU do ? Why, they girded 
on their swords; they betook 
them every man to his horse 
and his helmet ; and they swore 
that they would chop down all 
seditioners and rebels; for, thus 
they becalled the men, who did 
not implicitly believe, that a 
pound note and a shilling were 
and tdere not, equal in value 
to a golden guinea. • 

But, how was the price of 
money raised 1 Why, thus: the 
Souse, the House of Commons, 
passed a law in July 1810, the 
effect of which law was to cause 
there to be less money in the 
country; and, you know well, 
that, when eggs^row scarce, they 
grow dear. This act compelled 



die Bankers to make less paper- 
money. This thing, therefore, 
became scarce, and, of course, it 
became dear. How this was car- 
ried on, how it worked, I have 
explained to the Nabals, and I 
beg leave to refer you to my let- 
ter to them, as far as relates to 
this part of the subject. I want 
you to know, and to bear in mind, 
that, the real cause of your po- 
verty is to be found in measures 
of the House of Commons. This 
is what I wish you to bear in 
mind. This is what I wish you 
never to forget ; because the Na- 
bals have shown themselves to be 
the bitter, implacable and mortal 
foes of. all of us, who hive en- 
deavoured to brii)g about a change 
in that House. 

Now, therefore, sensible dames ; 
women of good understanding ; 
Abigails of England ; pray lend 
your attention to one of your most 
jardent admirers, while he en- 
deavours to prove that what he 
has here said is true. 

If either of you, upon leaving 
your home for a while, were to 
leave your house in good order ; 
your cows in good milk; your 
poultry in high feather; and 
every thing looking gaily and 
happily. If, during your ab- 
sence, a housekeeper were to ' 
supply your place in the manage* 
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mek^t of your affairs>, and she 
were invested with all your 
powers, and had at her full dis- 
posal all your usual revenues. If, 
at the end of a year or two, you 
were to retbrn, find the cows dry, 
if not dead ; the poultry nearly, 
or quite, extinguished ; your 
garden over-run with weeds ; and 
your house a scene of desolation 
and misery. If you were to find 
things thus, what would you do, 
as soon as yoti had overcome your 
first emotions of astonishment? 
Would you not call the House- 
keeper to account "i Would you not 
enquire what she had been chinff ? 
Would you not ask wha( she had 
done with the butter and poultry 
money? And especially, if she 
had to present to you a bundle of 
unpaid bills from thc> grocer, the 
tinman and the crockery-ware 
man ? Would you not inquire 
what had dried up the cows; what 
had destroyed the poultry? If 
she pretended not to know, what 
would you think of her ? If she 
said, that it was no fault of hers, 
would you not be in a rage ? If, 
upon your complaining, she were 
to threaten to puU your cap; and, 
if, before it was over, she were 
actually to scratch your eyes half 
out, what would you think tlien ? 
Would you not think, that you 
were got into a strange state of 



things ? But, if, in addition to 
all this, you were to perceive, 
that she had taken care to feather 
her own nest and that of her rela- 
tions, her brothers, sisters, and 
cousins, what would you then 
think of the matter ? 

Now, the House of Commons's 
power over the purse and ail the 
afiairs of this nation has not been 
less complete ; it has not been let s 
absolute, than the power of such 
supposed Housekeeper. Jt has 
had th6 power of doing with the 
people's property just what it 
pleased to do. It has made war 
and made peace ; it has borrowed 
money ; it has lent money to fo- 
reig^n Princes and Emperors. It 
has hired foreign troops. It has 
brought such troops into England. 
It has raised armies, militias of va- 
rious sorts, yeomanry cavalry and 
volunteers It has passed Corn- 
bills. It has voted money to ship 
off Englishmen to find the means 
of living in foreign lands, while 
it lias voted otUer money for tie 
support of foreign emigrants here. 
It has voted immense sums in the 
way of charity to the Clergy, It 
has voted other immense sums for 
Secret Services. It has protected 
numerous Parsons against the pe- 
nalties of the law, even after the 
penalties had been incurred. It 
ha3 many times suspended th« 
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laws, made to protect our persons 
against arbitrary arrests and 
imprisonment. 

There are men to say, that it 
was light for the House to have 
all these powers, and, indeed, it 
has exercised many others, of 
which I shall mention only that 
of protecting the Bank against the 
lawful demands of its creditors. 
Very well i let this right be un- 
disputed : let it be allowed to be 
right that the House should have 
the same power over us and ours 
as the Potter has over the Clay ; 
but, thei>, surely, if the pan be 
mould edi in such a way as to pro- 
duce mischief, and, indeed, if the 
pan be good for nothing, the 
whole of the ^tftt/f must belong to 
the Potter. Mr. Potter, when 
the pipkin leaks, is not to tell us, 
that he is not answerable for it ; 
that he cannot help it ; that the 
crack arises from causes, over 
which he has had no controul. 
This would be a pretty way, in- 
deed, of going on. We should, 
I believe, be very apt to be ra- 
ther " comse" in our language 
to Mr. Potter. 

The House of Commons has 
had our affairs in its hands. It 
has done with us and ours what it 
pleased. This, the Nabals say, 
is right. Right let it be, then. 
• But, if t^e find^pur apairs ruined ; 



if we find ounielves in misery ; is 
it not right also, tltat we' should 
be able to complain of the House, 
without danger to our lives ? Is 
it, in short, wicked in us, to sug- 
gest the necesi^ity of making a 
change in the House ; that is to 
say, in those who have had the 
management of our affairs t Shall 
it be deemed criminal In us, if we 
endeavour to cause such change 
to be effected ? What would you 
say, if, after seeing the result of 
your House-keeper's mismanage- 
ment, you were told, that you must 
ititt keep her ; aye, and still leave 
your house and affairs to her ab- 
solute controuH 

Praj^, my dear Abigails, look 
a little steadily at this matter. 
About the time that some of you 
were bom, this England was the 
happiest nation in the world. It 
was famed all over the world for 
the state of superior blessedness 
which its people enjoyed. " 37/« 
<« Roast Beef of Old England^' 
wa^i a sort of proverb, or maxim, 
which meant, that English people 
lived better than any other people. 
There were, in fact, no people in 
England, who could, with strict 
propriety, be called p<M)r. Now 
we are a mass of paupers with a 
few rich people. Now, the food 
of the far greater part of the 
people is by no means so good as 
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that which the American Parttier 
gives to his hogs, and Which con- 
sists of miik arid teryjine meat; 
or of the whole Com, which is al- 
so, in various shapes, food for 
man, woman, and child. Our la- 
bourers eat oatmeal and water; 
potatoes ; or, at best > bread, with- 
but milk, butter, or meat. This 
change is notorious. Scrofula, 
leprosy, and various other disor- 
ders, are the consequence. A 
feeble, dwindled and deformed 
race of m/en must proceed, and 
has proceeded, from this cause ; 
and, in this, at any rate, you 
ought to feel an interest. The 
Americans, taking them as they 
come, without picking, are, on an 
average, three inches taller, and 
more than one third heavier, than 
are the present race in the coun- 
try of their forefathers. It is to 
thtff, more than to any thing else, 
that they owe their triumphs over 
us in arms; and this they owe to 
their abundant living. 

Now, these facts being beyond 
dispute, we are not called upon 
to shew exactly how the people 
of fengland have been thus redu- 
ced from plenty to half-starva- 
tion. We may be unable to trace 
the effect back through the maze 
till we arrive at the cause ; but, 
whether we be able^ or not, we 
aw ftot bourid tO do it ; dny more 



than you would be to ascertain 
how your affairs had gone to rUin 
in the hands of your House- 
keeper, above supposed. If, 
upon finding your cows dry and 
with' bones staring throtigh their 
skin, you were told by your 
House-keeper to hold your 
tongue, and not complain, not 
say a word to her, till you could 
ascertain precisely how the poor 
cattle had been brought into this 
state ; till you could bring proof, 
bible-oath proof, that it was she, 
who had taken the milk out of the 
udders and the flesh off their bones 
with her own claws; if you were told 
this, I am afraid patience enough 
would not remain in you to keep 
you from laying hands on the tongs 
and splitting the haridan's skuli t 
When a steward is found deficient 
does the Lord amuse himself with 
listening to the how of the deficit ? 
Does he suffer himself lo be qui- 
eted by stories about accidents ? 
Does he sdffer himself to be shuf- 
fled off with tales about misf&r- 
tunes, and that, tob, upoh an 
average of years^. Does any hu- 
man being ever admit of authority 
without responsibility^ 

Observe, moreover,* that, as 
to the affairs of a nation, there 
can, earthquakes only excepted, 
be nothing happen, that is to say, 
come frojn the elements, which

u not, in the end, productire of 
as much good as of evil. The 
rains, which injure the vallies, 
benefit the hills. A bad harvest 
forwheat is a fine season for grass 
and turnips. A scorching sum- 
mer,, or a hard winter, greatly 
fructify the earth. The winds that 
drive some^hips on shore hasten 
others on their voyage. To talk 
about mishaps and accidents^ in 
the afiairs of nations, is a great 
deal worse than childish. Even 
in the private affairs of men this 
is a sort oflanguage which ought 
to be Tery sparingly tolerated. 
I know an old farmer that never 
sufiers the word misfortune to be 
uttered in his &mily. He always 
uses the vfov^ misconduct, even 
as applicable to the failure of hife 
turnip crops; and, indeed, a 
acrupdous inquiry will shew uis 
that he is correct. In a man's 
private affairs he may be thwarted, 
or oppressed by iiresistible power ; 
but, even this is not misfortune : 
it is misconduct somewhere. Mis- 
fortune never ought, at any rate, 
to be presumed. The presump- 
tion ought to he^fauU somewhere, 
even in private affairs that have 
gone wrong. But, in the; affairs 
of a nation, there must be fault 
of management, if those affairs 
go wrong ; because the managers 
hv^Q i^pbody to oppress, thwart. 



or controni them. And, in order 
to be entitled to pronounce those 
managers to be bad, we have 
only to ascertain, that the affairs 
of the nation have suffered while 
in their hands. 

Governments call themselves 
omn^^efi^, sometimes, and this 
quality has been distinctly im- 
puted to our Parliament. In- 
deed, there must be power abso- 
lute lodged somewhere in every 
nation. But, is not this with 
the condition, that there shall 
also be absolute wisdom ? That 
there shall be clevir fhresighi, as 
well as perfect knowledge of the 
present? Did it ever enter into 
the mind of a people to lodge ab- 
solute power to co-operate with 
presumed imperfection in know- 
hdge or capacity ? Would you 
invest a House-keeper with your 
powers without presuming that 
she knew liow to manage your 
affairs.'* Is it not always under- 
stood, that he who undertakes to 
do a thing, and who offers him' 
self for the purpose, does, upon 
being admitted, also undertake 
for his ability to do it-1 Aye, 
and it is very well known, that 
the law will give us redress against 
pretenders in any calling, or pro- 
fession, if we, to our ^njury, 
have employed such pretenders. 

And, with all these, truths 
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hehte as, skill we Bot, wlwii we 
find oarsdves steeped io povertj 
and raiseiy ; when we find tbis 
oar coaotijy once so happy, 
once famed throughout the world 
for its superiof blessedness ; when 
we find tjiis our own country the 
most wretched in the world, shall 
we not say, that it is thefauU of 
those, who have handled our 
money and carried on onr afiairs ? 
And, when we find, that this 
money has been disposed of and 
that these aflairs have been 
managed by a certain body of 
men, shall we not ask that those 
men, that that body, be changed 7 
Shall we be abused, aud shall 
the Nabals chop us down, if we 
presume, that the body, be it 
wjiat it may, which has brought 
us into this state of misery, will 
never get us out of it ? Shall we 
be banted like wild beasl:s, and 
the Nabals pursue us with gun 
and spear, if we despair of seeing 
the same identical cause produce 
effects diametrically opposite in 
their nature? Gentle Dames! 
Amiable Abigails of England, 
plead fer us with these '^ ekurlish^^ 
men! 

We are told, that the House 
has had to conduct our affairs 
in troublesome times. Times/ 
What are times 1 What does 
tUs gabble mean T* There are^ as 



in the past, 3t5 days in the year, 
24 hours in the day, and 60 bu- 
nntes in the hour. There are still 
4 seasons. There are still a Sun 
to rule the day and a Moon to 
rule the night. What do they 
mean by times, then? But, we 
have had wars ; long wars. Were 
they good} They have been, at . 
any rate, '* glorious f or, else, 
I know who are the greatest and 
most braaen4iEtced liars that ever 
walked npon the earth. JBut, at 
any rate, if the wars tended to 
produce misery, long-lasting mi- 
sery, wretchedness never known 
before in England; if the wars 
tended to produce this calamity, 
for which the House has no re- 
medy and no means of mitigation, 
diall the same House tell us, that 
it, which undertook those wars 
and earned them oo, has a right 
to complain if we presume to 
tbinip that the House stacds in 
need of some change 1 Were 
the wars goodl Strange that 
good wars should produce so 
much and such deadly mischief! 
Were they badl Then they 
should not have been undertaken. 
Aye, but the final effect of the 
wars was not foreseen. Why 
was it not, then? ' It should 
have been foreseen. The effect 
of every measure should be fore-* 
seen. Besides, these veryper* 
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90IIS, mho, in tho way at aj^olo* 
gy, I^Qt forward the ware at ihe 
eau9e of our iaflfbrings, assert 
that tbe wars were sue^fii^l aacl 
^Ifnrious^ so here we are, exhir 
bitiDg to the world a people 
mined, beggared and starred by 
iteecfist and ghryt Venly, 
Dames^ it is high time for a 
change of some sort, whea tbes^ 
things, which invigorate and or^ 
nament a!i tbe rest of mankind, 
enfeeble us and corer ns with fildi. 
Oh! it was the wars, was it! 
It was, indeed ; though we mighty 
if we dared, look a little further 
back, atid we should find a iome* 
Mm^that was the cause of.th^ 
wars; and, a something, too, that 
would not much mend the matter* 
However, we will stop at the 
French wars. And here we all 
go back to the mark as glibly as 
possible ; thus : Why do the for 
men suffer? in consequence of 
the drawing in of the Bank-Pa- 
per. Why is that drawn in ? Be-» 
cause Gash-payments are wanted 
What are they wanted for !

' Thew«tys> Vko NabaFaah^- 
flhearing, Were jovial things, 
while they lasCedw • You remem- 
ber the galloping and prancing, 
and the guzasling of wine, or stuff, 
of some sort, under the name of 
wine. .

and some of thfese, delive^d 
witii the most perfect sdf-com-^. 
placency, ought to- be fetpect^d 
frOm nobody but poor creatures 
chained to their bed-^ost. Force 
and ignorance, when joined to- 
giether, make wild \irork. Ooh-- 
fasion never yet geiietatlBd orfetf 
it* natural tendency is to pro^^ 
duce destruction ; a^d we are 
hardly to suppose, 'that natiite.

ThiS) therefor^) ought to{ be 
a caution to yoj;^.,; Indieed, it 
is a sc^mn warnings, Youpught 
to bear in, mind, the fa^ that 
a 3anker ne^jer. ,<;/^ h^>«. in 
his bank a^ . much real mmey 
as his;not^ amount, t9; bf pause, 
if tbat were the cas^) he must 
lose >hy his busi^iess; and that 
is impossible to be. believed by 
any persons in their ^mies. 
Nobody. ever undert^k a bu^i- 
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ness, by which he was sure ta 
lose. You ought always to bear 
this in mind; that no banker 
can have in his chests as much 
. money as hid notes amount 
to. 

This being the case, it fol- 
lows, as matter of course, that 
if aU the notes of any Banker 
be carried in for payment, he 
cannot pay them alt; that is to 
say, he must stop^payment ; that 
is to say, he must break. To 
be sure, he may have homes 
and Zandi?, and these may be 
sold f6i* the benefit of the p6or 
note-'Iiolders ; but, did it ever^ 
yet Kappeti^ in such a case, 
that ihere was enough to pay 
them?. I believe, net?^. What 
reason is there, then, to suppose, 
that it evef will so happen? 
How dangerous is ft, therefore, 
to lay up stuff like this! It 
is full as foolish as putting in 
the Lottery, where the- whole 
of the gamesters taken together, 
are sure to lose : And where the 
chance of 'loss is ten to one 
against the chance of gain. Nay, 
the bank-note hoarding is more 
foolish than putting in the Lot- 
tery; for, in the case of the 
bank-notes, there is a chance 
of losing, and a certainty of 
not gaining. 
But, yourwiU isay, ^* how are 



^^ we to get any^money butbank- 
^* notes ?" And, to answer thn 
question will require a little preli- 
minary explanation. But, first 
of all, you can get silver^ at any 
rate, at present. Put that by : 
you win shortly find it rakiable ; 
for, there are projects cm foot 
that will shake the paper-moneys 
most furiously. Whfen you get 
a shilling, put it by. Therd is 
now and then a guinea, 6r a wve^ 
reign, to be seen. Get it. Give 
a polind note and two shilling!^ to 
get a guinea ; or, a pound note 
and' a shiUing tof get a sovetbign. 
If you have butter to sell, "sell it 
a little lower on (condition of te^ 
ceiving payment in gold; of silver; 
that IS to say, if you can lay by 
the price of your butter J fot^, a« ' 
I said before, you win soon find 
that a ireoster^ of bank^not^s in 
very little better than a treasure 
of cockle-shells, or of leavles of 
flowers. Pretty things enough to 
look art ; but, they will neither 
make the oven warm nor set the 
pot a boiling. 

Hojeever, there are lidiemeiS 
afloat for making gold and silver 
more easy to come ^at. On the 
first of May next (if no change 
take place in the law) any body 
may go to the " Sank of Eng^ 
^^ landy^^ as it is called, and demand 
gold f<»rthe paper of that Bank/ 
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There must be 233 pounds in 
paper; and for this the Baojc* 
must give a piece of gold^ for 
whicby at the Mint^ any body 
may get 233 Golden SoveEeigos, 
Worth 20 good shillings each. 
Now, ten of you may join, and' 
send up paper enough to get this 
nice little bag of real money ; 
and, when you have got this snug 
in your phests, the Banks may go 
off, for you, like squibs and 
crackers ! By some means or 
other, real money will, in all hu- 
man probability, get out in May 
'or* June. Then will be your 
time. Sell a little cheaper for 
real monepr. Make a litlk hoard 
at any rate; or,, rather (for you 
always have a little hoard) make 
your hoard consist of real money; 
which, let what wiU happen, will 
always be good; will always buy 
victuals, drink and clothing. 

There is a project on foot for 
** iQwming the $tandard'^* that is 
to say, for making the present 
silver shilling pass for nwre than 
it now passes for : and^ it is pro- 
posed, by the authors of the 
scheme;, to make it pass for about' 
sixteen pence. Whetjier the Par- 
liament will adopt this scheme I 
cannot say. But, the thing- is 
possiblfi: and, if it should be 
^opted, the tracking and siaap- 
ping of the Banks aQd i>tber 



curious eflects. of the measure^ 
wiQ, X assure you, make a bit of 
gold, or of silver, however ^imall, 
very valuable indeed. In the 
hour of doubt, fear, and btmtle, 
you will in vain endearomr to get 
ailverand gold :. get ii,, therefore, 
a$Bqon aipomble; getft^ as the 
Yankees emphatically say, *^ right 
" away^ Gather up even the siisr 
pences with as much care and 
fondness as the hen gathers her 
dvickens under her wings. 

But, lam not sure, that the

*' Itxnd^^ will not be 16/ oni^ before 
the first of May neit 1 Tho Par- 
liament has some sort oiP project

Then I do not like the word 

" enable.^ En^Ie to pay may 

mean to leave it to the Bank 

to pay, or nol tojmtfy as it shall 

find it conTsment^ and, then, 

judging from Ae piMrt, have we 
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not reason to fear, that the Bank 
will find it moBt convenient it<^ 
to pay ? And, mind, if under this 
disginse, the compulsion to pay 
in May next should be removed, 
where are we then ! Then we 
are all at sea again ; we are 
again in the gulph of paper-mo- 
ney, without compass to steer by, 
and without sun or star to guide 
usi 

Now, what do all these chop- 
pings and changings, what do 
all these wild schemes and pro- 
jects, indicate^ portend, and sug- 
gest ? They indicate unfixedness 
and want of knowledge, in the 
schemers; they poKend ineffi- 
ciency in their f^ans and trouble 
and confusion in the execution 
of them ; and, to the people, 
they suggest a strong preference 
for real money, the value and 
utility of which, wiM schemes 
may greatly augment, but which 
no schemes and no events can, 
by any possibility, diminish. 

Therefore, once more I exhort 
you, get some real monev into 
hoard. Cast aside, for a while, 
all other cares. Qei some little 
matter of gold, or of silver, at any 
rate. If you had seen, as I hkve, 
people in France and America, 
with bags of the old paper-money 
of those countries, not now worth 
a penny a cart load, you would 



begin to look about you. At any 
rate, a little hoard of real mon^ 
can do you no harm. Above all 
things, do not brieve, that g(M 
can be got at the Bank of Eng- 
land, till you see the thing with 
your oum eyes. You remember, 
thai the Bank km been to pay in 
goki fifteen difierent times ; said 
you know, that it has not paid 
once. 'You remember that at 
twelve difierent tinfies the tlumt- 
tahh notes were to make their- 
appearance; exAjoxiknoWf that 
not one such note has yet ap- 
peared. Never, therefore, sufier 
your belief, relative to any thing 
about the Bank, to go a hair's 
breadth beyond the actval«%f|l rf 
your own eyes. 

If, after all, the present law 
should take its course, until the 
month oi May, and theBanlt'of: 
England should really give &8S 
pounds worth otreal gold for 238 
pounds in its notes, you may not 
have the potes of this great bank 
by you. But, you aok g^ them 
with your country not^^ mind 
that; for, the Country. Bank Pa- 
per people are compelled by law, 
to give Bank of England notes in 
exchange for theirs, if you de- 
mand it ; or, they are comjpdled. 
to give you good gold. , There- 
fore, it will be very e^sy to get 
your country notes turned into' 
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gold, if ; the ^wbeinot changed 
he{<Ae the Stni of May. Aiiy 
oiiej, wfaQ.^^ift couiitry note afr 
Iter that day,,must be little better 
thanw%.. Toipassawaj imBie^ 
dia^aly, it4na^»€b;»but; to keep 
such note for more than a- few 
days would be to discover insanity . 
However, my advice is, >^eep 
none ; keep no note of any kind j ■ 
and then neithet the forger nor 
the itoien banker can ruin you. 
A bag of gold; or of silver, how- 
^v^ imiafl^ is somethirtg ; iS' al« 
waj^otomethiiig ; always ttiust be 
Bomething; but, a bale of bank- 
notes^ fik^y become liot worth a 
9<araiir<^ "Keep a tittle reeil iooney,

^Fety far suqpasses the profits of 
th6 Baker; and, while the trade 
\iould be as la,wful as that of the 
Bakery, it w/niM be carried on 
with iafimtely less risk of' bad 
debii and less capital, in propor^ 
tioato.the profit. .^ 

- OThati the flour of wheat pr rye 
roasted. is 5e/^^.than coffee, or 
tea/ I know weU, from move tha& 
ayear's experience ; and that it 
is not a tenth part so expemave 
I ' also well know. Neither coflee 
nor tea^ is nutriciaiis; tbey< both 
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afiect the ner verso as to produce 
a dksmdinatiott to sleep. While 
the brown floor^, equally pleje^nt 
to the tatte, is ni^tricious and 
wholesome in all respects. 

It is very strange that the 
Land" owners, while. tto^y are 
seeking for Corn-JMIfe, never 
think ^f this matter. Half a 
pound of wheat a day to each 
family vWOtdd cause a consamp* 
tion, in thiskii^om^ojr about * 
9,0!Oa,OQb of bushels a year. It

1 do, how- 
ever, believe, that, if the ^* evil " 
were to go, even in this way, to 
^py gi^at length, the wise Land- 
owner^, in their extreme anxiety 
to handover ^ir estates (or, ra- 
ther, the remainder of them) to 
the'f«)id-*holdei^, woirid be cla- 
morotre for a law to send inspect- 
ors to onr fi;«-sides to see that 
we did -not commit the crime of 
roasting wheat and rye! Their 
proceedings have long been, with 
ine; 'BHiob iaor« a subject of c«- 
HmHp 9mA'<y£fim than of interest 
an^ef serious observation. J'he 
afriertrt bf Uh^ monkey, ^ho cut 
hh. own ^roat with a razor, in- 
stead iiof the throat of the mon- 
key in the glass, were not a more 
legttimata Subject of laughter than 
are^heiaiitios of the Land-own- 
ers at this moment* Every thing 



they say and do tends to their 
own final overthrow, whib they 
think they are annoying others* 
Who but them would not see, 
that this hostility towards the Ra- 
dical. Coffee People is so injuri- 
ous to nobody as to thenuehes ? 
They complain, that the Poor are 
eating them' up ; and they do no- 
thing to enable the poor to be- 
come less burthensome. They 
will insist upon it that a part, 
and a large part too, of what 
they pay in poor-rates, shall be 
given to the West India Planter 
to feed his negroes with, and to 
enable him to purchase up y^ht 
the landholders do not demand of 
their estates. Well : it really is 
their own affair ; and, I do not 
see why others should interfere. 
Their destiny is prepared ; and 
let them fulfil it.

manda of its creditors ; that body, 
which can pass laws to exempt 
Parsons fi^pm the payment of for* 
feitures (or account of non-resi-» 
dence) iactually incurred jind sued 
for ; that body, which can pass 
laws to authorize the banishment 
of Englishmen for uttering woi^s. 
tending to bring it into contempt ; 
Uiat body, in short, which has had 
the power'to cause a thousand mi^ 
lions of pounds to be borrowed in 
the name of the nation; and 
which (wonderfur to relate !y 
does not appear to have the 
power Co apord relief to the poor 
fellows, a statement of whose dis- 
tress you laid before" it on the 7tH 
day of this' present month of 
Ma/bh*. 

During the debate, many topics 
arosb, in^idehtally, each of thens^ 
of great importance . TMstny ppn - 
cipiesy Vild as the forest-pony^ 
were started, and, as that pony, 
diM'cuIt to catch and to reduce ^o 
an^ thing like nianagement 
Thes^ however, I shall reserve 
/or drsjointed reinark. Even to 
the maih subject, ad brougJit for- 
ward by you and Sir Edward 
Knatchbull, it is very difficult 
to ascribe any thing like linity ot 
^esigp *; ^njj, therefore, ^ery dif^ 
ficulft ijo enter, with clearness, into 
an Waminaifon of it. In, cases 
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like this, the task of the examiner 
is a double task : he has, before 
he jcan attempt to offer his facts 
or his arguments, to make a state- 
ment for those, on whose procluc:» 
lion he is about to comment. He 
has first, to hunt out their mean- 
ing for the reader, or the com- 
mentary can hardly be under- 
stood; and, if not understood, 
the labour of reader as well as 
that of the commentator are 
wholly lost. 

Regarding you and Sir Ed- 
'WARD Knatchbull as supporters 
jff ^h^ Pitt-System J regarding 
you as approvers of the conduct 
of Sidmauth, I can, of course, 
have, towards you, none but 
feelings such as it is much more 
easy to imagine than it might be 
wise fully to describe; but, for 
that very reason, it shall be my 
study to treat you fairly: not to 
misrepresent you, in the smallest 
degree, intentionally; and, if I 
should do it unintention^illy, to 
enable the public to correct my 
error, first, therefore, I shall 
insert the speeches of yourself 
and of your seconder, Sir Ed- 
ward Knatchbull. t shall 
.next give jjaj statement of the 
meaning and objects of those 
speeches; and then I shall com- 
ment on the schema, or schemes, 
Krhich appear jto me to fee em- 



braced in those objects. And I 
am the m'ore disposed to follow 
this course, on account of the 
shortness of the speeches, a merit 
more worthy of particular notice,, 
because we shall, I am atraid> 
find that it is really the only on& 
that they contain. 

Mr. GoocH said, that he rose, ptir— 
suant to the notice which he g^re some- 
time ago, to move for a Committee t» 
inqcdre faito the great existing diatresi; 
of the Agricalturists of the Kingdom^ 
He hoped that Committee would Im:. 
granted, and enter into a fvAX investt— 
gation of the causes which had led fa 
that distress, and be allowed to report 
thereupon, and poist out to the House; 
any and what remedy they might b» 
enabled to discover (hear, hear !). tt 
was with great pain thijt he obtruded: 
himself upon the attention of the- 
House at any tinte,"bttt never more- 
than upon the preseaA oecasioB ; how- 
ever, he was supported by the con^ 
sciousnesB of doing his duty to the 
country at large, and particularly that 
great agricultural county which he- 
had the honour to represent (hear;, 
hear !). He knew he was surrounded' 
by difficulties, and mw tbem distinetl]^ 
enough to wish that the question had 
fallen into more worthy and competent 
hands. There was, however, one- 
difficulty which stood in the wayoT 
the fair and im^ar^al discussion or 
many great qn^ons whieh <yd ner 
attach to this one. It was gratifying 
to observe, that with Reference to this^ 
subject, all party animosity had sub- 
sided. This question, indeed, was 
never di8oii#8«d with any thii^Fi Ulle 
party feeling (hear, hiear !) He* 
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trusted that aa Honourable j^^ntle- 
man much distinguished for his know- 
lewdge of political economy (Mr. Ri- 
'cardo), would not give any opposition 
to the present inquiry, but wpuldj see 
3food reason for wishing that the Com- 
:aa[iittee should be appointed. It was 
Tiis own opinion that no line of dis- 
. linction ought to be di awn ' between 
•the several interests of tlie country, ; 
they were all sp intimat^ly, so clp»ely 
Inter woyen, that they.ought jto, be 9on- 
^idered as oji^e and the^ ^ame (hear, 
liefkr I). , They »houR.nqt be repre- 
isented^ %3 jarring or, conflictini; with 
-^ne ajiother ; but while he allowed 
^his was- the state pf all those inte- 
jests, he must ^q permitted to s^y that 
cthe agricultural interest -^as the basis 
'4>{ the prosperity of the whole empire 
-r-it was the foundation on which the 
;^reat national sup^rstructm*e rested. 
3ut that agricultural interest was now 
Ndreadfully depressed, and in propqr- 
'lion to its dejpres^ion, had the greut- 
^ess of the nation been lowered ; but 
If ever there was a lime for fiffprding 
^ relief to the suCerers in the agripul- 
tural C9ramunity, this 7vas the moment. 
Their Petitions were majiy a.nd press- 
ing— he hoped they, were not in vain. 
The Agricultural Petitioners, before 
the House amuunted to a 'body of 
100,000 meny^not such as those whose 
Mameshad been signed to a certain 
jclass pf Petitions iat^ly ^ot up. No, 
these Petitions were not dictated by 
.any politician smd signed by, school- 
'hoys. Thf Petitioners were such as 
Tie hardly knew how to desig^n^te wor- 
thily. They were the heart's blood 
-cfthe country— its brave and valuable 
yeomanry y to which the nation looked 
vp for its raosc, certain protection ia^ 



times of awful danger. The most 
industrious^ labor ions, and best de- 
serving of all tho clas8e3 of the com- 
munity (hear, hear, be^r 1). It was 
not rigfit or useful that the Petitions of 
such men should be despised or ne- 
glected ; and he could not help think- 
ing, that if the worst enemy of th© 
country wished its speedy Tuin, he 
could not wish it under 2l greater curse 
than that which, would follow from 
overlooking the prayers of such Pe- 
titioners. He had been told that a 
Noble Lord, foi* whom he had great 
respect (Lord Liverpool), had said in 
another place, that the present de- 
pressed,prices of corn were owing to 
the abundant crops, rr what ho called 
the excessive production of the last 
harvest. Now he (Mr. G.) begged 
leave to differ Ij-om the ppiiiioiv o^ t^ie 
Noble Lord. The fact was not as he 
had stated it. Ther^ were several 
great Agricultural counties, in which, 
to his own knowledge, the crop of 
wheat was deficient, while that of bar- 
ley was abundant. Hq. meant th6 
counties of Suffolk, Norfolk, Lin- , 
coin, and others ; and here he could 
not avoid observing, that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in discus- 
sions on the .Malt Tax, laid too great 
stress on the Malt Returns. The f^ct 
was, that an abundance of barley in- 
duced the maltster to malt down more 
than his usual quantity, and the Right 
Honourable Gentleman improperly in- 
ferred from that, there was a gceater 
quantity of maU and CQfn in general 
command (hear, hear !). What the^ 
agricultural interests stood in need of 
was, a greater protection from fo-^ 
reign commerce. He was not pne 
who looked for relief from the Corn 
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Laws as they were at pres'efit consti- 
tuted. There was in them some- 
thing radically defective. iThe 
fact was, they did not work %ell 
to the enij proposed (hear, hear!). 
But his objection was still greater to 
the warehousing system. He had 
liimself a small farm, and he knew that 
farming \vas a Very losing concern for 
the last 3 years [hear !]. Most of those 
who heard hiin were well aware of the 
melancholy fkct-^rery day that re- 
sectable^ class of society, the'yeoman- 
ry of England, was sinking into deeper 
and deeper diffiscultie's and distress. It 
was painful to see that class of men, 
who had lately been, not only so flou- 
tishing themselves, but causing all 
the other interests of the country to 
^oHrish, now daily adding to the num- 
bers who were involved in wide-spread- 
/ Ing retrenchirfent & pauperism [hear!] 
With such facts in their view wherever 
they turned their eyes, they could not 
«ay that the Petitioners had no right to 
complain — ^no reason for coming to 
that House fcr protection and redress. 
They were men who indulged in no 
ifisionari/, no nonsensical system of 
politics; what they said of suffering 
was from home-felt actual experience; 
their Petitions contained nothing but 
the language of nature ^nd of truth. 
As to the warehousing system, it was 
necessary t6 observe that there were 
it present in the warehouses 800,000 
quarters. ^When the price of corn 
irose to what was considered a fair re- 
iminerating price, then this corn rushed 
to market. The farmer was panic- 
struck;- he put his thrashing machine 
to work ; his produce found a glrftted 
faa^ket, the price quickly fell from 80 
to 60 and 50, and fell hts industry and 



laboiiif were frustTal^ed^ear !]. Hio^ 
the warehousing system produced bo- 
thing but poverty to the farmer, and 
distress to the land. It was an evil, 
which, like thft sword of Damocles,^ 
hung by a single hair over the Agri- 
cultural interests, ready every moment 
to fall and cut them in pieces. He- 
asked only fair protection to the Peti- 
tioners, and he asked it on the ground 
of i^eir value to the ^tate. To prove 
What that vSlue was, he would read 
Some returns m'ade with reference to- 
the Property Taxf, by which it appear-' 
ed that the landed proprietors contribu- 
ted 4,997,-2471. the ocfcupiers 2, 126,2281^ 
making a total of 6,473,4751. from the 
landed interests, while trade did not 
give more than two millions. He 5id 
not make these statements with a view 
of drawing any invidious distinctionr 
between the landed and trading inte- 
rests, but he did it to show that tHere 
Was good ground for considering th& 
former of great national importance^ 
— The value of the landed interest 
was to the others as three to one. — 
Never did those agricultural interest^ 
call more i'mportunfely on the wisdom 
and humanity of the House. He did 
not enter into these statements to make- 
things appear worse, but he was con- 
vinced they could not go on as they 
were. It was a time when no Mem-

■onrable Friend, had stated, farming 
bad been a losing concern for the last 
three years. In IB 18 . the farmer lost 
m good deal, in 1S19 that loss consider* 
ably increased, bat in 1980 it amonnted 
almost to utter Yuin. He must say, 

> that he attributed a very considerable 
portion of the agricultural distr««s 
which at present. existed to the large 
im|»ortation of foreigncom, which took 
place two years ago. The effect of 
that importation in depressing the na- 
tive cultiyator, had -extended down to 
the present moment. He slso per- 
fsotly agreed with his Honourable 
Friend in the remarks which he had 
made on the warehousing system. One 
subject intimately connected with the 
stibjeot wasthestote oftke eurrencjf ; 
the alteration that had taken place in 

^hichwas one material cause of the 
^xistin^ distress. If the question were 
alloT/ed'togo to^a Committee, altiio* 
hfj would not be so presumptuous as to 
Mate what the supporters of the motion 
wished to bedobe, he would state what 
.they A\A'nDtmi9htQbe done. Under 
«ll the circumstances of the case, he 
%ad no hesitation in saying that they 
considered it would be highly inexpcr 
dient for us to retread our steps • on 
the 9ubject of ^ the currency (hear, 
' hear I). Economy was undoubtedly 



the basis •on whieh the p(4iey of 
this icoutttry^ in its present situa-* 
tion, ought to be conducted. With 
respect to taxation (as we nnder' 
stood the' HoiMNimble Barmiet, but 
we are under the necesfedty of re- 
pesfting, tiiat the in^adible toAe itt 
which he oooasionaily spoke, renderar 
us very doubtful of our aecoraey), he^ 
did not believe that any laarge or de- 
cided rednetionw^als desirable. Ab tm 
the fistknates of the pubtic service^ 
.they ought be, and If they might be^ 
ought to be considerably reduced. At 
the same time, how was it possible 
for those Honourable Gentlemen who 
were near Mm to receive, with much 
favour, propositions -on that subject 
which came fvom the other side of the 
House, when those propositions were 
accompanied by declarations that they 
mere the cause of the existing expen- 
dUure? That was not the spirit in 
which any remarks or reccmm^ada* 
tiona^nteaded to be actually beneficial 
to the public ought to be made. He 
willingly, however, admitted the im- 
portance of this part of the subject ; 
and although the Cemaittee proposed 
by his Honourable Friend was not to 
be positively a Finanee Committee, 
yet if any means could be proposed 
in that Committee by which the 
expenditure of the country might in 
any way be advantageously reduced, it 
would, in bis opinion, be a fair and le- 
gitimate object of their consideration. 
But whatever might be the course 
pursued by the Committee, he was 
quite sure that they would avoid--he- 
cause he was quite sure that nothing 
could be more strongly deprecated by 
every honourable and reflecting maa 
<*-aiiy«tep whUh might have-atevt^ 
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dPitejii U ttiokU* tktptiMieJ'aiih {faear, 
hear !). Wbateyer ^^rere the diffiouitiefi 
of ttie counttf, they ought to be met 
-with firmness and honesty, and he was 
persuaded that he might confidentVy 
declare on the part of the agrievltn- 
f IsiB, that thoywore ready tc make uny 
sacrifieee for . the i^reeervati^n efthe 
-national honour (hear hear !). There 
•was, nevertheless, one o}>servation 
which had been made in that House 
and lilaewhere,' on which he wished to 
make a single remark. > It bad beeM as^ 
«erted that the wh6le landed property 
of England woe mortgaged for the 
payment of the National Debt, That 
he denied. No man who had considered 
the subject'eould get up and state that 
to be the fact. The fact was, that the 
general property throughout the 
country might be deemed to be so 
mortgaged, but not the landed any 
more^than any other particular species 
of property* The House had. heard 
that a great porticm of the poorer kind 
had been thrown out of cultivation. 
If things went on as tliey were goings 
on at present, it was to be feared that 
the whole of the.poorer land would be 
. thrown out of cuUivation. This was 
an- evil which if possible ought to be 
averted, because its occurrence would 
comprehend, not only the utter and 
irretrievable destructien of all the 
capital that had been expended on 
that land; but would throw out of 
occupation a gi'eat number of hands, 
•who in the present state of the country 
could not hope to obtain employ- 
ment in any other way. . With re 
spect to the Husbandry Horse Tax, 
which had recently undergone so much 
discussion, although he admitted that 
the abandonment of tha^ tax would 



not haape afforded any very eficiemt re* 
lief to the farmer, yet he tfaonglit (a^. 
we understood the Honourable Ba- 
ronet), that it would have been advan- 
tageous, as showing the disposition of 
the House to g^ant If hat relief was 
possible. One of the main points, and*' 
that which i^ove aU others would have^ 
a tendency to place the Petitioners in 
the situation, which, by being bene-'' 
Qcial to them, wouid be beneficial to 
the whole community, was the esta- 
blishment of a cortreot mode of taking- 
the averages. A small advance might 
also be advantageously made in the 
importation price of Oats. It would 
be highly serviceable also ^f a gradu- 
ated scale of duties, varying according" 
to the price of British Corn, were 
fixed. .The Hon. Baronet concluded 
by eulogizing agriculture as the basis 
of national prosperity ; and by de- 
claring his conviction, that whatever 
relief might be affbrded by the House, 
would be gratefully received by tha 
I^etitioners, who, .whatever might be 
the result of the proposed inquiry^ 
would, he was persuaded, determine 
still to pursue the same line of tem- 
perate and loyal conduct liy which 
they had hitherto been invariably dis- 
tinguished (hear, hear I). 

Now, Sir, it is so difficult (for 
me, at least) to get jit the sense 
of all this, that I do, as we gene- 
rally do- in other cases of difficulty, 
put the job off as long as I can ; 
and, therefore, before I speak of 
the sense of these speeches, pray 
suffer me to say a little, about 
some part of the nonsense which 
they contain. 
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Tbe eulogies on a^fncttkmfey 
ai beneficial to tke persons engaged 
in it, are well-founded. Mr. 
JeffersoNj^ in bis " Notes on 
*^ FtV^'nia," 8ai4» that ^^ iitnnof» 
«* were certainly God^s chosen peo^ 
** pie, IF ever God had a chosen 
" people." Mr. Jefferson, dur- 
ing his race for theoflTice of Pre- 
sideutt wk^ch race he had to run 
agaiast a staunch Piesbifteviim^ 
fell the disagreeable ejects of 
this IF; and, availing myself of 
the warnings I shall admit of no 
«^ in the case. 1 adopt the opi- 
nion unencumbered with the con- 
dition ; for, if the cultivators of 
the land be not, generally speak- 
ing, the most virtuous and most 
hapipy^ of mankind, there must be 
something at work in the commu- 
nity to counteract' the operations 
of nature. This way of life gives 
the best security for health and 
strength of body, It does' Qot 
ieachy it necessatily produces, 
early ruing ; aomtsintforethougkt: 
constant attention \ and constant 
care of ditmh unimak. The na- 
ture ahd qualities of all living 
things are known to country boys 
better than to philosophers. The 
seasons, the* weather, the causes 
and effects in propagation, in cul- 
tivation, in tiHage, aire all known 
fVom habit, from incessant repeti- 
tion of observation. The nature,] 



tbe propevtiee, iM i^enmn^ itaee^ 
of difibrent soils and woods are 
familiar to the mlpd of the coun- 
try -bpy. Riding, climbing, swim- 

they a«e oeme, aadaie w>t sooglit* 
RuraF kfkim leare liot a day, not 
an hour, unoccupied and without 
its caresj its promises, an4 its fiui- 
tioas. The se^soas,, which wfot 
Am? ao mail ; the weatlier, whkb 
it no respecter of persons, and 
which will be what it will be, pro* 
duce an habitual looking forward, 
and make tlie .farmer ptmsidentsi 
whatever nrighl have bemi his na- 
tural disposition. The farmer's 
cares are pleasing cares. Hi» 
misfortunes can seldom be more 
than lessons. His .prg^uce ^n^ 
sbtoof thinga wanleil by all huoi^ 
kind . His market is a f eady-mo^ 
ney one. No day-books, bills,, 
and ledgers haupt his mind . Envjf^ 
that accursed passion, can, iai^ 
natural 8ia|e ef things, find m» 
place in hki breast ; for, the sea*- 
sons and the weather are the same 
to all ; ?and the demand for hia 
produce h«Ms o(fx other i»e|L8i^ 
than the eoLieni oi his crept* 

But, Sir, while agriculture pro* 
duces these blessings to those en* 
g$^edin it, it by no means foK 
low«9 that it ought to bp regarded 
•a the kem$ of naltmmai p^i0ep«arU§

and womtn ; there could be no

Aerefbre, as logically as even you 
or your mate could have done 
it, r prove (on yoqr own prin 
^iples) that love is the basis of 
nationai prosperity: " wedded 
^ love, holy bliss,^' as long as Mil- 
ton and you please; but, I am 
<]uite siitisfitd, at any rate, that 
the rtext Suffolk country-girt that 
brings a bastard chiFd into the 
world, will do more towards pro- 
JHoting agri(5ullural prosperity 
thah will be done by my of the

^gain *, how can farmers work, 
^r go about, in this fallen state, 
without clothes. They must t)e 
cjpthed Jirst, too. The swad- 
dling clothes come even before 
the pap. Why, then, weaving 
and taylorihg and shoe-making 
are " the tasis of natidnal pro* 
**$perihf.^* Poh ! Ais is a// noi** 



sense f Yes, 1 know it is; 'but, 
it is just the same sort of stutf' 
as the other ; and this may, and 
ought, to warn men, that ^me 
thought is necess&ry in the slat- 
ing of broad arid sweeping pro- 
positions, which, ff true, are, in 
a case like this, useless; and 
which, if false, are very apt to 
cajl forth ridicule, arid certairiFy 
have a **' tendency to excite 
" contempt^ 

Now, as to these two speeches, 
the substance of them is this : 
Jirsty that formers are rhe most^7L^ 
dustriouSy laboriovs, and best-de- 
serving of all the classes of the 
community: second, that their pe- 
titions are not, like those of others, 
which have been dictated by j)q- 
liticianst the farmers not having^ 
indulged in any visional^ non- 
sense about political systems : 
THIRD, that the state of the fai^- 
mers is become most miserable, 
that they cannot go an as they 
are, that the country is threat- 
ened with total ruiri, and that, 
as an Instance, three thousand 
acres of laud, in one parish, have 
be^n either given tip to the land* 
lordsy or thrown out of eultiva'- 
lion: FOURTH, that agriciklture 
stands in need of greater protec" 
Hon against foreign commerce : 
FIFTH, that the farmers do not 
wish for any change in the laws 
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as to the currency^ and that they 
do not wish for any step that 
may have a tendency to^ violate 
the public faith: sixth, that it 
18 out of the power of these 
speakers to point out any spe- 
cific remedy, but that they are 
jwre, that, if the subject be re- 
ferred to a Committee 4 theh' wis- 
dom in^y devise some means, by 
which the country will be saved 
from the total ruin with which it 
is threatened." 

These six propositions contain 
Si fair representation of the whole 
that was said in the two speeches. 
And, now, then, let us examine 
ihem a little. 

The FIRST and second give us 
the character and conduct of the 
farmers ; the first positively, and 
the second negatively. These 
twb propositions tell us, not only 
what they are, but what they are. 
not The positive I deny, an^. 
the negative I censure. Farmers, 
like other classes, are, some in- 
dustrious and laborious, and others 
negligent and lazy. To say, 
that, as a class, they are 7nore 
industrious than manufacturers, 
or traders of any sort, is ncJt only 
not true, but it is absurd. In- 
dustry is not a* thing always to 
be praised) neither. Pick-pock- 
els are some of the most industri- 
ous people in ' the world . ' "The 



French call thieves and ^^khers. 
Chevaliers dHndustrie; thatj is. 
Knights of Industry I and, per- 
haps, the '^ mo^t ind^trious ^japs'' 
are the Spies and- Informers ;_)Pf 
they fi;^nerally work by ihojoh. 

The farmers are here called the 
" best deserving '^"^ but^ upon 
what ground we are not told ; and 
are to infer it, I suppose, from 
Mr. Kn atchbull's assertion, that 
*^ agriculture is the basis of naj^" 
" onal prosperity.^] However, the 
great merit of the farmers we are 
left to gather from their neyative- 
character. They, good .souls,^ 
are not like other petitipneijs ! 
Oh, no I They, good creatures, 
have not indulged in oisionai-y non- 
sence about politics. , <* I thank 
** the^, O God," said the Pha- 
risee, ** that I, am not as otjicr 
" me7i are : nor Cven as iHs Pub^ 
" lican is." There is,, howeyer, 
one part, of the Pharisee's "boast 
that our farmers woujd, J anh

afraid, not be ready to . jpin in ; 
namely, that of" paying tithes ^t 
" all he possessed ;"'^f of ,^'wVth 
all their loyalty and orthodoxy, 
our farmers would gladly get rid 
of tithes/ . . .rt^w.. 

However, let us ^ take . you at 
your word as to the character of 
the farmers. Let us, for argu- 
ment's sake, aljow, tho-t the Yar- 
mers are the inost Industrious, th^ 
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most laboriousi the best deserv- 
ing class of the community, and 
that they are, further, the most 
sensible and the most loyal part 
of the nation. Let us allow this; 
and, then, what follows? Why, 
in your own words, in the third 
and sixth propositions, that this 
class of men, even this class; this 
most excellent class, are reduced 
to misery indescribable; that 
they cannot go on as they are; 
that total ruin threatens to over- 
i^helm them; and that, as an 
instance of the widenspreading 
desolatioti, three thousand acres 
^fland have, in one parish, been 
either given up to the landlord, 
or thrown out of cultivation ! In- 
deed ! thank you for that fact, at 
any rate ! This is but poor en- 
coMragement to industry, labour, 
deservin^ess, good sense and 
loyalty. If such be the reward 
of these, men may as well be idle 
and foolish and disloyal. In a 
state of things, where exemplary 
industry and all sorts of virtues 
are repaid by ruin, laziness and 
vice are likely to thrive. Can 
that mode of conducting things be 
GOOD, which brings ruin upon 
the heads of the most industrious, 
most laborious, most deserving, 
who, at the same time, are the 
most sensible and most lo^ral? 
Can that system he rights which 



renders it impossible for men^ 
with all these virtues, to goon as 
they are'f And, if they cannot 
go on as they are, do they want 
no alteration in that system under 
which they have been placed 
where they are ? 

Come, come, gentlemen I Da 
not go to fly off: do not attempt 
to bounce out of my iiands ! That 
is not fair. Answer me this 
question : does there not neeid a 
change in the system 1 And, 
then, where was the sense of the 
farmers, where w their merit, m 
not endeavouring to obtain sucb 
change ? For, you are hereby 
giVen to understand, that every 
thing relating to public affairs is 
political. But, It any ratc^ 
why accuse others of nonsensicai- 
Hess in endeavouring to effect 
such cliange ? Could the change, 
if effected, be for the worse f 
Could it have done worse to the 
farmers than produce their ^Hotal 
ruinV* Could it have done 
worse than reduce to despair the. 
most industrious, most laborious,, 
best deserving and most sensible 
and loyal class of the community? 
Even according to your owa 
showing, no change can be fer 
the ycorse to the farmers; and,, 
therefore, any change must be 
desirable to them; seeing that they 
may gain by it, and cannot lose. 
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I am ready enoogfa to give fall, 
credit to all jou say, relative. to 
the wretchednes* of the, faHliftrg ; 
and well I may ; for, it precisely 
idlies with my own predictiotis, 
put upon paper in 181^9 and in 
sub«ciquent years. Nor wIH I 
deny^ that your account, and the. 
proofs, which I daily see, of the 
tr^tb of it, g}ve meffreat pleusure- 
Not pleasure to sec men «w^r ;, 
but, in the first place^ I must like 
%o have enjoyment ; and must 
enjoy the fulfilment of my w^ortls; 
to prevent me from ^oing which 
is not in the power even of tlie 
Six AclB ! Then, again, I know, 
iand I have always said, for many 
years past, that this nation must 
suffer greatly. It nevier, in my 
opinion, can be restored to its 
former state of freedom and hap- 
piness wit^iout a great mass of 
seHering. I have ' suffere.d, aiid 
still suffer ; and t b^ar X\\p suf- 
'ffering as well as 1 can. ' Others 
must do the same. Gre^t is tlie 
^u&ring now ; but, believe me, 
'Siri(, nothing to what it will be, 
unless tV system be speedily 
•changed, towards the causiqg oi 
Which 1 see, in vour speeches and 
"motion^ notihe smallest tendency. 
I e^tpect to see, if no change of 
s^l^tem take place, not wbole 
parishes, but \jihnU hundreds, 
€ung up to lie fallow. 1 expect 



to see^ not ^thousands, but him- 
d reds of thousands, ofacresi, left 
to the landlords^ or to tlie wild 
Poor, Tlie poor )b«st> in. that 
case, go^^d digvthe land for their 
own ps^enaope ; for believe me, 
they will not, lie down and die 
with UuDgcr by thou^ads to- 
gether. And, really, it is pos- 
sible, tliat, in some ^ich way &&

. of several thomsands of men, I did 
not see one, who was not well- 
dressed* These people, with a 
very few exceptions, were farm- 
ers and agricultural laboureis, or.

try affairs* I, at thatTery time, 
dionght of Mr, CuawsN'&.gio* 
rious sight of two hundred EqgUsh 
farmers ; but, how much more 
glorious was the sight that I then 
behekl ! The contrast presented 
itself to my mind so forcibly, that

In America a man who has a 
4arm of his 09?n wilt frequently 
go out to day*\rork, or job*work. 
He has not quite enough work at 
liome. Others are labourers 
orefy; but, there ^refew of these. 
It is almost always the lot of 
iiiiprovidence, or drunkenness, 
^ which it is a very proper 
jwinishment. There is scarcely 
.an inataQce of a good and sober 
|»an, who is a mere labourer; 
and never without such wa^s as 
enables bim to enjoy a great 
deal of leisure.* The consequence 
oiihis state of things, is« that the 
farms are mnalU It does not 
answer to farm, unless the farmer 
is himself the leading mower, 
Sometimes, which is very carious, 
wliere the farmer is growing old, 
aiid has po sonsi be farms upon 
«A^es; that is to say, scane la- 
bourer, who has no land or $toch of 
bU own, does the work, and shares 
in^hefifoduce. Oentlamen clmost 
dways^ when ^y live in the 



comitry^ ieEtm their land thus 
upon shares; and it has alwaya 
beea found, that a large farm ia 
an evil to the ooenpter, unless tn 
cases where \Jtst sens are nume* 
reus; and even they soon famt 
upon shares with their father or 
with somebody else, until, wbieh 
need not be long, they can ofotaiD 
the sole occupancy of land. 

This is the natural bent of the 
mind of man. He always de* 
sires possession of something to 
call his own; and, in countiy 
affairs, the desire presses uni-^ 
vefsally and with peculiar force* 
The desire is not only natural^: 
but it tends to the most aihiable 
and beneficial iionseqtiences ; it 
is the parent of industry, of 
care, of providence, of sobriety^ 
of kindness to the dumb creation^ 
of love of kerne, of regard for 
character, of independence of 
mind, and of every thing that 
distinguishes the happy husband* 
man from the hopeless pauper. 
Was there ever, then,, a greater 
curse than that system whidt 
stripped England of the foroier 
and coyetod her with swanns of 
ther latter! And^ shall I not 
execrate this system; shall I not 
pray for its clestructioo '^ shall I 
not rejoice, if, in the preisent out- 
cry, I see some ground for hope» 
that our children, at leasts wil| 
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4iee^ibe- pauper disappear and the 
basbaodmao retora ? . 

Suob ground of hope I do 9ee ; 
for, those measures, which alone 
could possibly prop up the pre- 
stDt bloated farmers, will not be 
adopted; and, out of their ruin 
the small farmers will rise again 
into life. Yes, and I ska/l see 
the scarlet huating-coats stripped 
from the backs of the farmeta. 
I shall see the polished boots 
pulled from their legs: and I 
shall see the forte-pianos kicked 
out of their houses: Do I blame 
the farmers, then, for these 
things? Do I blame them for 
their being sublimated to this un- 
natural height t No: no more 
than I blame the thistles for fill- 
ing the land with their seeds and 
spoiling the crops. It is the 
fault of the husbandman that the 
thistles do this; and it is the 
fault of the government ; that is 
to say of the Parliament that the 
farmers have grown rank, and 
have stifled the wholesome part 
of the agricultural community. 
Mr. RiCARDO is reported tu 
liave said» ** that he could not 
^ help feeling that the difficut" 
*' ties of the e&nntry were nearly 
'** at an end ; that the present 
** state of unnatural depres- 
■•* sion, wliich was to be attri* 
^* huted only to the war, must 



*' soon oMse to be felt; and that * 
he thought we were now re> 
^wmnffT' 

You, Sir, complimented this 
gentleman on his profound know* 
ledge in matters of political eco* 
Domy; Mr. James Perry haa 
reckoned amongst the blessings 
of the revolution in Spain, that a 
Spaniard may now, without fear 
of the Inquisition, take down from 
his shelf ^ Blaekstone^ or a Ri^ 
tarda: and those distinguished 
gentlemen, Messrs. Wilber- 
FORCE and Brougham, havai 
called Mr. RiCARDoan Oracle/ 

Come, then, be of good cheer; 
for this gentleman says that we 
are actually reviving/ Redoes 
not merely say, that things, will 
soon come about; but he says 
that they are actually now com* 
ing about; that the change for 
the better has actually begun l 
Surely, then an oracle cannot mis* 
lead you I It is true, indeed, that 
Mr. RiCARDo does not cite anj 
proof of this reviving ; that ho 
gives us no instances ; and that 
be even forbears from making use 
of any reasoning upon the sub- 
ject. If I be toM that this is the 
way in which oracles always pro* 
ceed ; that they never deal in the 
why, or the wherefore ; or in the 
how, the when, the where, and the 
what; but that they merely assert 
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in a manner^ very solemn to be 
sure, bat obscnre^ so uh to leav 
a great deal to guess. If this be 
t6ld«Kie. I am not quite satisfied 
with h; andf demand sometHing 
beyond mere assertion, especia^y 
as to a' fact of which my eyes and 
my ears are continually furnish- 
ing me with the contradiction. 
Mr. R/card'o says that he cannot 
help feeling that we are reviving. 
Oracles may, for ought I know, 
draw their conclusions from that 
sort of impression, which is called 
feeling \ but you, who seem not to 
be one of these feelers, declare in 
plain terms, that our distresses 
are hourly increasing, and that, 
unless some remedy be applied 
tlie country must be totally ruined. 
I am happy to be convinced. 
Sir, that you are a much truer 
Or«i7c than Mr. Ricardo; for, 
ruin, in your sense of the word, 
must come upon the country, un- 
less a. remedy can be applied. 
Such remedy I am happy to be 
convinced, cannot be applied ; 
but I am very far indeed from re- 
garding as 7iiin to the country 
that wliich you regard as ruin. 
On the contrary, that which you 
regard as ruin, I regard as neces- 
sary to the restoration of public 
freedom and happiness ; to the 
stability of the Throne and to 
the greatness of the kingdom ; 



aJI which have been wholly de- 
stroyed, or shaken to their very 
foundatiosi by this accursed sys-- 
tern of paper money. ' 

I am happy to be convincedT 
that this system must be over-^ 
thrown ; that we must return to 
cash payments, from one cause 
or another : and that that return 
will destroy this brutalising system^ 
Through what trials we have to 
pass I know not^ Whether the land^ 
owner be to give up his alljor the 
fund-holder to give up his all, I 
cannot say. In what way the^ 
thing is to be effected I pretend 
not to foresee.' We are on the 
wide ocean of events. Whether- 
contrary wmds, gales, hurricanes,, 
squalls, water-spouts or streams 
of livid fire, are to assail us, no 
man can tell. ' But, I know well 
where the Port lies ; and in safety 
in that Port I shall see England 
once more moored. It is but 
loose talk to say that the nation 
will be totally ruined : that the 
nation will be destroyed. A Na- 
tion cannot be totally ruined ; it 
cannot be destroyed : nor, can a 
Nation llhe this cease to be great 
for any considerable length oftime- 
This sort of talk is easier than to 
treat of the affairs of a Nation 
in suitable terms. It is easier to 
talk of a Nation as we talk of 
an individual than it is to lay 
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down the principles and to make 
the defimtioDS necessary to give 
Just ideas of national affainr. A 
inan can be totally ruined. His 
land^ his house^ his attire iray 
be taken from him. He may be 
deprived of foojl ; he may be 
turned into a dead corpse ; and 
though he cannot be annihilated, 
dust he is, and to dust he may 
return. 

Total ruin and total destruction 
may, therefore, fall upon k man. 
But they cannot fall upon a Na- 
tion. A Nation cannot be killed. 
It cannot have it's land and it's 
houses taken from it» A Nation 
must continue to live; and it 
very often happens that those 
things which are generally at the 
time looked upon as national 
^ evils, are real bepefits and bles- 
sings, however wicked or how- 
ever foolish the men may be who 
have been the cause of those 
evils. Thus it will happen now. 
The system will be pushed on to 
the last extremity. Corn Bills 
will give no relief. The land will 
change tenants as well as owners ; 
for, it will soon be discovered, 
that a dimsion of the farms wijl 
be absolutely necessary to insure 
any rent at all to the owner Idle, 
indeed, is the notion, that the 
land will be thrown vp and lie fal- 
low^ It will still be cultivated. 



It will still produce food and rai* ' 
ment; but the farmers will 
become more numerous ' and the-* 
paupers less numerous. I should - 
not be at all surprbed to see /arm-' 
in^ upon shares become very 
common ; and I am very certaiir 
that this will be the ease if th& 
system be pushed on to the explo- 
ration of Peel's Bill. During- 
the debate it was observed by 
every o^ne that spoke, I be** 
lieve, that no thought ought to he 
entertq^ined of a reduction of the- 
interest paid to the ftmd'kolder t 
If I were a fund-holder I shoufct 
not much like this ; for, I have- 
always perceived that the danger 
to the thing was great in propor- 
tion to the vehemence of these- 
voluntary declarations in favour 
of it r For how many years was 
the " sinking fund,'^^ that child 
of the united wisdom of Pitt 
and Fox, held to be sacred, while 
I, graceless I, incorrigible and 
reprobate I, had the audacity to 
call it " a splendid humbug /'^ 
And, yet this sacred fund has 
been almost annihilated by that 
very house, in which it is taken 
for granted to be wholly ineffica- 
cious, and in which it has actually 
been called a *^ humbug,^'' a thou- 
sand times over. I remember ho\t 
indignant the system-mongers, 
were at an expression of an opp^ 
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nioDy that ceuh payments would 
not return widi the peace. Yet» 
tbey Hd npt return with ihe peace, 
and tkej have not returned to 
ibis hour* 

Therefore, if I were a fuud- 
holder I should hear with no very 
pleasant feelings these volunary 
and vehementprotestations against 
touching the interest of the Del>t. 
I do not like to bear the thing 
called Sacred; and to hear the 
touching of it caHed a breach of 
iaith ; or, rather, I do like to hear 
this ; for I am sure it indicates a 
great deal of thinking about the 
matter. When your wife, with- 
out any thing seeming to call for 
it, flings her arms about your 
Deck and makes yeh^ment protes- 
tations of fidelity, it is time for 
you to look sharp. What a wise 
man will do in such a case it is not 
very easy to describe with great 
minuteness : the cases differ ; but, 
generally speakikig, a sharp-sight. 
ed husband will^ by such un* 
accountable blandishments and 
^larks of everlasting afieetion, be 
ioduced to prepare to cut and 
run; and without irreverence I 
hope be it spoken, this is what I 
fbould do, if I were i^ fund- 
holder hearing these uncalled-for 
protestations. 

Sir Edward KnatchbuU ob- 
served, that it was a mistake to 



suppose tka^ the '^ whole of fhs 
'^ lamd was mortgaged te pay the 
"interest of the Debt." How 
it came to occur to the worthy. 
Baronet to make this observatioa 
I cannot say ; but, I am of opinion, 
that he will: find that the fund* 
hojd^rs do not think this any mi»- 
take at all. He said that tho 
mortgage wa$ upon the general 
property of the country. The 
fund-holders will have no objection 
to this ; but like the Miser in tba 
play, they set a value upon no» 
thing that is not tangible; upon, 
nothing that they cannot see 
and/ee/; I mean feel with the 
hands, and not merely with the 
mind. They are gentlemen that 
are not content with ideal good& 
and chattels. They look upoa 
the land as theurs ; or, at least, ws 
much theirs, as is the land or the 
pledge, of any private mortgagee* 
And surely they may weH look 
upon the thing in this light, since 
the. thing has been always called 
a Debty and since the fuhd-helder 
has always been called a creditor^. 
It is likely, indeed, that the fund-r 
holders will not, in any case, a&-> 
tually see the lands taken from 
the present owners by the Sheriff!, 
and themselves put in4o the pos^ 
session of them ; but the system 
w3l enable the fund-holders te 
get the lands into then: possesskna 
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a« securely and moie quietly than 
the transfer could be made by the 
Sheriff. Nay^ they have more 
than halC ^ lands now. For, 
in^hat does the having of lands 
^ mean ! Why> it niean», havir>g 
the rents ; and tbo«e rents, to tbq 
aoiount of more than one half, 
«Hre now received by the fund- 
holdersy who will not quarrel with 
the landlords about mere names ; 
but so that they have the rents, 
they will leave others, for a time, 
at least, to caU themselves the 
lords of the soiL 

Mr. RiCARDO observed (for 
what reason I know not) that, 
'^^ HE was not a Mercantile man ; 
^^ that he was not a man of 
•** funded property ^ but that fie 
•** was a landed proprietor / " 
Indeed! I was deceived, . then, 
when I thought I saw the nanie 
of " RicAliDO " amongst enor- 
mous gainers in Stock transac- 
tions in 1$14^ I was deceived, 
too, when I thought I saw the 
name of ** Ricardo " in lists of 
bidders for hans! or, possibly, 
I might not be deceived as to 
the name, but there must have 
been some other Ricaedo. That 
must have been the atoek-dealing 
Ricardo; and this, Ricardo 
^ Country Gentleman. Goose 
that I was to have my head be- 
nmddled with tins confusion of 



ideasi and to eonelude^, that befr" 
cause there was a Ricabho^ 
who dealt in Stoeks and Loani^ 
there waa no Ricahdo who8« 
bfaK)d had descended from th« 
pure source of the foUowera of 
William the Conqueror! How» 
ever, the/ii€^ is interestii^ ! Mr*; 
Ricardo is a totdec/}>r<»/»rte#or 
as well as Shr Maitassah Lopsx. 
and IVtr. Luke White, and many 
other well known Country Gen«> 
tie men. The fad I say i» imi- 
terestingi And, the Lords and 
Esquires y^iSX by no means do 
amiss if they constaiitly bear it 
in mind. We shall see a great 
many more landed proprietctfa 
not less worthy than Mr. Ri- 
cardo* New proprietors like 
new Stalks to plants, are, per* 
haps necessary to sustain the 
race ; and all nature tells us that« 
in order to make way for tho 
new stalks, the old ones must 
die down. You see this, Sir^ 
every year, in all perrenial plants ; 
or, which is, perhaps, rather 
more a case in point, you sea 
one set of plants come to over- 
run and destroy another; as, in 
the case of the Lueern, which 
in the course of a few years, if 
left without assistance, is over- 
run and inally destroyed by th# 
more sturdy plants that grow up 
amongst it. The present (hto^ 
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]^etors begin to be stunted al- 
ready. Thej are in that sort 
of state which the Lucern is when 
the grass is getting firm posses- 
sion of the soil. Their luxuri- 
ance is gone. They have as- 
sumed a sickly hue. There are 
iriany and wide gaps made in 
them"; and, in a very short time, 
thete will be lefi only here and 
there One that has sent it's tap 
deeper and that is so gross in it^s 
nature as to share in the food of 
it's*riral. 

'No\v, whether this change of 
proptifetors is to be. desired, or 
Jiot; I ' have always thought it 
diflfciiUto determine; but this I 
know that no change can make 
the things worse for the people 
at large. With either new pro- 
prifetors or old proprietors, the 
people would revive ; but, witli 
both at once; with both mort- 
gager and mortgagee, prospe- 
rity to the nation never can 
return. ^ 

This matter is so clear ; it is 
so manifest that the land must 
destroy the funds, or that the 
fund-owners will supplant the 
land-owners ; this is so clear 
that every one must see it. It 
seems, then, astonishing, that the 
land-owners tvho fill the far 
greater parts of the seat^in the 
Parliament, do not remove the 



danger at once by reducing the 
interest of the Debt, against' 
their doing which there is really 
no argument worth a straw- Ah t 
there are a great many reasons' 
why they do not adopt this courser 
There are a great many reasons^ 
full as plain to the view as is the 
danger itself- Gladly would" 
they be secure; but they, too, 
have for the most part, some little 
thing that places them, in one 
respect, at least, upon a footing 
with the fund-holder. They 
touch, or their relations toudiy 
from the taxes, as well as the 
fund-holder. And, before they 
can take a farthing from him,^ 
they must cease to touch them- 
sdves They, indeed, and theii^ 
relations, render services for what 
they receive. Aye, aye ! We 
know this very well. But, the 
fund-holder would be apt io say, 
that those services might possibly 
be dispensed withl He would 
doubtless be, an irapiident vaga- 
bond for saying this ; but, say it 
he would, and he would be as 
noisy ss a lady of Coven t Garde» 
or of Billingsgate. Then, there' 
is a sort of general undefinable 
something, which tells the land-^ 
owners, that if they were to* med- 
dle with the itmds, their propertjf 
itseirwouia not tesafe. This is 
excessively foolish, to be sure* 
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Jt is just as silly a notion as ever 

^ot into the Quad of mao. But, 

it is not for that reason, the less 

carrent and the less powerful in 

it's effects. The land-owners 

have on I heir side all the preju- 

4]^ices ; all tiie just sentiments 

indeed, which long habit has 

confirmed in the miqds of men. 

If we were to look at the thing in 

. detail ; if we were to suppose 

4he case, and inquire step by step^ 

bow the thing would work, we 

should see that this fear is a mere 

.bug-bear.. But, the truth is, 

the land owners know that the 

people at large haye been soured. 

.They think that the people would 

look back; that they would be 

vindictive. They are deceived 

in this, too. 

Nations do not remember like. 
. individuals. The , whole of a 
people always doy because they 
; always mmt, wish for the good of 
(the whole. They always must de- 
sire the happiness of the whcrfe ; 
and this they cannot have without 
law and without internid peace. 
It is a mere bug-bear, then, that 
prevents the land owners frcmi 
rising the mean/l necessary to 
their eafety; but if the effect is 
. the "same, the catise is< of little 
iconsequence ; if the ruin of die 
land-owners is eflfected by a bugi- 
,be^^fi bqg-beai Js as good t« the 



fund-holders as would be the De* 
vil incarnate; for, a^coidii^ to 
the old saying, it is juttt . as well 
to kill a man as to frighten him to 
death, and just as well to frighten 
him to death as to kill him. 

But, there is another, and^ per-^ 
haps not les# powerful, curb in the 
mouth pf the land-owners. Ane* 
cessary effect of the present sys- 
tem is, to cause a considerable 
and a very considerable, part of 
the lands to be mortgaged. The 
mortgagees necessarily are, those 
who d^l chiefly in money . Those 
who deal chiefly in money are the 
true children of the system. The 
w(»xb per cent and interest are 
always upon the tip of their 
■tongue. There are some of theifid 
who have chests filled with ih€ 
parchments of fox-hupters and 
Lords of MancNTS. These sleek- 
headed gentlemen who keep- out 
of sight, except in cases where 
the generous spirit of their wives 
push iketti out, are the real Land- 
owners. The nominal land-own- 
ers must know this very well; 
and, therefore, any one of them, 
whose parchments happen to be 
out at nurse, must be a hardy 
man indeed, if he make or sup* 
port any propoiiltion hostile to the 
interests of tte puise^ ;£Tery one 
whoihai had die misfovtune to be 
^inpelkd,toGona[nt.hvi .child ta

fiity ; it ts for these men that the

And on what account are the 
people to resist! Why, they 
are to come foni^rd and resist the 
laws, because the govemmeot 
wiH not compel them to eat dear 
hread in pilace 4Jt cheap bread. A 
man certainly would not deserve 
hanging aiid quartering fbr this; 
for the law in its justice screens 
^e lunatic from the .puilishment 
' of death. But cerUiinly, tf an 
insurrection cm this ground were 
to take place it would be just and 
necessary to turn some considera* 
ble island into a lunatic aasjrlam.

They^ remember under 
what a sort of array the Corn Bill 
was passed; and in ihe^face of 
petitions signed by ten thousand 
times as many persons as the pe- 
titicms of the farmers* What 
brutes then, ftmst they be noiif to 
expose themselres to hangings ai&d 
quartering, for Ae purpose of pre- 
senting themsetres fWrtn eating 
cheap bread i Thtir &r memory 
w8t assist them $ and experienee 
lias tau^t &em that ^e prospe- 
rity of ihe farmer Is, fti the pre- 
sent state of thingsVnb a dvatita|:e 
to the labourer; there beiiigfibir^ 
under tii6 system tf lai^ IktroB, 
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no community of feelings or. of 
interests between them^ any more 
4han there is between the farmet 
of Virginia or Jamaica and his la^ 
tourers. The labourer of Eng* 
Iftnd knows well, that, whether 
corn be dear or cheap, he shall be 
allowed no more wages and rates, 
Ihan will just enable him to feed 
hia young and to perform l^is work* 
He Icnows well that, whether he 
work or not he must be fed ; apd 
.iie also knows that his lot cannot 
. Jbe bettered by any thing that his 
master may gain by his labour. 

On the other hand, he knows 

that the, master is less strict as 

.49 little matters^ vulgarly called 

. Ihievingi but which the labourer 

. considers merely as taking things 

in Ai»4/ He knows tha-t a

A'ustrians,' the implacable ft>es of 
the very name of freed'oin ; the 
Austfians; the terrible^ the hor- 
rible , Austrians ; the never-for- 
giving Austrians, have put their 
whiskefed batalliond in motfori, 
and, by inindreds' of thoiisahdsj 
like moving wall after wall, are" 
ihey marching in order to extin- 
guish the dawn of liberty in the , 
Sputh of Italy. Oh ! God \ that 
they had "but io' rnarch against 
fiftv thousand 'Yankees, armed 
with theiV rus,ty rifles! HpweYari 
if the roQent npws betrue^ the 
Austrian battalions will meet with 
their deserts; that is to say, 
their blood and flesh and bonts 
will remain to fatten the land 
isind to fertilise the, vineyards 
which they are sent, to ravage. 

The history of this aborhinable 
act of agression is prelty well 
given in the manifesto of the Go- 
vernment , of Naples, which I 
shall subjoin t6 this article. A 
few observations, however, may 
be necessary here.. In July 

last the people of .Naples; but 1

should here observe, first of all, 

that this kingdom .consists of two 

j$afts;.that is to Bay, of Siciljf, 
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"which if an bland in the Medi- 
terranean. Sea, and of Naples>

^inieqt, pf EiiTQpe. It |a called 
by the people theinselyes^ the 
^iagdomof the two StpilUs; but 
in general^ we call tl^e whole of 
it taken together Naples, which 
is the nai](ie of the Capita) City 
in that part of the Kingdom 
which is on the Continent. The 
people, then^ of this Kingdom, 
wh^ch coi^ta^ns^ altogethjer, a por 
pulation not muc^ inferior ip 
pumbers to that pf Spain^ did> 
in the n^i^th pf July last, the 
Soldiers bravely and most laudar 
hly taking the lead, 46mand ^ 
Constitution similar to that of 
Spain. iThe King, as was his 
duty, yielded to the demands of 
the people. The Constitution 
was framed an4 the King 9WQre 
to abide by It. 

Now, what right had any 
other nation to interfere ? Yet, 
Austria, Russia^ and Prussia 
must immediately hold a dm- 
ffress, as they call it^ and there 
dispuss what i^iould or wha:t 
should pot be dope with regard 
%o the Revolution in ^apfes. 
The Kin^ of Naples had lost no 
time in transmitting to all Foreign 
Courts an account of what had, 
taken plac^ in his Kini^pm; antf 



m ^ppointhig new Ambasstflbrs, 
or in ren^^ing the powers of tjic 
q14 qnesi in a p^apper $^pCori|i§- 
ble with the q^w order of things. 
Scarcely any of these CouKs, 
however, would receive ihe^e 
pew Amb^^dpni. O^r C(^U 
of wliose conduct in this relied 
I may say perhaps more by and 
by6, did neither receive nor 
reje<4: ^nd, t^e .conduct pf t^e 
Old Bourbons appears to have 
been the same. The Gallant 
Spaniards (who were but the 
other day t|^ moft paltry wf etehes 
in Europe) received the new Em- 
bassador with open a^ms ; but 
the wbii^ered fellows in the 
North ; aud particnlarljf the Aus- 
trians, Russians and Prussians 
repelled the new Ambassadors as 
men drive back q'ealares infipcted 
with the {dague* 

In each of Aese ^oU of re- 
jection tber^ wa^ just gronnd of 
war givep to Naples, as there 
\^as to Frapee ^v the sending

by England in 1T99. Po^e^er, 
Naples was np|t in a state jtp de- 
clare VTar. She, dopbitl^ss, did^ 
as well sjbe niiglit|| desgise thesp 
receptions, on tl^ part ^f Au|- 
ti;ia, Prussia and Russia, anil 
these hesitations on tbp, p^t of 
England and the Old Bourbons. 
Thp hoiftiHty, howev^ ^W>W^ 
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«Bd had tiie sodactt j to proclaim 
to the world diat thty wmM 
coaipd the NcapalilJn to mAmii 
id their wffl^ aad Uuur viM was 
that every thifl^ should be midoBe, 
'which .had been done since the 
BOBtk of Joi J last. 

It is hard! J passive to find 
terms to exp/ess a snitaye de^ 
gree of indiifaatioii at this aada- 
cioQs manifesto. ]>€ ns, in 
order to come al seoietfaiag Vke 
an adeqoate degree of hostile 
feeling npon the sabject, nudce 
the case oar own. We lire in 
ticklish times ; irehaTeakiMsA- 
laeii^ law hanging orer oar heads ; 
we hare some pretty gentlemen 
with their eje coastantlj mpon 
us; and we kndw that those 
preiij gentleaMn hate some very 
pretty instmments in their hands. 
It may be best, therefore, not 
to suppose a case to arise, lest we 
aboold be charged with wishing 
for that which we soppose. It 
may be best to deal in realities 
instead of suppositions, and to 
look backward instead of forward. 
}t is well kno^m, then, that there 
was a revolotioa in England in 
1688; that the then King was 
driven out of the Conntry ; that 
bjs own Soldiers were employed 
jE^funst faun ; that l^^reign Sol- 



ans, who had not a drop of Bit- 
tishyoodiakis«eiBs,washf«mgkt 
of^ ami made Emg% limt Hk 

wlMlly <^aaged; a^ tint tkb 
efcat bcaUed, evcB oatS tys day, 
a ^QUORIOUS B£VOLU- 
" TION.'' 

The BoariMn of that day le- 
cetred the lua-away Kiqg; die^ 
ridbedhmi; treated him as Eing 
ofEoglaiid; did not adowvMge 
the new Soveragn ; and, io short, 
'did his best to exdto rpboMinm 
against the new Soverdgs. This 
Boorbon was represemed by the 
English of that day as an insoieBt, 
haughty, abominal^ tyrant; and, 
in a i^ort time war was declaral 
sgamst him, and before the end 
of that war he was horaUBd in 
the dust. 

Mow, ia Naples they hare not 
set aside their King. In Naples 
they bare m>t brought in a foreign- 
er and made him King. They 
have snply made a change in 
their own government ; a change 
in the manner of conducting their , 
own national affiurs. In the case 
of Ei^land the haughty insolent 
Old Bourbon had to alledge that 
the Old King of England Was a 
Catholic ; and that the Revolution 
u^^ontos to the Catholic re 
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ligion, wBile he, ihe haugbty Old 
Bourbon, styled himself the most 
• Christian King, This most Chris- 
tian gentleman fomented a rebel- 
lion or two, which ended in the 
hanging of the principal part of 
.his partizans. But the Old King 
,of England was a relation of the 
Bourbon ; so that there was some 
little excuse for his interference ; 
but, in the present case there is 
no change of, dynasty ; and there 
is no altercition in religion even 
tfilked of. • 

It is very certain, that,when one 
country does a thing which mani- 
festly tends to the injury of ano- 
ther country, that other country 
has a right, as far as is necessary 
to its own safety, to take measures 
of precaution. If the Neajioll 
tans had chosen, for instance, to 
innoculate '• themselves with the 
Plague, the Austria^ would have 
. a perfect right to cut off all com- 
munication between Naples and 
his own territories. If the Nea- 
politanshad formed aConstitution, 
which necessarily put them in a 
state of >Vftr against Goviem- 
ments in general, resembling that 
of Austria ; then there might b«ve 
;been reason for the 'Austrian 
making an effort to destroy that 
. Constitution. But, to pleiad the 
danger of exanApU as the grc^iid 
of an attempt to destroy the 



Constitution of Naples, is not 
only outrageous and abominable ; 
but it contains in itself it's own 
condemnation. Upon this - plea 
all the Old Governments of Europe 
might unite together for the de- 
struction of the Government of 
America ; and, I remember well 
that Sir Joseph Sidney York, 
ani Admiral, and then a Lord of 
the Admiralty, did, in 1814, say 
that Mr.' Prbsidbnt Maddison 
must be put down as well as Buo- 
naparte. I remember, too, that 
it was .then contendeld in several 
of our newspapers' ; that, *' while 
** that example^ of successful de- 
^* mocratic rebellioh was suffered 
"to exist, there was no safety 
** for ihe regular governfnents of 
*^ Pur&pe; and that, therefore, 
" the time and circumstances b^- 
" ing propitious, we ought toper* 
" severe till ibe had put dmvn 
" that example /" We did per- 
severe to the tune of about se- 
venty millions of money; but all 
that we affected was to giVe splen- 
dour and perjpetuity to that en- 
chanting examine. 

The declaration of the Austrian 
aM his comrades was communi- 
cated to our government ; and, in 
a recent number of the .Register, 
will be seen the note of Lord 
Castlereagh in consequence of 
that communication. That note^ 
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in bad lai^uage, and in confused 
•tatementy says^ in fact, nothing. 
It neither approves nor disap- 
proves. It expresses no opinion 
upon the merits of the case ; and 
as to the withes of the writer and 
his collegues, we are left to gather 
them from the well known charac- 
ter and the well known general 
conduct of the parties. 

The Austrian has now marched 
to put his threats in execution ; 
and, as we shall have to read the 
accounts of marches, and of bat- 
ties ; it may not be amiss that, to 
aome of my readers, I endeavour 
to give a loose idea of the situ- 
ation <>f the countries which are 
^he Theatre of the warl We are 
told that the Austrian is marching 
his bearded batallions through the 
Roman territory ; that is to say, 
the territory of the Pope. We 
are further told, that the Neapoli- 
tans are also marching into or to- 
wards that territory. But, (and 
which is of ^much more conse- 
quence than all the rest), we are 
told that the Piedmontese have 
risen in Revolution also, and that 
they are marching to the assist- 
ance of Naples. 

Now, observe, Sicily is, as I 
said before, an Island in the, Me- 
diterranean forming part of the 
Kipgdom of Naples. Italy has 
been described as a boot, giving 
Sicily a kick in that part xvhich 



it would not be deiicate to name. 
Lay your right leg upon your 
left knee ; and, then, . observe, 
that the shin of the boot is boun- 
ded by the Mediterranean, and 
the sole and back of the leg by 
the Gulf of Venice. ; Ail the 
part, from the toe to the calf, be- 
longs to Naples, and the city of 
Naples ^s on the sea side at about 
the middle of the small. Then 
the Pope takes a slice on the 
shin side going up above the 
knee and reaching about three 
parts of the way across the calf, 
and the City of Rome is in this 
slice of the Pope. Piedmont, 
which belongs to the King of Sar- 
dinia, begins at the northern ex*- 
tremity of the Pope's slice and 
runs northward from the Mediter- 
ranean having part of France and 
Switzerland on one side, and the 
Austrian territory on the other, 
which comes, down the thigh and 
along the back of the calf of the 
leg bounding the Pope to the 
point where Naples e'nds. ^ As 
the boot lies in such a manner as to* 
make the top point towards the 
North West, all that part which 
is above the Pope's territory, is 
called the North of Italy; dhd, 
as is well known, the whole of 

this part, including the- Pope's 
territory, formed at one time, a 
part of the Empire pf Napoleon ; 
and which empire he might; per- 
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haps^ still have had, if he had not 
taken to his auns a daughter of 
the Austrian ; for which he de- 
served, not only his fall, but his 
present humiliation. 

Thus, then, Reader, as you 
read the accounts of this War, 
by laying the small of your right 
lag vypon your left knee, if you 
be not too fat, you will need no 
map to give }ou a rough sketch 

of the seat of war. The Pied- 
MONTEse, who, remember, are 

above the knee, are said to be 
marching as fast as they can to- 
wards the shin ; and it is also 
said that the subject^ of the Aus- 
trian, who live, you will observe, 
all along the north side of the 
Piedmontese and along a great 
part of the sanie side of the 
Pope's dominions (which we will 
call from the middle of the thigh 
bone to the middle of the calf,) 
are joining thepa. These coun- 
tries are full of men, who were 
Officers and Soldiers in the armies 
of Napoleon. If these men roll 
on in large bodies from the thigh 
down the leg, the machines of 
the Austrian, while thpy are met 
by the Neapolitans somewhere 
above tlie ancle, will find them- 
selves just as they ought to 
find themselves, that is to . jsay , 
with one bayonet at . their 
breast and another at their 
bacl; ; and, that not a nian^ 



of them nmy escape^ not.eteil a 
single* man to tell the tale^ ;niust 
be the sincere prayer of every 
good man in this world.. Tht 
man^that A>es not wish for their 
total destruction must have a 
heart composed of stuff that can 
feel tenderness towards the Devil 
hinmelf, and towards nothing but 
wjiat is wicked and cruel. Only 
think of the wickedness of the 
marching of these brutal bands to 
lay waste; to destroy; to deso- 
late a country and to starve or 
kill a people against whom there iir 
not even an alledged charge ; 
except that of setting an example 
which may by possibility ,ill the 
minds of the subjects of Austria, 
Russia and Prusi^a with notions 
inimical to the absolute iswayofthe 
Austrian, the Russian and the 
Prussian ! An act like this ad- 
mits of no adequate description y 
all terms of reprobatwn fall 'short 
of it's heinouSness. Ignorance is 
no apology for the inslrumenU in 
the commission of such a crime ; 
human nature itself naturally 
revolts at it ; and if the Soldiers 
of the Austrian be insensible to 
the dictates of human nature^ 
they ar^, in fact, brutes, and as 
brutes they ought to be consi- 
Idered and treated. To entitle 
Soldiers to the benefit of the lam 
of war, the war must be a lawful 
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%ftr. R ttittit iriBfc bUt of iotne 
jpHfatif^I^ recogMi^ BUmh^i 
iklionil; iatid evefry prihciple re- 
to^nise^ amehgst Mtiohs, as hp- 
pllcftbte li3 ih« iifeirs of war, 
-^m^detnii this lifct of tyrannical 
^gt^^ibii^. TlieriibVejfipttrl iione^ 
i^ghi to bfe the motto of thfe 
If^^politfttil : let not a tnan es- 
isape ; and let this bo an example 
%o ftitul^ Hdy Alliance^. 

But, if the iitfw* flfom Pifen- 
MONT bfe thife; if thii Attny 
there h<ive acltially moved onto 
Ihe asstiitance of Naples, the 
^e^^ becomes hthfesting indeed. 
t'or, obiefve, that PlEbMoNT,' 
whieh ill thus tiear the ilcetieof 
aetion, is joined at no great dis- 
tance by France. So that we afe 
drawing towards home. The 
Aouth and Ejist of Franc ft con- 
tains combustible matter ; and 
Louis " the dMre^ will soon 
And himself not much the safer 
fbr hill censorship of the Press I 
Thus, theni though we^ have 
Bp^ht a thousand millions in the 
isnt^rprise ; though we have 
created a '* great Captain*^ at an 
fe:tpense that Captain before 
never occasioned ; though we have 
got so many hundreds of Knights 
of the Bath ; though Waterloo 
medAk do glislen about the street ; 
ihough Old Blucher <lid strip the 
imiseumt of t^dtis ; though we

^ibdgii \^ have paid milli^s of 
money id IVench emigranU^ .of 
whfcfe Wfe hkV^ fto^ to pdy thfe 
interest; thoiigh ^e di^ rejoice 
to^the turie of two hundred thbu- 
sand pounds ; though We did de- 
feat the Yankees on tbfe Serpent- 
line River: though we did grant 
two or thl^e millions for the 
building of triumphal ftrChes and 
columns, which are y$t to ht MH:; 
though wfe have been delioetedy 
thus far, from Parliamentary Re- 
fotai we have not yet effected 
«* the deHvtranc^ of LumpeP^ 

Here we cOme home \ and 
without coming home nothing 
cah be of very deep interest to 
us. We feel for the NearpoKtans 
certainly ; but we cannot feel as 
we ought, unless we have one eye 
upon England and another upon 
Naples. With a revolution suc- 
cessful in Spain and Portugal; 
with d rerolution successful in 
Naples, and especially with a re- 
volution successful in the King of 
Sardinia's dominions, there must 
be another revolution in France, 
If the Bourbons have any sense, 
they will make it themselves, and 
not suffet it to be made by others. 
But, at any r^te, take place it 
must, if a revolution be sucd^ss- 
M in PiiniioHt. If another 
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complete revolution should break 
out in France, farewell to Kingly 
' Government in that country ; or, 
' at least, farewell to the Bourbons, 
as far as they are connected with 
France. Nothing is more proba- 
ble than such a Revolution. AH 
the elements necessary to produce 
it are in existance. The Rulers 
appear to be blind ; the train ap- 
pears to be laid ; and all that ap- 
pears to be wanted is merely the 
putting of the match. 

If such a revolution take place, 
then we shall see what stuff we 
are made of, on this side of the 
Channel. Then we shall see 
whether new BURKES will arise, 
and new alarmis$$ cherish and 
foster them. Then we shall see 
whether acts will again be passed 
making it death to send a sack 
of potatoes to France. Then we 
shall see ^h^ther new societies 
will arise to put down republicans 
and levellers t The times will be 
most interesting when the voice 
of freedom shall again be heard 
on the other side of the Channel. 
In those times we shall thitik of 
Pitt and Dun das, of Rose and 
LongV and of rhaiiy others whoare 
still alive, and Who have so long 
be^^nr laughing and scoffing at us. 

When those times shall- arrive, 
what shall we do with ' the i^c^i? 
that is already contracted 1 The 



French funds/ we see, fall sewn 
per cent, though the newspapers 
there dare not say a word abput 
the news from Pieimjiont. Our 
funds have fallen t^ifo or three per 
cent, Th^^ proportion corres- 
ponds trith what is regarded as 
the difference in the amount of 
the danger to the owners of what 
is called property, but, whi<;h, if 
it be property, is property, of a 
very sensitive character. ' What 
is to happen, then, if a revolution 
take place in France 1 I am not 
arithmetician etiough, as far as i 
I know, to state the questicm. 
But, as the French funds^ which 
were at :seventy»seveny feH down* 
to seventy upon the arrival of the 
news from Piedmoht; imd as 
ours, which were bX se^^eJUy^tkreet 
fell down to seventy and a ha^: 
and as a revolution in France 
would bring the French funds 
down to nought,' how low, think 
you, would si^ch a revolution 
bring ours? If that which redu- 
ces seventy-^seven to seventy, redu- 
ces seventy'three to seventy and a 
half, what will the sevmtty and a 
half he reduced to by that which 
will reduce the seventy to nouyht? 
This is a grand and fiiost interest«^ 
ing quertion. Jj^is worthy of en-; 
gaging the attention of yi the ac- 
tuaries and all the calculators til 
chances, whaheve beei^ generated 
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by ibis most gand[>Uog system. 
For myself I shall not attempt to 
jl^nczle my brains with the matter, 
but this mudb I am sjareof, that, 
iC another revolution were to take 
place in France, it Wpuld save us 
from . all further mortitfeation at 
hearing the sometimes silly and 
sometimes hypocritical professions 
about •* National Faith;" for I 
am the most deceived of mankind, 
if, at the end of one week from 
the commencement of such a re- 
volution, a kundred paunds of 
stock might not be bought for a 
buihel of wheat ! 

What a deal of trouble such 
all event would save Mr Gooch! 
He would soon see Agricultural 
distress disappear. The smock 
frock farmers would grow out 
of paupers ; and the Scotch 
Bailiffs, would ....... nof go 

haoh » * but would become 

Jabourars, other than which they 
ought never to have been. The 
Lords and gentlemen would keep 
their, estates, too,, and the Par- 
sons their livings ; and we should 
hear of no more projects, fVom 
Mr. RiCARDo, or from any body 
else, for dividing the land and 
sharing it with the " Pviblic Cre- 
^* ditor,^^ as he is called, who is 
now actually taking the land, bit 
by bit, with the apparent appro- 
bation of the owners. 



I cannot help here reminding 
my readers of what I said in 
1814, in an article entitled/^ The 
*/ Reckoning." I said that we 
bad had the fea$t ; that we hi|d 
had the refoicings ; that we had 
got the giory ; that we ha^ been 
dancing and singing and getting 
drunk ; and that now we had to 
pay the reckoning ; that we had 
delivered Europe as we were told, 
but that we now had to deliver 
ourselves. I then went on to 
state, thai this reckoning was 
the sour sauce after the sweet 
meat. And that after some yeare 
of distress and misery, we should 
see Europe again convulsed with 
revolutions ; and Uiat those revo- 
lutions would succeed, j^ecause 
(for which I should fervently 
thank God) our Government 
would iMt be able to interfere. 
Was not this something like pro- 
phecy ? Does it not appear likely 
to come true? Did I not see a 
little more clearly than those four 
hundred Members of the House 
of Commons, who received Lord 
CastlhSRBagh with a clapping of 
hands, when he returned after 
having made a new division, and 
Ajinal settlement of Europe upon 
the principles of the " Social 
" SystemV^ Both parties received . 
him with cheers. Not a man was 
there in the country wMi pen 
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ra hafid, Vicept mysiJfj i6 Ex- 
press even a doubt of tke gloH^ 
OuisneM of the achleTettient. All 
. Was madness; but time and cala- 
tniiy feaVe brought lis to out 
senses. 

tlie Austrian ind his fcotil* 
rades may possibly succifed In 
smothering thfe Rfetoliltioh hi 
Naples; fcut they can rtevel' ex- 
tinguish it. It 'w'iti hhtai fonh 
again ; and if again smothered, 
it wirt again burst forth. My 
opinion is that a very few jrears 
must see it reach Prance ; and if 
It reach France only once more, 
all Europe Is free. The most inte- 
resting thing is, what will be the 
ultimate consequences as -to Eno' 
,. fg^.. Iwy vmkes extend now no 
^^ farther ^han they extended many 
^.^.Qj^rs ago. I wish for nothing 
more than such a Reform of the 
iParliament as will give a' vote to 
every man liable to be called 
upon and compelled (as, if neces- 
sary, he ought to be) to serve his 
country in arm?. I wish fpr 
nothing more than this. But, 
my wishes are nothing. Nor are 
the wishes of any body else any 
thing. they alter, and they 
ought to alter, with circum.- 
stances ; because, in every pos- 
sible state of things, every man 
jougjht to wish for th^t which is 
l)est calculated to promote the

This is the way in which I 

should ende^vQur to {Profit from 

what ^ taking place in Italy.

But of this 
I am very certain, that the cause 
afNafdeSy the ca^se of PKedihoht, 
the Cause of every people th^t 
rise against de^tism, is t^ cause 
of£nghKid; and that for every 
Austrian laid dead upoii the 
ground, every Englishman ou^g^ht 
to return thUnks to the man who 
has slain him. ^ 

I had written thus far, when 
(Tuesday) the GouRkair news- 
paper was brought to me, con- 
taining an account of the uproar . 
in the City, occasioned by the 
arrival of the news of the Kin^ 
of Sardinid's Abdication^ and oi^ 
other events of great importance. 
This appears to have brought the 
Ftmds(jwe shall soon, I hope, laugh 
at the very sound of the word) 
down,froin70jto69. This stand- 
ard of " National Faith'^ is very 
fluctuating! The French Go- 
vernment had, it seems, been 
compelled to suffer the accounts 
from Italy to be published. A 
panic seems to have seized the 
'* beloved "bourbons." In short, 
it is possible, that^ before this

Is she yet in this peril- 
ous storm, after having spent eight 
hundred millions of money to i^*- 
s u re h e r sa fety \ and after G js or o E 
Rose has told us that wc ought to 
regard that which we have given 
for the War as a sahoffe for that 
which remained? And are wa 
to be toid that we are still in a 
storm, and by the very man^ too, 
who has sungi to the beastly Pilt 
Clubs," The Pilot ihat weathered 
" the Storm ?" Waa there no- 
body to tell the plaiatering Foet, 
tlie tloggcrel plai^iarist ; the 
Grub Street idolizer of the Grand 
Charlaton; was there nobody to 
iremind him of his former bare* 
faced boastings? 

A Storm still! Why, it was 
only at the close of the Six Acts 
Parliament that the Speakef told 
the Prince Kegtet', " " thai this 
Mighty EmpirCy after having 
gloriously achieved the deli-

Austrian^ who is hot exceeded ill 
cunning by Satdn himself, knows 
v4ry ivpll> the utter inability of 
tbift .GoverQihent^ under thtl pre- 
sent systethi to engage in ^ War.

be the necessary produce of the 
British Constitution, there may 
be, in the minds^ of some men, 
room to question, whether that 
CTonstitution be the best that the 
faiiiid of tnan can possibly devie^e. 
8b that, it may very well be 
tk/hispeted by some indiscreet 
persons, that ^is Constitution of 
ours i? not the one which Foreign 
Kktions' ought io be expeeted 
it) 'ithitate.

The Justices of the 
Peace, the Mayors, the AldeN 
meu; the S^ieriffs, the Gonstablei^ 
and the Jailors, all declare that 
this Constitution is the "Envy 
" of surrounding nations, and the 
" admiration of the world.'^ — 
What rascals, th^n, must those 
nations and that world be madd 
up of ! For, twenty new Coilsti- 
tutions have been formed i|l North 
America; five or six in South 
America ; five or six in Europe, 
and the study "of the makers seem 
to have been to avoid, as far at 
possible, every thing resembling

The Gentleman says thait be 
does not think that this Constl- 
tution wouldilourish very speedily 
in another soil; and that, fheri& 
is rakation, or at least, be thiuks 
ther^ may be out of the palfc of 
Our own Constitution. I think 
io too ; and I am always happy 
to be able to agree wllli this 
Orator; especially as this agree- 
ment h£^s 80 seldom taken plaee« 
'He scouts the idea of our setting 
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Europe; and so. do I top;.f9rI 
hold to* the doctriQc, 90, i^th^i^ 
to the precept of Je sas Christ, 
and think that we ooght to take 
the beam out of oar own eye, 
before we attempt to take the. 
mote from the eye of our brothers. 
When we have no longer Rotten 
Boroughs and Barracks, then it 
may he proper for us to set our- 
selves up as Pfeachers to the Con- 
tinent of Europe. But, we are 
full as fit for the office of regene' 
ratori of Europe, as we were 
for that of DeHverers ef Europe. 
If it became us to exhaust our- 
selves in efforts to compel the peo- 
ple of Europe to submit to rulers 
that they hated, I do not see why 
it should not become us to turn 
regenerator^ and to assist iq free- 
ing the people from the trammels 
wbnih we have helped to draw 
sound their limbs.

No principle is clearer lb a it 
this; and in no case^ that ever 
occurred before in the world j was 
the duty of interference more 
manifest tlian is the duly of Eng- 
land' at thi<4 moment^ in tha case 
of Naples- AustrJa ; deadly 
Austria, does not marcli in pur- 
suance of any object thai is even 
pretended to he legiiiniaie. No 
hostile act has been committed by 
NuplcB ; no affront has been of- 
fered to dendly Austria ; not the 
smallest slight is pretended to haTO 
been put upon her; ahe has no 
wrong of which to com plain ; 
there h no species of offence for 
the punishment or the resenting 
of which she has the smallesl of- 
fence. She marches her briital 
bands for the purpose of acourg* 
ing a people merely because she 
funcies that some distant possible 
danger with regard to herself may 
be found in the manner in which 
that unoffending people have 
chbseu to fix upon for the con- 
ducting of their own internal 
affairs. ' ^'^^^ ^ '* ^^ ^ 

Granted', that England is to 
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judge for herself ; that she is to 
'weigh well her means of render- 
■ idg assistance to Naples ; that she 
is not to be expected to endanger 
her own safety by the rendering 
of such assistance. !But, all things 
considered; the chances being 
that Ihe suffering of Naples to be 
sacrificed will bring the Russiap 
into the Mediterranean ; the right 
and the duty of England being 
so clear; it being so notorioius 
that the appearance of a British 
fleet in the Mediterranean, sent for 
the piroteclion of Naples, would 
have prevented the deadly Ausr 
trian from marching. All this 
being considered, what deep oisr 
^race is it that £i\gland has not 
rhoVed upon this occasion ! And 
what is the excuse ? Why, truly, 
that we are in danger ourselves I 
Ah 1 In danger of what ? Arf 
we in danger of the Auistrian of 
the Russian ? Instead 9f stating 
I ' the danger manfully arid plainly, 
' this big talking and flippant Gen* 
tleman ; this Statesman of puns^

as I believe, be guilty of a witful 
Julsehood. BuU nothing can be 
more false than this. Out of one 
parcel of notes, jsent me to Long 
Iijland, by my son, from New 
York, I had not many less than 
twenty forged notes. At one 
time nearly half the notes in cir- 
culation were forgeries. In Ca- 
nada they are made ieind sold pub- 
licly for use in the United States. 
Even those, who took them, and 
discovered them to be forgeries, 
used to sell them as forged notes! 
What Mr. Baring must mean, is, 
that there was no punishment for 
«uch forgeries. There was none, 
that I ever heard of at New York. 
The banks refused them ; and the 
holder did wh«t he could with 
them. And that would be the 
best way here. The thing ought 
to stand, if at all, by its own in- 
trinsic strength. 

Tlius I dismiss Mr. Baring ;

Why, at the time" when 
the Peel Bill wa» passed, not a 
soul who did not expect the ini- 
mitable note out in three months, 
I did not, indeed, and especially 
when I beard of the Yankee 
makers of inimitables being ship- 
ped offi. Then I knew what ■ I 
before firmly believed. Indeed 
the thing cannot be, my lord. It 
is ofii of reason. If any people 
caii<iU> such things, the Americans 
can.. They do things^ that other 
nations cannot do. They exceed 
all the world in meclianical coo- 
trnrances ; and weU they may, 
whftn every one is an inventor of 
something from his youth.- But, 
if they, who have invented the 



best printing presses used in 
London; if they who have in- 
vented those saw-milb, whu;h it is 
well worth ten voyages to see; 
if they who hav^ bridges over 
rivers more than a mile toide, for 
carriages and loads of all sorts^ 
under which bridgea large vessel^ . 
sail, and whidi bridges have no^ 
thing to support tkem in the water, 
and have no contact with tbe- 
earth but at the two ends; if thay,. 
who invent and execute such 
things, cannot invent an inimi* 
table note, how are we to expect 
the invention from any body else? 
The Americans exceed us im 
paper beyond all compark<Mi^
